The  arbitrators  in  the  citronella-oil  case,  whose  award 
was  sent  back  by  the  High  Court  for  reconsideration,  have 
maintained  their  original  decision  (p.  705) 

A  Birmingham  pharmacist's  assistant  in  pulling  a  tooth 
broke  it,  and  the  sufferer  sued  the  employer  for  damages, 
but  the  pharmacist  gained  the  day  (p.  690). 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Scc'ety  last  week  Dr. 
W.  H.  Symons  and  Mr.  Stephens  descnbsd  a  new  method 
for  estimating  carbonic  acid  in  the  air  (p.  699). 

Accidents  to  chemists  appear  to  be  exceptionally  nume- 
rous just  now.  Two  fatalities  in  England  (p.  683)  and 
damages  to  three  Irish  pharmacists  (p.  685)  are  noted. 

Serious  charges  were  made  against  the  unqualified  vendor 
of  a  chemist's  business  at  Hanley  by  the  purchaser  when  the 
former  sued  him  for  the  balance  of  the  purchase-money 
(p.  691). 

Londoners  do  not  appear  to  be  enthusiastic  about  the 
Chemists'  Club.  Two  hours  had  to  be  spent  in  idleness 
before  a  meeting  was  large  enough  to  elect  a  committee 
(p.  682). 

Dr.  Germain  See,  the  eminent  French  therapeutist,  is 
dead  (p.  686).  We  also  report  the  deaths  of  Mr.  John 
Hughes  (Idris  &  Co  )  and  Mr.  Thomas  Symington  of  Edin- 
burgh (p.  703). 

The  anti-cutting  meeting  at  Halifax  was  a  success,  but 
Sheffield  chemists  appear  to  be  lukewarm  in  regard  to  the 
Association  (p.  688).  Numerous  letters  are  printed  in  otr 
correspondence  columns  on  this  subject  (p.  709). 

Wilcox  &  Co.,  the  foreign  chemists,  of  Oxford  Street,  W., 
have  been  awarded  11,8002.  as  compensation  for  removal, 
made  compulsory  by  the  Central  London  Railway.  We 
give  a  full  report  of  the  hearing  and  sketch  of  the  premises 
(p.  692). 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council  the 
President  spoke  strongly  about  the  action  of  the  Judge  in 
the  Rathfriland  case,  and  deprecated  the  allegation  that 
counter-prescribing  by  pharmacists  is  common  in  Ireland 
(p.  687). 

The  Idle  herbalist  who  administered  chloroform  to  a 
dental  patient  with  a  fatal  result  has  been  charged  at  Leeds 
with  manslaughter  and  acquitted.  The  jury  thought  the 
indictment  too  strong,  and  the  Judge  also  seemed  of  thit 
way  of  thinking  (p.  682).

Qualitative  Analysis. 
T'HE  subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis 
J-  will  be  a  mixture  of  not  more  than  three  salts.  The 
mixture  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  thorough  systematic  ex- 
amination, all  its  constituents  are  to  be  detected,  and  proof 
Is  to  be  given  that  the  substances  detected  are  the  only 
constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of  salts 
(accompanied  by  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope,  not  a  stamp 
merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Wednesday,  May  20,  and 
the  samples  will  be  forwarded  immediately. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday,  May  30. 
Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of  the 
work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  accidental 
impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential  consti- 
tuents  of  the  salts  of  which  the  mixture  is  composed. 

The  report  on  the  last  analysis  will  appear  in  our  next 
issue.

The  Chemists'  Club. 

About  twenty-five  members  of  this  Club  met  at  the  Club 
in  Stonecutter  Street  on  Thursday  night,  May  7,  in  response 
to  400  notices  sent  out  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  com- 
mittee. It  was  9  o'clock  before  a  start  was  made,  although 
the  meeting  had  been  timed  for  7.  After  an  informal  dis- 
cussion, the  following  gentlemen  were  elected  to  serve  on  the 
Clab  committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number  and  to 
act  independently  of  the  proprietors'  committee : — Messrs. 
B  ijes,  Nants,  Robbins,  Canna,  Robson,  Wild,  Jewy,  Parkes, 
Pasco,  Crouch,  and  Cooper.  The  two  last-named  gentlemen 
being  absent,  were  elected  subject  to  their  consent  being 
obtained.  Any  five  of  the  above  are  to  constitute  a  quorum. 
The  first  committee- meeting  was  held  on  Monday  night. 
The  Club  has  now  a  membership  of  377,  a  small  proportion 
being  provincial  members.  A  smoking- concert  is  being  held 
as  we  go  to  press. 

The  Cardiff  Exhibition. 

The  exhibition  recently  opened  at  Cardiff  by  the  Mayor  of 
that  borough  (Lord  Windsor)  is  far  superior  to  anything  ever 
before  attempted  either  in  Wales  or  the  West  of  England. 
It  has  been  erected  in  the  Cathays  Park,  immediately  to  the 
rear  of  one  of  the  main  business  thoroughfares,  and  k  an 
admirable  site  for  the  purpose.  Between  25,000Z.  and  30,000Z. 
has  been  expended  by  the  Executive  Council  upon  the  build- 
ings and  in  laying  out  the  grounds,  and  a  farther  sum  of 
about  20,0002.  is  being  disbursed  by  a  syndicate  known  as 
"  the  Concessions  Company  (Limited)-'  in  providing  outside 
attractions.  Tfle  exhibition  building  is  in  the  Moorish  style 
of  architecture,  and  has  an  imposing  appearance.  The  front 
entrance  is  through  a  richly- decorated  horseshoe  archway, 


40  feet  in  height,  flanked  by  towers  and  crowned  with 
Oriental  domes.    No  special  section  of  the  exhibition  is 
alloted  to  pharmacy,  but  there  are  several  exhibits  of  interest 
to  pharmacists.  In  an  excellent  reproduction  of  a  portion  of 
old  Cardiff,  Mr.  J.  Munday,  one  of  the  leading  chemists  in  the 
town,  has  a  stand  on  which  he  displays  a  perfume  to  which 
he  has  given  the  title  of  "  exhibition  bouquet."  Another 
pretty  exhibit  in  this  section  is  that  of  the  perfume  known 
as  "  petal-dust."    Oa  another  stand  Messrs.  Solomon  &  Sons, 
local  commission  agents,  show  the  polishing-tablets  and 
plate-powders,  which,  under  the  name  of  "  Pyn-Ka,"  have 
acquired  a  reputation.    Passing  through  one  of  the  ancient 
gateways,  the  visitor  comes  upon  a  building  erected  by 
Messrs.  Thomas  Elliott  (Limited),  of  Cardiff,  for  the  manu- 
facture of  aerated  waters.    This  is  fitted  with  a  complete 
plant  from  the  works  of  Messrs.  Haywird  Tyler  &  Co., 
London.    The  machinery  is  capable  of  turning  out  bstween 
500  and  600  bottles  a  day,  and  is  worked  by  a  gas- 
engine.    In  the  exhibition  proper,  in  the  Health  Section,  one 
of  the  most  notable  exhibits  is  that  of  Prici's  Parent  Candle 
Company  (Limited),  who  have  brought  down  ihe  octagonal 
pavilion  which  in  the  Paris  Exhibition  of  1889  attracted  so 
much  attention.    The  centrepiece  i3  a  bust  cf  the  Queen, 
supported  at  each  corner  with  statuettes  emblematical  of 
"Light,"  all  in  stearine.    In  one  of  the  panels  a  very  pretty 
effect  has  been  produced  by  the  construction  of  an  elegant 
epergne  by  means  of  sprays  of  Veronica  in  various  tints,  and 
a  skilful  display  of  night-lights.    In  another  panel  is  a  triple 
fan,  composed  of  richly-decorated  candles,  and  interspersed 
are  pyramids  of  wax  candles  and  an  assortment  of  to'let- 
soaps.    Messrs.  Hodgson  &  Simpson,  of  Wakefield,  also 
make  an  effective  show  of  Castile  and  blue  mottled  soaps  in 
obelisks.    Messrs.  Simpson  Brothers,  of  Liverpool,  manufac- 
turers of  "  Siren  soap,"  are  also  exhibitors.  In  close  proximity 
Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Colmau  have  an  elegant  pavilion,  in  which 
they  show  mustard  and  starch.    Messrs.  Stiff  &  Co.,  starch 
manufacturers,  of  Bristol,  exhibit  the  products  from  which 
starch  is  manufactured.     On  another  stand  Messrs.  R, 
Parkinson  &  Sons,  chemists,  of  Burnley,  solicit  a  trial  of  their 
baking  and  custard  powders.  Elsewhere  the  Cardiff  Chemical 
Company  illustrate  analytically  the  properties  and  products 
of  wood-distillation  cocoa ;  and  chocolate  manufacturers  are 
prominent,  especially  Messrs.  J.  S.  Fry  &  Sons,  of  Bristol, 
and  Messrs.  H.  J.  Rowntree  &  Co  ,  of  York.    Both  exhibitors 
dispense  from  brightly- polished   urns   samples  of  their 
products.    Amongst  other  exhibitors  are  Jeyes'  Sanitary 
Compounds  Company,  and  Messrs.  J.  Hall  &  Sons,  of  Bristol, 
who  show  specimens  of  colours  and  the  articles  used  in  their 
manufacture. 

The  Fatal  Administration  of  Chloroform. 

At  the  Yorkshire  Spring  Assizes,  held  at  Leeds  on  S  itur- 
day,  Joseph  Priestley  (31),  a  herbalist,  of  Idle,  surrendered 
to  his  bail  on  a  charge  of  causing  the  death  of  Lavinia 
Sawdon,  a  domestic  servant,  on  April  17,  by  the  administra- 
tion of  chloroform.  The  particulars  of  the  case  were  reported 
in  the  C.  %  B„  April  25,  page  572.  Bristly,  they  are  that 
the  prisoner  gave  the  girl  chloroform,  so  that  he  might 
extract  some  of  her  teeth  painlessly,  and  she  succumbed  to 
the  effects  of  the  chloroform  during  the  operation.  This 
happened  at  the  house  where  the  girl  was  eDgaged.  The 
whole  of  the  evidence  was  for  the  prosecution,  and  consisted 
chiefly  of  the  testimony  of  doctors  and  dentists  as  to  the 
cause  of  death  and  the  precautions  to  be  used  in  administer- 
ing chloroform  in  dental  cases.  Prisoner's  sister  stated  that 
he  had  been  three  years  wih  Mr.  Pollard  Mitchell  learning 
the  business.  After  counsel  had  addressed  the  jury,  Mr. 
Justice  Wright,  who  presided,  told  the  jury  that  whatever 
might  be  the  result  of  the  prosecution  it  was  a  perfectly 
proper  one  to  institute.  They  must  not  condemn  the 
prisoner  because  he  was  not  qualified,  but  must  bear  in  mind 
that  if  an  unqualified  person  took  upon  himself  to  ad- 
minister dangerous  remedies  in  a  case  where  qualified  help 
might  be  had,  that  person  was  guilty  of  manslaughter.  The 
whole  question  for  the  jury  was— Should  the  prisoner  have 
used  chloroform  without  knowing  more  about  it  1  He  did 
not  seem  to  have  neglected  any  precaution  he  knew  of, 
but  should  he  not  have  known  more  1 

Having  retired  for  about  two  hours,  the  jury  returned  into 
court  and  said  they  had  not  agreed.  The  indictment,  said 
the  foreman,  seemed  to  be  too  strong.    His  Lordship  then 
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directed  the  jury  that  if  they  could  not  convict  with  con- 
fidence they  might  not  be  doing  wrong  if  they  expressed  in 
English  what  the  Scotch  expressed  differently.  The  Fore- 
man :  That  is  what  we  think.  The  jury  then  put  their 
heads  together  for  a  minute,  and  announced  a  verdict  of 
not  guilty. 

Addressing  the  prisoner,  the  Judge  said  that  had  the  jury 
found  him  guilty  he  should  have  sent  him  to  prison,  though 
not  for  a  very  long  term.  He  hoped  that  case  would  be  a 
warning  to  all  who,  without  adequate  knowledge,  performed 
dangerous  operations  or  administered  dangerous  drugs.  The 
prisoner  had  had  a  very  narrow  escape.  He  deserved  severe 
punishment,  but  not  so  severe  as  he  would  have  received 
had  the  jury  convicted  him.    The  verdict  was  one  of  mercy. 

The  prisoner  then  left  the  dock. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  May  7, 
Mr.  E  W.  Hill  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  first  business 
was  the  sward  of  the  Burroughs.  Wellcome  &  Co  practical 
prize  of  5  guineas,  with  a  copy  of  Remington's  "  Pharmacy," 
to  Mr.  H  Garnett,  in  recognition  of  the  value  of  his  paper  on 
the  testing  of  oil  of  lemon  (<7.  $  D  ,  April  25).  The  Presi- 
dent, in  announcing  the  prize,  said  that  the  committee  who 
awarded  it  did  not  thereby  necessaiily  endorse  the  efficiency 
or  perfection  of  the  process  recommended,  but  they  gave  it 
in  consideration  of  the  labour  it  had  involved  and  the  ability 
■with  which  the  investigation  had  been  conducted.  Mr. 
Garnett  briefly  acknowledged  the  award,  and  said  he  hoped 
to  prove  later  on  that  his  process  was  a  workable  and  an 
accurate  one.  The  literary  Secretary  (Mr.  R.  G.  Guyer) 
then  read  the  nineteenth  annual  report,  from  which  it 
appeared  that  the  Association  now  numbers  144  members. 
The  attendance  had  shown  an  increase  on  previous  years 
reaching  an  average  of  23,  not  including  the  occasion  of  the 
inspection  of  Messrs.  Idris  &  Co.'s  factory,  when  the  com- 
pany numbered  180.  The  loss  of  Mr.  Millhouse,  the  various 
meetines,  and  the  award  of  the  essay  prize  were  also  men- 
tioned in  the  report.  The  Honorary  Treasurer  stated  that 
the  Association  closed  the  year  with  a  balance  of  83Z.  3s.  in 
hand,  the  largest  on  record.  The  following  was  the  result

In  a  short  valedictory  address  the  President  reviewed  the 
past  session,  during  which  he  claimed  that  the  Association 
had  made  some  progress.  The  proceedings  were  concluded 
by  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President. 

Isle  of  Wight  Drugs. 
Reporting  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  County  Council,  the  public 
analyst,  Mr.  Otto  Hehner,  states  that  during  the  past  quarter 
he  has  analysed  nine  samples  of  f eidlitz-powders  and  eight 
of  olive  oil.  Of  the  former,  one  did  not  in  any  way  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Briiish  Pharmacopoeia ;  while 
one  sample  of  olive  oil  was  destitute  of  olive  oil,  and 
consisted  entirely  of  other  vegetable  oils. 

A  Fatal  Cycling  Accident. 
Whilst  descending  a  steep  hill  near  Launceston  (Cornwall), 
Mr.  W.  J.  White,  dispenser  to  Dr.  Thompson  of  that  town, 
lost  control  of  his  machine,  and  ran'into  a  brick  wall  at  the 
bottom  with  great  force.  He  was  picked  up  and  conveyed 
to  the  infirmary,  where  his  injuries  were  found  to  be  serious, 
concussion  of  the  brain  having  resulted,  and  he  died  on 
Monday  night  without  recovering  consciousness.  He  was 
the  son  of  the  manager  of  the  Capital  and  Counties  Bank  at 
WokiDg,  and  at  Launceston  acted  for  some  time  as  lay 
reader  at  the  parish  church  of  St.  Thomas. 


Theft  from  a  Torquay  Chemist. 

On  Tuesday  last,  May  12,  at  the  Torquay  Police  Court 
John  Tolchard  (15),  an  errand-boy,  was  charged  with  steal- 
ing two  bottles  of  scent  from  Mr.  C.  Shapley,  chemist,  of  the 
Strand,  on  Saturday  last.  Mr.  Shapley  stated  that  the 
defendant  had  been  in  his  employ  for  two  years.  He  had 
long  suspected  him  of  taking  things  from  the  shop,  and  had 
warned  him.  On  Saturday  evening  three  bottles  were 
missed,  and  the  boy  was  charged  with  taking  one  of  them. 
He  admitted  having  done  so.  He  had  hidden  it  behind  a 
doorway.  The  defendant  pleaded  guilty,  and  said  he  was 
sorry  for  what  he  had  done.  He  was  deals  with  under  the 
First  Offenders  Act,  and  discharged  with  a  caution  on  the 
payment  of  14*.  costs. 

Drugs  at  Exeter  Hospital. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Governors  of  the  Devon  and 
Exeter  Hospital,  held  on  May  7,  the  report  of  the  Committee 
showed  that  1,083^.  12s.  had  been  expended  duting  the 
past  year  for  drugs,  an  increase  of  631.  Is.  Qd.  as  compared 
with  last  year.  The  President^,  in  moving  the  adoption  of 
the  report,  regretted  to  see  the  increase,  and  hoped  the 
medical  staff  would  see  their  way  to  reduce  the  quantity  of 
drugs  ordered.  He  understood  that  the  "  modern  "  medicines 
now  used  cost  more  money  than  formerly. 

A  Chemist's  Window  at  Halifax. 
Mr.  Seely,  chemist,  of  Halifax,  whose  window-dressing  is 
a  lecognised  attraction,  has  arranged  a  new  display,  which 
is  thus  described  in  the  Halifax  Courier  :— "  For  dainty 
delicacy  in  combination  of  colour  and  originality  of  design 
the  window  of  Mr.  Herbert  W.  Siely's  shop  in  Southgate, 
as  it  appears  at  present,  would  be  very  haid  to  beat.  The  two 
crazes  of  the  London  season  are  lilacs  and  violets,  and  a 
fillip,  of  course,  is  for  the  nonce  given  to  perfumes  which 
harbour  the  scent  of  these  pretty  spring  flowers.  Seizing 
the  opportunity  Mr.  Seely  ha3  had  his  window  fringed  with 
about  50  yards  of  green  art  muslin  and  violet  satin,  while, 
depending  over  a  charming  array  of  the  new  perfumes 
dotted  in  and  about  twelve  gross  of  imitation  violets,  are 
baskets  laden  with  more  of  these  flowers,  as  well  as  violets. 
The  whole  effect  is  sweet  in  the  extreme." 

Drug  contract. 
The  Halifax  Board  of  Guardians  have  contracted  with 
Mr.  Ssely,  chemist,  Southgate,  Halifax,  for  drugs,  &c,  and 
to  also  supply  a  duly  qualified  dispenser  for  the  ensuing  six 
months. 

A  Fire  Prevented. 

On  Saturday  morning  a  fire  broke  out  at  the  Bath  Drug 
Company's  premises.  It  was  soon  extinguished  by  the 
assistants,  very  little  damage  being  done.  The  outbreak 
occurred  through  one  of  the  errand-boys  going  too  near  a 
receptacle  containing  benzene. 

Fatal  Mistakes. 
Mrs.  Heath,  of  Hanley,  after  a  day's  washiDg,  asked  her 
daughter  to  open  a  packet,  which  the  latter  said  was  labelled 
"  Epsom  salts,"  and  give  her  a  dose  of  it.  She  died  after- 
wards, apparently  from  oxalic-acid  poisoning,  but  where  she 
got  the  packet  from  could  not  be  ascertained.  The  inquest 
was  concluded  on  May  8. 

On  the  same  day  the  Hanley  Coroner  held  an  inquest  on  a 
brass  moulder  named  Lea,  who,  it  was  found,  had  drank 
hydrochloric  acid  believing  it  to  be  brandy. 

Poisoning  Fatalities. 
An  inquest  was  held  at  Spennymoor,  on  May  6,  ie:pecting 
the  death  of  Robert  Jackson,  a  liniment- maker.  Mr.  William 
Bentham,  chemist  and  druggist,  Spennymoor,  stated  that  on 
the  previous  Monday  deceased  called  at  his  shop  and  pur- 
chased a  shilling's  worth  of  laudanum.  He  had  supplied 
deceased  with  drugs  to  make  his  bottles  for  twenty  to 
twenty-five  years.  Halfan-hour  later  deceased  returned 
and  dropped  down.  He  administered  three  strong  emetic3 
without  effect.  A  verdict  that  deceased  died  from  laudanum- 
poisoning  administered  by  himself  whilst  temporarily  insane 
was  returned. 

On  Monday  afternoon  a  porter  named  Edwin  Corbett, 
employed  by  Mr.  Waterall,  chemist,  Long  Row,  Nottingham, 
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was  found  dead,  the  cause  of  death  apparently  being  prnssic 
acid.  The  jury  who  inquired  into  the  circumstances  found 
that  the  man  took  the  poison  while  in  an  unsound  state  of 
mind  consequent  on  an  attack  of  inflaenza. 

Carbolic  acid  Poisonings. 

Among  the  recent  victims  of  carbolic-acid  poisoning  are 
the  following  (all  the  cases  occurred  this  month)  : — 

Susannah  Wiggin  (20),  a  domestic  servant,  of  Hanley, 
who  was  "in  trouble,"  drank  about  3  cz  of  the  poison,  and 
died. 

Jane  Brown  (60),  wife  of  a  signalman  on  the  Maryport 
and  Carlisle  Railway,  died  on  Sunday  from  the  effects  of 
drinking  about  1|  oz.  of  carbolic  acid.  Sbe  had  suffered 
from  heart-disease  and  bronchitis,  and  had  been  drinking 
lately.  At  the  inquest  Owen  McCocnell,  manager  of  the 
County  TradiDg  Stores,  Carlisle,  said  deceased  purchased  2d. 
of  carbolic  acid  from  him  for  disinfecting.  He  labelled  the 
bottle.    There  was  no  restriction  on  the  sale  of  carbolic  acid. 

There  were  some  festivities  going  on  at  a  house  at 
Chatham,  wbf  n  Elizabeth  Harvey,  wife  of  a  Royal  Marine, 
but  separated  from  her  husband,  left  the  room.  She  returned 
with  an  egg-cup  in  her  hand,  and  raising  it  to  her  lips  said, 
'•  Here's  luck,"  and  drank  the  contents,  which  proved  to  be 
carbolic  acid.    She  died. 

John  Skipper  (49),  stonemason,  of  North  KensiDgton,  who 
appeared  to  be  of  unsound  mind,  obtained  carbolic  acid  and 
killed  himself  by  taking  it. 

George  White,  aged  3  years,  of  Stockport,  got  hold  of  a 
vessel  containing  carbolic  acid,  which  his  mother  was  using 
to  disinfect  her  house,  and  drank  sufficient  to  cause  death. 

Mary  Ann  M'Cann  (34),  the  wife  of  a  tinplate-worker 
living  in  West  Gorton,  Manchester,  had  been  drinking 
heavily,  and  soon  after  her  husband  had  remonstrated  with 
her  she  was  found  lying  on  a  sofa,  having  evidently  taken 
carbolic  acid.    Death  ensued  in  a  few  minutes. 

The  Rev.  E.  Templeman,  late  rector  of  Pitchcott,  having  a 
fit  of  faintness,  went  to  the  store-room  adjoining  the  dining- 
room,  and,  owing  to  the  darkness,  could  not  distinguish  the 
difference  between  the  brandy- bottle  and  one  kept  for 
carbolic  acid,  so  that  he  drank  oat  of  the  wrong  battle.  He 
died  in  consequence. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  Saturday  last  at  Trawsfynydd 
touching  the  death  of  William  Jones  Morris,  who  had  died 
from  the  effects  of  taking  carbolic  acid.  The  deceased's 
grandmother  said  he  was  her  daughter's  illegitimate  child. 
She  admitted  that  she  had  by  mistake  given  him  a  dose  of 
carbolic  acid  instead  of  his  medicine.  She  discovered  her 
mistake,  and  every  effort  was  made  to  revive  the  boy,  but 
deceased  succumbed. 

Fatal  Accident  to  a  Chemist. 

Mr.  Carttar  resumed  the  inquest  at  31  London  Street, 
Greenwich,  on  Wednesday,  on  the  bodies  of  Frederick  Cecil 
Westbrook  (24),  chemist,  Mycenae  Road,  Westcombe  Park, 
and  David  Dennis  (48),  of  Blackwall  Lane,  East  Greenwich, 
who  died  at  the  Seamen's  Hospital  from  the  effects  of  scalds. 
The  deceased  Frederick  C.  Westbrook  had  been  chemist  at 
Messrs.  Forbes,  Abbott  &  Co.'s  works,  where  at  the  time  of 
the  accident  he  was  superintending  a  still,  &c,  whilst  steam 
was  being  shut  off.  He  was  badly  scalded  by  a  solution  of 
pyridene.  Evidence  was  given  by  Wm.  Thorpe,  an  expert, 
who  had,  at  the  Coroner's  invitation,  examined  the  plant. 
His  evidence  went  to  exculpate  the  company  from  any 
blame.  After  a  prolonged  deliberation  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  to  the  effect  that  death  was  due  to  shock  from  scalds, 
and  that  the  company  were  not  to  blame.  They  added  a 
rider  to  the  effect  that  it  was  advisable  that  a  safety-valve 
should  be  used  in  future. 

The  British.  Medical  Association's  Annual  Museum.,

tical Society  C.C,  whom  they  defeated  by  five  wickets.  The 
scores  were :— B.H.C.C.,  64  (L.  Halson,  22;  A.  Sheriffs,  14). 
P.S.C.C.,  54  (Green,  not  out,  29). 

The  Sanitary  Institute. 

The  Council  have  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  city  and 
county  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  to  hold  a  Sanitary  Congress 
and  Health  Exhibition  in  that  city  in  the  autumn  of  this- 
year. 

Lady  Dispensers. 

The  following  paragraph  appears  in  the  report  of  the 
Preston  Royal  Infirmary  lately  issued  : — 

"  Mr.  J.  W.  E.  Rigby,  the  dispenser,  died  on  the  17th  of 
November  last,  after  a  long  and  painful  illness.  The  Board 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  faithful 
service  rendered  by  him  duriog  the  sixteen  years  he  held 
his  responsible  office.  Miss  Louise  C.  Holden,  who  bad 
assisted  Mr.  Rigby  for  two  years,  and  performed  the  duties 
satisfactorily  during  his  illness,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
him." 

Ladies  seem  to  be  supplanticg  men  as  dispensers  at  sucb 
institutions  as  these.  An  order  was  recently  sent  by  one  of 
them  (a  lady  dispenser  at  a  London  hospital)  to  a  wholesale 
house  with  the  mystic  letters  "  L.D."  after  the  name,  which 
apparently  meant  '  lady  dispenser."  If  this  is  to  be  the 
new  style  may  it  not  lead  their  rivals  into  the  temptation 
of  signing  themselves  with  the  affix  "  M.D."  (man  dispenser)  ? 

A  Sign  of  the  Times. 

Parke's  Drug- stores  (Limited)  and  the  Wandsworth  Dis- 
trict Board  of  Woiks  have  come  to  loggerheads  about  a  sign 
at  tiie  drug-store,  14L  Hi^h  Street,  Putney.  The  Board  has 
objected  to  the  sign  and  ordered  its  removal.  Parke's  wanted 
to  know  the  grounds  of  the  Board's  decision,  and  alleged 
that  there  are  numerous  other  signs  in  High  Street,  Putney, 
theirs  being  the  best.  Notwithstanding  the  Store's  offer  to 
make  any  desired  alteration,  the  Board  has  resolved  to 
instruct  their  solicitor  to  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the 
removal  of  the  sign. 
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"  Our  Apprentices." 

A  lively  paper  on  this  subject  was  read  before  the  Phar- 
maceutical Chemists'  and  Apothecaries'  Assistants'  Associa- 
tion of  Ireland,  on  May  8,  by  Mr.  James  B.  Ashe.  The 
ideal  apprentice,  according  to  Mr.  Ashe,  should  be  well 
educated,  and  should  have  passed  tbe  Preliminary  examina- 
tion of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  before  going  to  business. 
He  should  be  allowed  more  lengthy  intervals  for  study  than 
at  present,  and  the  practical,  as  well  as  the  theoretical, 
should  be  learned  gradually,  not  leaving  the  subjects  un- 
learned until  the  eleventh  hour,  then  to  be  crammed  with 
doubtful  success.  Knowledge  acquired  nulla  dies  sineyersw 
was  far  more  profitable  to  him  in  his  future  career.  The 
paper  excited  a  lengthy  discussion.

A  new  pharmacy  has  been  operel  at  113  Thomas  Street, 
Dublin  (lately  occupied  by  Mr.  R.  E.  Scarlett,  chemist  and 
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druggist),  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Gamble,  L.P.S.I ,  for  several  years 
with  Messrs.  McMaster,  Hodgson  &  Co. 

Personal. 

Mr.  Kobert  John  Montgomery,  apothecary,  Dublin,  has  been 
appointed  examiner  in  languages  to  the  R. C.S.I,  in  Ireland. 

Councillor  Barnard,  M.P.3.I.,  and  Mc.  Alexander  Gordon, 
L.P.S.I.,  who  meli  with  a  nasty  carnage- accident  a  few  days 
ago,  are  progressing  favourably.  The  former  has  an  arm 
and  the  latter  a  leg  broken. 

Mr.  Robert  Barron,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  fell  down  an 
old  well  a  few  days  ago,  owiDg  to  the  wooden  covering 
breaking  under  him.  He  sustained  a  severe  sprain  ot  one 
of  his  knees. 

F..re  at  a  Drug  warehouse. 

Early  on  Tuesday  morning,  May  12,  a  fire  broke  out  in  tbe 
extensive  premises  of  Messrs.  Hugh  Moore  &  Co.,  Linen 
Hall,  Dublin.  The  fire  originated  amongst  a  quantity  of 
empty  barrels  piled  in  a  rectangle  cff  the  main  yard,  and 
the  flames  extended  to  the  windows  of  one  of  the  stave- 
rooms,  in  which  there  i3  a  large  quantity  of  oils  and  drugs. 
Fortunately  tbe  flames  were  extinguished  before  igniting  the 
inflammable  material  in  the  store-rooms.  The  loss  is  covered 
by  insurance. 

The  Alleged.  Poisonous  Sweets. 

Sir  Charles  Camerorj,  public  analyst,  Dublin,  has  reported 
on  the  recent  poisoning-ca^es  in  the  city,  which  were  believed 
to  be  due  to  eating  certain  sweets.  Sir  Charles  states  that 
the  confectionery  was  not  the  cause  of  the  fatalities,  but 
that  the  deaths  were  due  to  the  use  of  decomposed  coined 
beef. 

The  Health  of  the  Mineral  water  Trade. 

A  Departmental  Committee  has  been  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  inquire  into  the  health  and  safety  of 
persons  engaged  in  the  chemical  and  a ii rated- water  bottling 
in  Ireland.    The  committee  is  located  in  Belfast. 

A  Lesson  to  the  Gas  Company. 

The  Alliance  Gas  Company,  Dablin,  have  been  prosecuted 
by  the  official  assignee  for  unlawfully  depriving  the  chemical 
and  drug  concern  of  Mr.  John  Darcy  of  gas  subsequent  to 
his  adjudication  as  a  bankrupt,  and  while  the  place  was  in 
occupation  by  the  officers  of  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy.  A 
fine  of  10*.  and  costs  was  imposed. 

The  Local  Government  Board's  Surprise. 

The  Local  Government  Board,  Dublin,  has  written  to  the 
Guardians  of  the  Castlereagh  Union  expressing  surprise  that 
a  competent  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  apothecary  cannot 
be  procured  for  tbe  dispensary,  as  in  other  unions,  at  a  salary 
of  from  40Z.  to  601.  per  annum.  The  Guardians  will  not, 
however,  be  convinced. 

The  Merchandise  Marks  Act. 

On  Tuesday,  in  the  Belfast  Summons  Court,  Thomas  B. 
Topping  was  prosecuted,  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act, 
for  selliog  to  Messrs.  J.  &  J.  Haslett,  chemists  and  druggists, 
a  quantity  of  lard  to  which  a  false  trade- description  was 
applied.  Two  other  summonses  in  connection  were  also 
heard.  The  lard  was  American,  and  cost. 25s.  per  cwt.,  but 
by  the  defendant  labelling  the  article  '  Pare  Lard,"  and 
"Refined  in  Belfast,"  a  higher  price  was  paid  for  the  article 
than  would  otherwise  have  been  given.  A  fine  of  1QL,  with 
11.  costs,  was  imposed. 

Apothecaries'  Hall  Appeal. 

On  Monday  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  appealed  to  the  Privy 
Council  against  the  decision  of  the  General  Medical  Council 
refusing  the  Hall  two  examiners  in  surgery,  necessary  to 
complete  the  Board.  Mr.  Haldane,  Q.C.,  advocated  the 
Hall's  claims  with  ability;  and,  after  he  had  spoken,  Sir 
Robert  R;id,  for  the  Medical  Council,  said  that  all  his 
clients  desired  was  that  the  examination  should  be  made 
efficient,  and  proposed  that  the  hearing  of  the  case  should 
be  adjourned  in  order  to  give  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  time  to 
approach  the  Medical  Council.  Mr.  Haldane  agreeing,  the 
Lord  President  (the  Duke  of  Devonshire)  adjourned  the 
hearing  accordingly. 


Under  the  Hammer. 
Mr.  Philip  Flood's  pharmacy,  Lower  Camden  Street, 
Dublin,  which  was  opened  only  nine  months,  was  auctioned 
last  week.  Two  hundred  and  five  handsome  stock-bottles, 
gilt-lettered  and  stoppered,  which  cost  111.,  were  knocked 
down  at  one-fourth  of  that  price.  Valentine's  meat-juice 
and  sundry  other  articles  "  went"  for  an  average  of  Hd.  each. 
Enemas,  sprays,  and  general  toilet-requisites  brought  prices 
ranging  from  6d.  upwards.  No  poisons  were  sold,  the  whole- 
lale  drug- houses  having  agreed  to  take  them  back  at  cast- 
price.  Boxes  of  "  scandal  "-wood  oil,  as  the  erndito 
"hammerman"  put  it,  went  for  a  couple  of  shillings  each. 
The  counters  and  fittings  went  for  a  trifle.  Amongst  the 
chief  buyers  were  Messrs.  Kavanagh,  druggist ;  Griffin, 
chemist;  CrinioD  and  Vance,  pharmacists,  all  of  whom  seemed 
good  bargains. 


Outside  Chemists  did  not  Contribute. 

The  employes  of  Inman's  Stores  (Limited)  met  on 
the  opening  eve  of  their  new  premises,  13  Shandwick 
Place,  and  presented  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Inman  with  a  solid- silver 
bowl  and  inkstand  to  show  the  respect  and  esteem  in  which 
they  are  held.  The  bowl  was  of  sterling  silver,  handsomely 
erased.  The  inkstand  was  also  of  sterling  silver  and  gilt 
with  gold.  Mr.  Pottie,  manager,  Ltith  Street,  made  the 
presentation  on  behalf  of  the  employes. 

An  Honour  to  a  Chemist. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Town  Council  of  the  Royal  Burgh  cf 
Inverary  last  week,  Provost  MacArthur,  in  the  name  of  the 
municipal  authority  and  their  constituents,  presented  Trea- 
surer John  Rodger,  chemist  in  the  town,  with  an  elegant 
silver  kettle  and  spirit- lamp,  in  recognition  of  the  valuable 
seivices  rendered  by  him  to  the  community. 

Business  Change. 
Mr.  John  Gemmell,  of  Greenhead,  Glasgow,  has  purchased 
the  business  at  160  Claythorn  Street,  Glasgow. 

How  Townsmen  can  Study  Botany. 

The  Edinburgh  Chemists',  Assistants',  and  Apprentices' 
Association  held  the  first  of  its  summer  meetings  at  36  York 
Place,  on  Friday,  May  8,  Mr.  J.  McBain  (President)  in  the 
chair.  The  idea  of  these  meetings  is  to  encourage  the  study 
of  field  botany.  Members,  who  have  tbe  opportunity,  are- 
as, pointed  to  gather  local  plants  and  briog  them  to  the  meet- 
ing, where  they  can  be  practically  studied  by  all  the  mem- 
bers. There  was  a  good  attendance,  and  the  specimens 
submitted  were  exceptionally  numerous  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie 
gave  a  demonstration,  in  which  he  dwelt  particularly  on 
inflorescences,  illustrating  his  remark-*  by  living  plants,  and 
also  by  a  series  of  diagrams.  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  made 
some  remarks  on  plant-names,  the  eady  flowering  of  spriscg 
plants  owing  to  stores  of  nutriment  (as  seen  in  the  tubercles 
of  Ranunculus  fiearia  and  the  rhizome  of  Ajnemonenemorosa^, 
and  the  structure  of  flowers  in  reference  to  cross-fertilisation 
and  fertilisation  by  wind  and  insects. 

Another  Keating's  Insect  powder  Action. 

An  action  has  been  raised  in  the  Court  of  Session,  Edin- 
burgh, by  the  firm  of  Tho?.  Keating,  of  London,  against 
Alex.  Malcolm,  chemist,  124  Victoria  Road,  Dundee.  The- 
plaintiffs  seek  to  have  it  declared  that  the  defendant  is  cot 
entitled  to  sell  as  insect-powder  manufactured  by  the  plain- 
tiffs insect-powder  which  has  not  been  manufactured  by 
them  ;  and,  further,  to  have  him  interdicted  and  rrobibiied 
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from  doing  so  by  himself  or  those  for  whom  he  is  responsible. 
They  also  seek  payment  of  100Z.  as  damages.  The  plaintiffs 
aver  that  Alex  Malcolm  has  been  in  the  habit  of  wilfully 
and  fraudulently  in  his  shop  selling  as  their  powder  in 
implement  of  orders  or  requisition  for  Keating's  powder  a 
powder  not  manufactured  by  them,  and  they  particularise 
occasions  on  which  certain  persons  were  supplied  with  such 
powder  instead  of  Keating's  powder  in  the  months  of  August, 
September,  October,  and  January  last.  By  his  action  they 
say  they  have  suffered  loss,  in j  ury,  and  damage,  and  that  it 
has  deprived  them  of  profit  which  otherwise  they  would 
have  made.  The  defendant  denies  the  plaintiffs'  statement 
so  far  as  he  and  those  for  whom  he  is  responsible  are  con- 
cerned. He  says  he  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  in  any  way 
using  the  plaintiffs'  trade-name,  or  that  he  has  in  any  way 
availed  himself  of  any  part  of  such  reputation  as  the  pur- 
suers may  have.  He  has  practically  little  or  no  sale  for 
insect-powder.    The  action  has  been  set  down  for  proof. 

Council  Election. 

A  circular  requesting  the  support  of  voters  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  for  Mr.  John  Johnston  (Aberdeen)  and 
Mr.  David  Sfcorrar  (Kirkcaldy),  signed  by  Messr3.  Alexander 
Njsle  (Edinburgh),  William  L.  Carrie  (Glasgow),  Charles 
Kerr  (Dundee),  and  Alexander  Strachan  (Aberdeen),  his 
been  issued  from  139  Princes  Street,  Edinburgh.  The 
circular  points  out  that  without  the  support  of  English 
voters  Scotch  members  cannot  be  returned  to  the  Council. 

Drug-eontracts. 
The  Aberdeen  Parish  Council  have  resolved  to  accept  the 
tender  of  Mr.  A.  M.  Shepherd  for  the  supply  of  medicines 
to  the  poor  during  the  next  twelve  months. 

At  the  la3t  meeting  of  the  Kirkintilloch  Parish  Council  an 
application  was  read  from  Mr.  James  Stewart,  chemist,  for  a 
share  of  the  Council's  patronage.  It  appeared  that  Mr. 
G.  L.  Anderson  had  supplied  medicines  to  the  poor  as  long  as 
the  clerk  remembered,  and  the  chairman  said  there  had 
never  been  any  complaint  against  him  ;  but  a  councillor 
remarked  that  Mr.  Stewait,  being  a  ratepayer,  might  reason- 
ably expect  a  share  of  the  work,  and  after  a  short  discussion 
he  was  unanimously  appointed  for  the  coming  year. 


Jfreitcb  flews. 

{From  our  Paris  Correspondent.') 


Sal  :  of  Antiseptic  Dressings  by  a  Non-pharmacist. 
—  i.  person  was  summoned  at  Marseilles  as  far  back  as  1892 
for  illegal  practice  of  pharmacy,  and  the  case  is  not  yet 
terminated.  Three  months  ago  a  report  by  Paris  expert 
chemises  was  sent  in  by  order  of  the  Court,  but  the  magis- 
trates decided  that  the  experts  were  too  much  interested  in 
pharmacy  to  give  an  unbiassed  opinion.  Three  surgeons,  Drs. 
Oilier,  Teissier,  and  Forohier,  of  Lyons,  were  deputed  as 
additional  experts.  The  General  Association  of  Pharmacists 
of  France  attaches  much  importance  to  the  case,  and  has 
mamed  a  committee,  consisting  of  M  M.  Petit,  Crinon,  Deleuvre, 
and  Collard,  to  follow  the  matter  in  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy. 

Gaultherase —Professor  Em.  Bourquelot,  of  the  Paris 
1School  of  Pnarmacy,  has  communicated  to  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  a  paper  on  the  presence  in  certain  plants  of  a 
glucoside  which  gives  rise  to  methyl  salicylate.  Monotropa 
hypopithys,  the  plant  which  he  has  particularly  studied,  con- 
tains no  chlorophyll,  and  is  principally  found  as  a  parasite  on 
the  roots  of  pine  trees.  M.  Bourquelot  has  found  that  the 
methyl  salic)  late  does  not  exist  in  its  tissues,  but  is  only 
formed  when  the  plant  is  crushed.  He  thinks  that  the 
tissues  contain  in  separate  cells  an  ether  glucose  and  a 
special  soluble  ferment,  the  glucoside  being  formed  by  the 
contact  of  the  two  when  crushed.  He  thinks  it  very  probable 
(that  this  glucoside  is  identical  with  that  formerly  discovered 
by  Proctor  and  designated  by  that  chemist  gaultherine.  M. 
Bourquelot  proposes  to  call  the  ferment  he  has  discovered 
.gaultherase.  He  adds  that  he  has  found  the  ferment  in  all 
the  plants  recognised  as  supplying  methyl  salicylate. 


Professor  Germain  See,  the  distinguished  French 
therapeutist,  died  on  Tuesday,  after  a  long  and  painful 
illness,  at  the  age  of  78.  Since  1846,  when  he  obtained  his 
doctor's  degree  at  Paris,  Dr.  See  has  been  connected  with  the 
growth  of  French  medicine.  In  1866  he  succeeded  Trous- 
seau in  the  chair  of  therapeutics,  although  not  without 
strenuous  opposition,  he  being  the  nominee  of  the  Empress 
Eugenie.  While  he  was  best  known  outside  France  as  a 
therapeutist — in  this  connection  having  been  the  means  of 
popularising  many  remedies,  especially  the  salicylates  and 
antipyrin — in  France  Dr.  See's  forte  was  as  a  consultant ; 
and  it  is  on  record  that  his  report  of  the  examination  of 
Napoleon  III.  immediately  before  the  Franco- Prussian  war 
was  suppressed,  because  it  showed  that  the  Emperor  was 
suffering  from  stone.  This  was  the  conclusion  that  See  and 
his  colleagues  had  arrived  at,  and  See  had  written  and 
signed  the  report ;  but  it  was  retained  by  Dr.  Conneau  and 
not  shown  to  the  Empress,  who,  S6e  always  said,  would  not 
have  allowed  the  war  to  be  declared  had  she  known  of  it. 

The  Naturalist  Bose. — Amongst  the  personages  who 
figure  in  the  new  play  "  Manon  Roland,"  by  MM.  Bergerat 
and  Ste.  Croix,  at  the  Theatre  FranQais,  is  the  naturalis 
Bose,  whose  career  was  interesting  and  curious.  He  was 
born  at  Paris  in  1759,  his  father  being  physician  to  the 
King,  and  the  descendant  of  an  old  Protestant  family. 
Originally  destined  to  become  an  artillery  officer,  Bose  for- 
sook the  military  career  to  follow  the  study  of  botany,  which 
had  become  an  absorbing  passion  with  him.  He  followed  the 
lectures  of  Jussieu  at  the  Jardin  du  Roi,  where  he  made  the 
acquaintance  of  Mme.  Roland,  who  was  likewise  devoted  to 
botany.  In  later  years  when  the  Revolution  brought  about 
her  arrest,  Bose  watched  over  her  during  her  captivity. 
When  she  asked  him  for  opium  to  end  her  troubles  he  told 
her  that  the  "  interest  of  the  Republic  and  her  own  glory 
commanded  her  to  brave  the  scaffold."  In  the  drama  Bose 
offers  the  poison,  and  Mme.  Roland  refuses  it,  which  is 
rather  more  dramatic.  After  the  Reign  of  Terror  he  went  to 
America,  but  found  life  there  uncongenial,  and  returned  to 
France,  when  he  married,  and  afterwards  succeeded  Andre 
Thouin  as  Professor  at  the  Jardin  des  Pjantes.  Shortly 
before  he  went  to  America  he  fell  in  love  with  Mme.  Rowland's 
only  daughter,  but  crushed  the  tender  sentiment  and  remained 
her  paternal  protector. 

Science  at  the  Salon. — There  are  several  pictures  of 
interest  to  chemists  and  scientists  at  the  Paris  Salon  of  the 
Champs  Elytees  this  year.  The  most  attractive  of  these  is 
a  decorative  panel  by  Fournier  in  room  38,  ordered  by  the 
State  for  the  purpose  of  being  placed  in  Pasteur's  old 
laboratory  at  the  Ecole  Normale  Superieure.  The  centre 
figure  of  the  panel  is  an  excellent  portrait  of  Pasteur,  who 
is  depicted  working  by  gaslight  at  a  table  in  his  laboratory, 
and  the  light  is  made  to  illuminate  his  fine  features.  Before 
him  is  a  microscope,  and  he  is  shown  in  a  reflective  attitude 
as  though  about  to  make  an  entry  in  an  open  book  that  lies 
before  him.  Immediately  above  him  is  the  figure  of  a 
woman  personifying  Science,  receiving  another,  representing 
suffering  humanity,  in  her  arms.  On  the  left  are  two  young 
doctors  in  the  act  of  inoculating  a  patient.  On  the  right 
is  a  group  of  women,  one  holding  forward  her  baby.  Inscrip- 
tions such  as  "  La  Science,"  "  L'Humaniie,  "  G§nie," 
"  Patience,"  "  AT  non  tenvis  gloria,"  and  "  ontenvi 
labor  "  appear  on  the  panel.  A  portrait  of  F.  V.  Raspail, 
the  now  nearly  forgotten  chemist,  who,  on  the  occasion 
of  Pasteur's  death,  a  portion  of  the  Radical  press 
sought  to  compare  with  the  great  scientist,  also  ap- 
pears in  the  Salon.  The  portrait  is  by  Benner,  and 
makes  a  good  picture.  It  represents  Rispail  attired  in 
b  ack,  the  very  incarnation  of  serious  respectability,  quite 
unlike  what  one  would  expect  to  find  the  revolutionist  and 
socialistic  agitator  of  1831.  This  portrait  belongs  to  M. 
Julian  Raspail.  A  picture  in  this  exhibition  is  the  "  Labo- 
ratory o£  St.  Lazare,"  by  the  clever  artist  Julian  Storey. 
The  subject  is  not  attractive,  but  the  artist  has  endowed  his 
models  with  that  good  Samaritan-like  char  a  peculiar  to  the 
true  scientist.  A  group  of  doctors  and  nuises  are  repre- 
sented in  hospital  attire,  and  one  of  the  former  is  about  to 
inoculate  the  bare  shoulder  of  a  comely  female  patient. 
Another  interesting  picture  of  the  same  class  is  Dachateau's 
"  Dispensary  of  the  Infant  Jesus  at  Tours,"  in  which  nans 
are  shown  delivering  medicine  and  bandaging  children  of 
the  working  class. 
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COUNCIL  MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  on  Wednesday,  May  6,  the  President 
(Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  jan.)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also 
present  Mr.  Downes  (Vice-President),  Mr.  Beggs  (Treasurer), 
and  Messrs.  Grindley,  Murray  (Clones),  Cairles  Evans, 
Conyngham,  J.  J.  Bernard,  Whitla  (Monaghan),  Kelly,  and 
Professor  Tichborne. 

Coercion  in  the  North. 

The  President  reported  the  result  in  the  case  of  tbe 
Sociecv  v.  Wilson  (C.  4*  D.,  April  25,  page  605,  and  May  2, 
page  626),  the  facts  in  which  he  briefly  explained,  and 
referred  especially  to  the  Judge's  conduct,  saying  that  he 
thought  it  disgraceful  that  a  judge  should  bring  their  counsel 
from  Belfast  on  five  suscessive  days,  and  endeavour  to  coerce 
them  into  accepting  one  penalty.  That  legal  point  had 
always  been  decided  in  their  favour,  and  should  not  require 
any  time  for  consideration  at  the  hands  of  anyone  conversant 
with  the  law.  It  was  not  the  first  time  that  magistrates  in 
the  North  bad  acted  in  what  appeared  to  be  anythicg  but  a 
legal  manner,  and  tried  to  coerce  the  Society,  and  he  (the 
President)  certainly  thought  that  if  they  could  in  any  way 
biing  the  action  of  this  particular  judge  under  the  notice 
of  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  of  the  Government  it  was  their 
duty  to  do  so.  Tbey  had  had  several  cases  in  the  North  of 
Ireland  in  which  the  magistrates  had  deliberately  tried  to 
upset  them.  The  President  then  drew  attention  to  the  case 
of  Noonan,  who  applied  to  the  Privy  Council  last  September 
for  a  reduction  of  a  penalty  which  had  been  imposed  upon 
him.  A  letter  from  the  Privy  Council  of  November  18, 1895, 
intimated  that  they  could  not  see  their  way  to  grant  this. 
The  Petty  Sessioas  Clerk  was  written  to  to  collect  the 
penalties,  but  when  he  asked  the  magistrates  to  sign  the 
necessary  warrants  they  all  refused.  At  first  it  was  because 
the  chairman  was  in  America ;  bat  when  he  came  back 
he  would  not  sign  the  document  either,  but  took  it  away, 
saying  he  would  consult  his  solicitor.  Afterwards  he  said 
he  would  sign  it  on  the  next  court-day. 

Mr.  Murray  observed  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  County  Court  judges,  but  he  had 
control  over  the  magistrates. 

The  President  :  Perhaps  the  Government  can  do  some- 
thing. 

Mr.  Murray:  The  Government  can. 

Mr.  Evans  :  How  does  the  Rathfriland  case  stand  now  ? 

The  President  :  We  have  got  two  convictions,  but  the 
Jadge  will  not  allow  us  any  costs  whatever,  and  our  expenses 
will  be  about  25Z.  to  301.  for  the  appeal. 

Mr  Murray  :  The  warrant  should  have  been  signed  before 
the  Court  rose 

The  President  :  We  can  take  action. 

Mr.  Murray:  Not  in  the  first  ca3e;  bat  you  can  in  the 
second. 

Professor  Tichborne  :  I  think  it  is  a  deoided  grievance, 
and  wa  should  get  attention  drawn  to  itf  in  the  House  of 
Commons. 

Mr.  Hayes:  Is  not  the  best  coarse  to  bring  the  matte: 
under  the  notice  of  oar  members  of  Parliament? 

Mc  Besg-3  :  Mention  it  to  Dr.  Kenny,  and  ask  him  to 
speak  to  Mr.  Field,  M.P. 

_  Mr.  Bernard:  I  propose  that  if  the  warrant  be  not 
signed  on  the  next  court- day  we  apply  for  a  mandamus  in 
the  Queen's  Bench,  and  then  we  will  get  our  costs. 

Counter-prescribing. 
The  President  called  attention  to  another  matter.  A 
few  months  ago  an  inquest  was  held  on  a  child  in  the  city, 
and  a  pharmaceutical-chemist  witness  stated  that  he  pre- 
scribed for  tbe  child.  The  verdict  was  that  the  child  bad 
died  from  natural  causes.  In  the  course  of  the  proceedings 
the  pharmaceutical  chemist  was  asked  whether  his  licence 
qualified  him  to  prescribe,  and  he  said  it  did  not,  but  that 
he  had  served  his  time  with  a  qualified  medical  man- 
namely,  his  own  father— who  kept  a  medical  hall.  The 
Coroner  said  he  was  aware  that  it  was  the  habit  of  phar- 
maceutical chemists  in  Dublin  to  prescribe,  and  the  Irish 


Times  had  an  article  on  the  subject,  in  which  it  was  repre- 
sented that  the  pharmaceutic  al  chemists  of  Dublin  were  in 
the  habit  of  prescribing.  The  Medical  Press  took  the 
matter  up,  and  the  editor  sent  a  cutting  from  an  article  to 
their  Vice-President,  Mr.  Downes,  and  Mr.  Downes  wrote  a 
very  able  letter  in  reply,  which  that  journal  published.  He 
(the  President)  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  witness- 
did  not  claim  the  right  of  prescribing  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act,  but  on  account  of  his  training  in  his  father's  shop. 
MaDy  apothecaries  of  Dublin  left  their  shops  to  apprentices, 
who  prescribed  for  persons  that  came  in.  He  believed? 
they  could  all  give  instances  of  that ;  and  if  the  medical 
journals  wanted  to  stop  it  they  would  have  their  hands  full. 
The  editor  of  the  Medical  Press  said  :  l-  The  exouse  offered 
by  our  correspondent  thit  unqualified  persons  are  allowed 
to  prescribe  under  the  cover  of  qualified  medical  practitioners 
savours  of  the  tu  quogue,  and  also  is  not  consistent  with  the 
fact "  He  (the  President)  thought  it  was  consistent  with 
the  fact ;  this  young  rrnn  testified  to  it.  The  Medical  Press 
further  said :  "  The  Irish  Medical  Association  can  find  no 
law  under  which  it  can  successfully  prosecute,  and  the  only- 
authority  which  might  exercise  control  is  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  of  which  this  practitioner  is  a  licentiate.  It  seems 
to  us  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  owes  it  to  itself  to 
put  down  this  sort  of  mal-praxis  with  a  strong  band  "  They 
(the  Council)  had  no  power  whatever.  He  was  sure  that  he 
expressed  the  opinion  of  his  colleagues  when  he  said  that 
they  had  no  right  to  engage  in  counter-prescribing,  and  had 
no  sympathy  with  it.  (Hear,  hear.)  They  had  no  excuse 
for  it  in  Dublin,  as  the  medical  men  in  Dablin  did  not  make 
up  their  own  medicines,  but  wrote  prescriptions,  and  left 
the  compounding  to  the  chemist.  Therefore  the  chemist 
should  be  loyal  to  the  doctors,  and  leave  them  the  prescribing 
to  do.  But,  as  a  society,  they  had  no  power  whatever  to 
control  the  practice.  Their  Act  simply  said  that  their 
examinations  should  not  include  the  theory  and  practice  of 
medicine,  midwifery,  or  any  branch  of  medicine  or  surgery; 
and  section  33  said  :  "  Registration  under  this  Act  shall  not 
entitle  any  person  so  registered  to  practise  medicine  or 
surgery,  or  any  branch  of  medicine  or  surgery";  and 
section  34  said  :  "  Any  person  registered  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  under  this  Act  shall  be  qualified  to  be  appointed  to 
and  to  hold  the  office  of  apothecary  in  any  district  lunatic 
asylum  or  county  gaol  or  prison  in  Ireland,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  prescribe  for  patients."  The  Lord  Lieutenant 
had  power  to  erase  from  their  register  the  name  of  any 
person  who  committed  an  offence  against  their  Act.  So 
that,  no  matter  how  much  they  were  opposed  to  the  practice 
of  "counter-prescribing,"  he  failed  to  see  that  they  could 
take  any  action  to  put  it  down.  If  the  Apothecaries' Hall 
liked  to  take  the  matter  up  they  ciuld  do  to.  Last  week  in 
England  a  gentleman  was  pro=Pcmei  for  illegally  practisieg; 
as  an  apothecary,  and  pleaded  guilty  and  paid  a  fine  into 
court.  He  thought  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  and  the  other 
medical  bodies  were  the  parties  to  take  this  matter  up. 

Professor  Tichborne  said  he  was  glad  to  hear  that  the 
President,  on  behalf  of  the  Society,  repudiated  the  right  of 
pharmaceutical  chemists  to  prescribe  Tae  real  point  abcui 
which  they  were  concerned  in  this  master  was  that  this 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  his  sworn  evidence  stated  thai 
every  pharmaceutical  chem'st  in  Dublin  was  doing  it.  Taat 
was  where  the  sore  lay.  He  (Professor  Tichborne)  had  no- 
knowledge  of  such  a  thing.  (Hear,  hear.)  He  did  not 
believe  the  statement.  It  might  be  done  by  a,  low  class  cf 
pharmaceutical  chemists — if,  indeed,  there  were  arjy  such — 
but  it  certainly  was  not  done  by  the  leading  pharmaceutical 
chemists  of  Dublin.  What  the  state  of  things  was  in  the 
country  he  did  not  know.  What  the  Society  had  to  do  was 
to  repudiate  the  sworn  evidence  that  had  been  given  by  the 
pharmaceutical  chemist  in  question. 

Mr  Conyngham  was  pleased  that  the  Pre-ident  had 
brought  this  matter  before  the  Council.  He  also  had  written 
a  letter  to  the  Medical  Press  on  the  subject  On  behalf 
of  himself  and  all  the  members  of  the  Society  that 
he  knew  in  Dublin  he  strongly  repudiated  the  statement 
that  counter-prescribing  was  general  amongst  them  in 
Dublin.  Their  business  was  simply  to  keep  their  chemicals 
perf  ctly  pure,  and  to  faithfully  and  honourably  carry  out 
the  i  reciptiens  of  others,  but  not  to  prescribe  over  their 
c    nters  for  persona  either  present  or  absent. 

Mr. Murray  said  that  rone  of  the  pharmaceutical  chemists 
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in  his  pirt  of  the  country  practised  "counter-prescrib- 
ing." 

Mr.  J.  J.  Bernard  said  he  could  not  quita  understand 
the  statement  of  the  President  that  the  Council  had  no 
power  under  their  Act  to  take  notice  of  this  practice.  Some 
time  ago  the  Lord  L'eutenant  was  asked  to  exercise  his 
power  of  removing-  a  name  from  the  register  in  the  case  of 
a  person  whose  off  ance  was  not  under  their  Act  at  all. 

Tha  President  :  The  offence  in  that  case  was  illegally 
compounding. 

Mr.  Bernard  :  I  only  want  to  make  it  clear  that  we  ave 
not  seeking  to  evade  any  responsibility  that  devolves  on  us. 

The  President  :  Oar  Act  merely  says  that  our  licentiates 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  prescribe  under  the  Act, 

Mr.  Murray  :  We  should  address  a  letter  to  the  Medical 
Pr.pss  contradicting  the  statement. 

Profe-sor  Tichborne  :  We  do  sufficient  in  repudiating  the 
practice  on  the  part  of  the  Council. 

The  President  :  The  editor  of  th?  Medical  Press  is  not 
unfair  to  us,  for  he  says  :  "  We  are  well  aware  that  the  most 
respected  members  of  the  Irish  Pba'rniceutical  Society  have 
always  discouraged  counter-prescribing,  but  neither  they  nor 
the  Council  of  the  Society  have  been  able  to  prevent  it." 

Mr.  Hayes  said  he  had  had  a  conversation  on  the  subject 
with  Sir  George  Owen,  who  said  that,  having  been  a  member 
of  that  board,  he  felt  very  much  that  such  a  thing  should 
have  taken  place,  and  that  the  Society  should  be  accused 
of  having  broken  the  law.  He  (Mr.  Hayes)  assured  him 
that  it  did  not  follow  that  because  an  individual  had  done  it 
all  the  rest  of  the  members  were  culpable,  and  that  he 
believed  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  of  Ireland  as  a  body 
observed  the  law  and  did  not  tread  on  the  ground  of  the 
medical  profession  ;  and  Sir  George  seemed  satisfied. 

The  matter  then  dropped. 

Miscellaneous. 

At  the  April  Preliminary  examination  26  candidates 
presented  themselves,  of  whom  15  passed ;  at  the  Licence 
examination  9  out  of  22  candidates  passed;  in  the  Belfast 
examination  for  registered  draggists  4  out  of  9  candidates 
passed  ;  and  in  Dublin  4  out  of  5;  and  one  candidate  was 
examined  for  pharmaceutical  assistants'  certificate  and 
passed. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Vice-President,  seconded  by  Mr. 
•Grindley,  Mr.  Henry  S.  Misstear,  Clanbrassel  Street,  Dublin, 
was  nominated  for  membership. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Dr.  Bermingham,  Kegistrar  of 
the  Medical  School,  Cecilia  Street,  Dublin,  requesting  that  the 
botany  and  materia  medica  courses,  delivered  in  the  Medical 
School  of  the  Catholic  University,  should  be  recognised  by 
the  Council.  The  Registrar  was  directed  to  reply  that  the 
Council  had  already  decided  not  to  add  to  the  number  of 
external  schools  recognised  by  them. 

This  was  all  the  public  business.

f  PHE  third  of  the  Yorkshire  meetings  held  in  support  of  the 
JL  above  Association  took  place  at  the  Old  Cock  Hotel, 
Halifax,  on  May  7.  Councillor  W.  C.  Hebden,  President  of 
the  Halifax  an  3  District  Chemists'  Association,  occupied  the 
chair.  There  ware  present : — Messrs.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones, 
W.  Simpson  (Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat  Company,  Limited), 
¥.  Hoy  (Bovril,  Limited),  H.  S.  Norris  (Condal  Water  Com- 
pany), J.  E.  Garratt  ("  Frog-in-the-Throat "),  from  London  ; 
Messrs.  S.  N.  Pickard  and  F.  K.  Taylor,  from  Bradford;  and 
i;he  following  Halifax  chemists: — Messrs.  H.  Herbert  W. 
Seely,  G.  M.  Cobb,  J.  W.  Pilling,  W.  S.  Thompson,  J.  Jessop, 
J.  Farr,  Haigh,  0.  H.  Fielding,  J.  Swire,  H.  Bell,  J.  Patchett, 
and  J.  W.  Tiffany ;  also  Messrs.  D.  Hey  (Hebden  Bridge), 
W.  Toone  (Hipperholme),  J.  Rhodes  (Mirfield),  T.  Briggs 
<Sowerby  Bridge),  and  J.  E.  Comyns  (Luddenden  Foot). 

The  Chairman  said  they  had  met  to  hear  of  a  plan  to 
check  the  severe  cutting  prevailing  in  regard  to  patent  and 
proprietary  articles.     If  the  deputation  could  suggest  a  | 


practicable  scheme  they  would  hail  it  with  enthusiasm. 
They  were  seriously  interested  in  this  maMer ;  of  the  evils  of 
the  cuttiDg  system  eloquent  testimony  was  given  in  their 
sufferings1. 

The  Local  Secretary  (Mr.  Seely,  F.C  S.)  said  letters  of 
apology  and  sympathy  had  been  received  from  Messrs.  C.  A. 
Higgins  (Bull  Green,  Halifax),  Jessop  &  Co.  (Halifax),  J.  Day 
(Dewsbary);  L  A.  Cocker  (Ripponden),  A.  J.  Powell  (Leeds), 
Smith  Ward  (Dawsbury),  J.  Bancroft  (Halifax),  J.  White 
(Rotherham),  Caidwell  &  Son  (Brighouse),  W.  Stead  (Heck- 
mondwike),  Brown's  Drug  Company  (York),  W.  J.  Ward 
(Oonisborough),  and  J.  A.  Sutchffe  (Halifax). 

Mr  Gl5n- Jones  said  the  Association  proposed  that  certain 
manufacturers  should  announce  to  the  trade  a  minimum 
price  below  which  they  would  not  have  their  articles  sold  ; 
wholesale  bouses  must  give  undertakings  to  maintain  certain 
wholesale  prices,  and  to  withhold  supplies  from  persons  who 
cut.  In  order  to  guard  against  surreptitious  supply  in  the 
majority  of  cases  goods  would  have  to  be  numbered.  It  was 
to  the  interest  of  the  manufacturer  to  look  after  the  legiti- 
mate trader,  and  as  proof  that  he  could  insist  upon  his  goods 
being  sold  at  a  certain  price  he  pointed  to  the  case  of  Mr. 
Elliman,  the  Assoaiation's  President ;  wha'iwas  possible  for 
one  man  to  do,  would  be  easier  for  a  combination. 

Mr.  G.  M.  Cobb  (Halifax)  moved — 

That  we,  the  chemists  of  Halifax,  hereby  declare  our  approval  of  the 
present  anti-cutting  movement,  which  we  regard  as  beneficial 
to  the  interests  of  both  owners  and  distributors  of  proprietary 
articles.  Believing  that  ''union  is  strength,"  we  respectfully 
advise  those  proprietors  who  have  not  yet  joined  the  defensive 
combination  now  being  formed  in  connection  with  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  2  Stonecutter  Street,  E  0.,  to  lose  no 
time  in  doing  so  ;  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  use  all  honourable 
mexns  in  our  power  to  further  the  progress  of  that  Association. 

This,  be  remarked,  was  the  least  they  could  do  as  members 
of  a  trade  that  had  run  down.  If  there  was  any  chance  of 
thiDgs  being  brought  up  to  the  old  profit  they  must  back  up 
their  friends  who  were  seeking  to  bring  this  result  about. 

Mr.  James  Farr  (Halifax),  seconding,  said  he  used  to  make 
his  rental — 120Z.  a  year— out  of  patent  medicines  ;  some  time 
before  he  gave  up  trade  he  did  not  make  51.  a  year.  He 
trusted  the  day  was  not  far  distant  when  this  scheme  would 
be  an  accomplished  fact  from  one  end  of  the  country  to 
another. 

Mr.  Jonathan  Jessop  (Halifax),  supporting,  hoped  the  time 
had  now  come  when  a  remedy  had  been  found  for  the  ills 
they,  as  retailers,  had  suffered  from  so  long.  He  sincerely 
regretted  that  the  trade  had  to  do  business  at  so  very  little 
profit. 

Mr.  Pickard  (Bradford)  said  if  some  manufacturers  and 
proprietors  could  not  see  their  way  to  help  them  in  this 
matter  let  them  by  all  means  boycott  their  stuff.  (Hear, 
hear.)  They  ought  not  to  sell  over  the  counter  as  though 
they  were  somebodies'  dummies,  but  should  have  reasonable 
profit.  Mr.  Glyn- Jones  told  him  that  even  if  this  agitation 
cost  him  his  business  he  would  carry  the  thing  through. 
(Applause.)  He  desired  all  the  support  Yoikshiremen  could 
give  him. 

The  Chairman  agreed  that  they  could  do  nothing  unless 
they  were  combined  together,  and  to  carry  this  scheme  to  a 
successful  issue  they  must  be  loyal  to  each  other  and  to  the 
promises  that  they  gave  to  the  patent  medicine  proprietors. 
He  should  advise  that  the  Association  take  in  hand  a  certain 
number,  say,  six  preparations,  and  try  to  work  their  scheme 
upon  these,  because  the  more  preparations  the  greater  the 
difficulty.  Get  a  few  in  working  order,  however,  and  the 
rest  would  be  comparatively  easy.  If  this  scheme  were 
adopted,  retailers  should  be  loyal  to  the  proprietors.  He  did 
not  say  they  had  to  put  their  own  articles  on  one  side.  If  a 
person  freely  asked  one's  opinion,  without  asking  for  a  pro- 
prietary article,  they  would  be  perfectly  right  in  trying  to 
sell  their  own  goods.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Henry  Bell  (Halifax)  considered  this  one  of  the  most 
practicable  schemes  he  had  heard  of. 

Mr.  Seely  (Halifax)  thought  there  was  no  doubt  the 
scheme  would  make  its  way,  but,  of  course,  it  would  be  a 
matter  of  time.  They  could  not  expect  to  get  the  happy 
issue  in  a  year,  because  there  were  many  difficulties.  He 
cut  because  he  was  compelled  to ;  they  all  were — (hear, 
hear) — but  if  the  proprietors  would  give  them  a  living  profit

— a  workhonse  profit  was  no  use — retailers  would  support 
them. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Thompson  (Halifax)  suggested  that  retailers 
should  give  a  guarantee  yearly  that  they  would  not  sell  under 
full  price,  or  forfeit  10Z.  or  121. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Fielding  (Halifax)  said  he  cut  patents  because 
he  wanted  to  get  the  dispensing  business.  The  other  could 
go  to  Hong-Kong  for  aught  he  cared. 

Mr.  J.  Swire  (Halifax)  said  the  battle  would  be  won  if  they 
persuaded  grocers  to  take  sides  with  them. 

Messrs.  Khodes  (Mirfield),  D.  Hey  (Hebden  Bridge),  W. 
Toone  (Hipperholme),  J.  W.  Pilling  (Halifax),  and  T.  Briggs 
(Sowerby  Bridge)  also  took  part  in  the  debate,  supporting 
the  scheme. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  briefly  replied,  and  the  resolution  was 
unanimously  carried.  The  Council  of  the  Halifax  Chemists' 
Association  were  asked  to  act  as  the  local  executive  in  con- 
nection with  the  Association,  and,  after  votes  of  thanks  had 
been  passed,  a  number  of  members  were  enrolled. 


SHEFFIELD. 

The  meetirjg  on  Friday  evening  was  in  the  Montgomery 
Hall,  Sheffield,  and  was  presided  over  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Fox. 
The  attendance  was  small.  Messrs.  J.  E.  Garrett  (Frog 
in  the  Throat),  W.  Simpson  (Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat 
Company),  B.  Hirst  (Hirst,  Brooke  &  Hirst,  Limited),  H.  S. 
Norris  (Condal  Water  Company),  C.  H.  Corbet  (Stephen 
Smith  &  Co  ),  and  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  (Secretary),  represented 
the  Association.  Among  the  Sheffield  members  of  the  trade 
present  were  Messrs.  J.  PrestoD,  J.  O.  Dobb,  J.  P.  Hewitt,  W. 
Ward,  G.  Squire,  C.  O.  Morrison,  T.  Dobb,  G.  O.  Forrest,  G. 
Holmes,  J.  Taylor,  J.  W.  J.  Turner,  B.  Waterhouse,  X.  Jepson, 
J.  H.  Gibson,  J.  J.  Riding,  C.  H.  Twelves,  and  representatives 
of  S.  Cbeevers  &  Son  and  Greaves  &  Son,  of  Chesterfield. 

The  Chairman,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  they  were 
all  interested  in  the  question  of  cutting,  and  were  desirous 
that  something  should  be  done  whereby  legitimate  profits 
might  be  made. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  read  letters  of  apology  for  non-attendance 
and  sympathising  with  the  movement  from  Mr.  Seely 
(Secretary  of  the  Halifax  Association),  Mr.  Pickard  (Secre- 
tary of  the  Bradford  Association),  Messrs.  J.  S.  Burnell,  A. 
W.  Greaves  (Chesterfield),  Eardley,  Hodgson  (Hemsworth), 
A.  Simpson  (Stalybridge),  Hollingworth  Brothers  (Barnsley), 
and  C.  G.  McGibbon  (Wath-on-Dearne).  Mr.  Jones  then 
explained  that  in  other  towns  which  they  had  visited  they 
had  met  under  the  auspices  oE  the  local  associations  of 
chemists.  The  Sheffield  Association,  however,  stated  that 
they  were  not  in  a  position  to  take  up  any  matter  which 
dealt  with  the  regulation  of  prices,  and  they  were,  conse- 
quently, obliged  to  call  a  meeting  themselves.  Mr.  Jones 
then  described  the  methods  the  Association  proposed  to 
adopt  for  the  benefit  of  the  trade. 

At  the  close  of  Mr.  Jones's  remark3,  Mr.  Middleton 
(Greaves  &  Son,  Chesterfield)  moved— 

That  this  meeting  of  registered  chemists,  residing  in  Sheffield  and 
district,  having  heard  the  objects  and  proposals  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association,  considers  them  as  worthy  of  support  by 
chemists  generally,  and  would  urge  upon  all  manufacturers  and 
wholesale  traders  generally  the  importance  of  assisting  the 
movement. 

He  explained  that  his  firm  had  been  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation for  some  time,  and  thoroughly  agreed  with  its 
objects. 

Mr.  W.  Ward  seconded  the  resolution  with  the  object  of 
securing  discussion  on  the  subject.  The  question,  he  said, 
was,  doubtless,  a  very  complex  one,  and  if  anything  could  be 
done  in  the  way  put  before  them  they  would  be  very  grateful. 
He,  however,  could  not  yet  see  the  silver  lining  to  the 
cloud.  The  work,  he  thought,  lay  more  in  the  hands  of 
the  manufacturers. 

Mr.  Hirst  supported  the  resolution. 

Mr.  J.  Dobb  considered  the  manufacturers  and  wholesale 
houses  were  masters  of  the  situation.  The  Association  had 
his  sympathy,  but  he  doubted  whether  it  would  bring  about 
any  practical  result  for  the  benefit  of  the  trade. 

Mr.  J.  Preston  considered  the  whole  thing  to  be  in  a  very 
nebulous  form.  They  were  asked  to  join  a  body  which  had 
really— he  was  going  to  say— no  soul,  no  mind.  Yorkshire- 


men  were  in  the  habit  of  looking  before  they  leapt,  and  he 
wanted  to  see  some  good  ground  for  joining  such  an  asso- 
ciation before  committing  himself.  Manufacturers  and 
wholesale  houses  had  been  only  too  glad  to  let  stores  and 
wholesale  grocers  take  up  their  goods  and  cut  up  the  trade. 
Now  they  were  finding  that  these  stores  were  putting 
articles  of  their  own  on  the  market  which  competed  with 
these  proprietary  articles.  The  reaction  had  come,  and  the 
manufacturers  were  comiDg  back  to  the  chemists  and  asking 
them  to  "  take  us  in  hand  again  " 

Mr.  C.  O.  Morrison  said  he  would  like  to  know  more 
thoroughly  the  objects  and  intentions  of  the  Association  before 
committing  himself.  If  they  brought  about  the  obj  acts  sought 
would  they  benefit  the  retail  trade?  He  could  see  that  it 
would  benefit  the  manufacturers ;  but,  if  the  stores  were 
stopped  selling  these  things,  there  was  every  probability 
they  would  commence  cutting  other  articles  out  of  which 
the  chemist  was  now  making  a  living — the  making  up  of 
drug?,  for  instance. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  replied  at  some  length  to  the  objections 
offered  and  referred  to  the  Sheffield  Association  declining 
to  touch  the  question  of  prices,  and  said  if  in  the  future  they 
wanted  to  voice  the  trade,  they  would  find  themselves 
obliged  to  take  up  this  question.  As  for  the  stores  cutting 
other  articles,  all  he  could  say  was  that,  if  they  cut  drugs? 
any  more  than  they  did  now,  theLoTd  help  them. 

The  resolution  was  then  put  to  the  meeting.  Eleven 
votes  were  cast  in  its  favour  aai  one  araii3t  it,  bat  a 
large  body  of  those  present  remained  neutral.  A  vote  ot 
thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Mr.  Glyn  Jones  concluded  the 
meeting.

THE  PHARMACY  ACT. — THE  SALE  OF  KAY'S 
COMPOUND  ESSENCE. 

Otf  May  13,  in  the  Westminster  County  Court,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  Q  O,  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
sought  to  recover  a  penalty  from  Charles  James  Fox,  grocer, 
of  Warwick  Street,  Pimlico,  for  selling  a  certain  poisoa,  he 
not  being  registered  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Mr.  Grey 
appeared  for  the  Society,  and  Mr.  Bonsey  for  the  defendant. 

Mr.  Grey  said  on  February  13  last  the  defendant  sold  a 
bottle  of  Kay's  compound  essence,  which  contained  mor- 
phine. At  least  \  gr.  of  morphine  was  in  the  bottle. 
Defendant  was  not  registered  or  qualified  under  the  Piiai- 
macy  Act,  and  must  submit  to  judgment  unless  he  brought 
himself  within  section  16  of  the  Act,  which  exempted 
patent  medicines.  The  patent  of  Kiy's  essence  was  dited 
May  31,  1873,  and  was  allowed  to  lapse,  apparently  through 
non  payment  of  fees.  Counsel  produced  the  bottle  and  read 
the  labels,  showing  that  it  contained  senega,  squills,  tolu, 
and,  among  other  ingredients,  morphine.  The  Act  wa3 
passed  for  the  safety  of  ths  public,  so  that  only  persons 
who  had  passed  an  examination  should  be  qualified  to  sell 
poisons.  Section  1  of  the  Act  said  it  should  be  unlawful 
for  any  person  to  sell  or  keep  an  open  shop  for  retailing, 
dispensing,  or  compounding  poisons,  unless  such  person  be 
a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  under  the 
Act.  In  a  schedule  of  poisons  morphine  was  included. 
Section  15  laid  the  penalty  at  51.,  and  provided  that  it 
might  be  recovered  by  the  Society.  Seclion  16,  upon  which 
defendant  relied,  provided  that  the  preceding  seotions 
should  not  interfere  with,  among  others,  dealers  in  patent 
medicines. 

His  Honour  said  he  understood  it  was  alleged  that  defen- 
dant kept  an  open  shop  for  the  purposes  of  retailing,  dispens- 
ing, and  compounding  Kiy's  essence. 

Mr.  Grey:  Yes;  we  say  that  Kay's  essence  is  a  poison 
within  the  Act.  He  then  cited  cases,  and  argued  that  section 
16  did  not  apply  to  Kay's  essence,  that  not  being  now  a 
patent  medicine. 

Mr.  Bonsey  submitted  that  Kay's  essence  was  a  patent 
medicine  within  the  meaning  of  section  16  For  a  period  of 
fourteen  years  the  patentee  had  a  particular  right.  After 
the  expiration  of  that  period  he  had  a  right  to  manufacture 
under  his  patent  and  sell  under  his  patent.  Daring  the  four- 
teen years  he  could  prevent  other  people  infringing  his  right, 
bat  after  that  he  was  under  the  disaivaotige  of  no  longer 
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having  the  exclusive  right  to  sell.  The  patent  existed  after 
the  fourteen  years  had  passed. 

His  Honour :  You  say  a  man  is  alive  after  he  is  dead. 
(Laughter,)  You  say  the  patent  is  alive  after  it  is  ex- 
hausted. 

Mr.  Bonsey  said  he  contended  that  an  article  having  been 
patented  the  patentee  had  the  power  after  the  patent 
expired  of  making  and  selling  the  article  under  the  patent. 
He  riad  in  support  5  and  6  William  IV.,  c.  83,  sec.  7,  and 
from  more  recent  Acts,  which  imposed  a  penalty  on  any 
person  who  represented  that  any  article  sold  by  him  was 
patented,  when  no  patent  had  been  granted.  It  did  not  say 
where  no  patent  is  in  force,  but  "  where  no  patent  has  been 
granted."  The  whole  object  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1868 
was  to  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public  by  preventing  the 
sale  of  poisons  by  unqualified  persons.  Anyone  could  see 
what  a  patent  medicine  was  made  of  from  the  specification, 
and  it  could  not  be  said  to  be  a  secret  nostrum.  The 
Medicine  Stamp  Act,  52  Geo.  Ill ,  distinguished  between 
proprietary  and  patent  medicines.  It  did  not  say  the  patent 
must  be  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  sale.  He  read  a 
judgment  of  the  Master  of  the  Eolls  which  favoured  that  view. 
Lord  Justice  Kaye  said  people  when  they  bought  patent 
medicines  could  see  what  all  the  ingredients  were,  and  that 
wa3  no  doubt  why  they  were  exempted.  The  exemption 
applied  to  medicines  for  which  letters  patent  had  been 
granted.  The  medicine  was  now  made  by  the  same  people 
as  in  1873,  and  he  submitted  it  was  rather  an  extraordinary 
proposition  that  after  fourteen  years  the  proprietors,  having 
obtained  a  large  trade  with  all  the  grocers  in  the  kingdom, 
must  cease  to  sell  through  them. 

His  Honour  said  when  the  patent  expired  there  was  no 
guarantee  that  the  thing  would  be  properly  concocted.  Any- 
body might  make  it. 

Mr.  Bonsey  said  iE  it  was  not  properly  prepared  according 
to  the  patent  it  would  not  be  exempt. 

His  Honour :  You  have  got  "  Kay's  compound  essence, 
manufactured  by  Kay  Brother?,  Stockport,  England,"  but 
that  patent  expires,  and  anyone  cau  make  it. 

Mr.  Bonsey :  I  do  not  exactly  see  how  that  can  be.  If 
anyone  sold  an  article  as  "  Kay's  compound  essence  "  I  think 
they  could  be  stopped. 

His  Honour:  Suppose  Kay's  name  is  not  on  it? 

Mr.  Bonsey :  Then  it  would  not  be  under  the  patent  at 
all.  He  cannot  manufacture  it  as  Kay's  compound  essence. 
He  could  manufacture  something  else  with  the  same  in- 
gredients. 

His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment,  said  he  thought  that 
plaintiffs  were  right.  It  was  said  thU  medicine  was  a  patent 
medicine.  Where  was  it  patent?  There  was  no  patent  in 
existence  at  the  time  it  was  sold.  Judgment  would  be  for 
the  plaintiffs  for  51.  and  costs,  and  he  granted  leave  to 
appeal. 


THE  SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

Copper  in  Peas. 

Mr.  Somes,  who  heard  the  appeal  of  the  defendant  in  the 
case  of  Grist  v.  Summers  at  tue  County  of  London  Sessions 
last  week,  gave  judgment  on  May  13.  The  defendant,  C.  H. 
Summers,  a  gro3er,  appealed  against  a  conviction  by  Mr. 
Fen  wick,  for  having  sold  certain  bottled  peas  which  were 
alleged  to  be  injurious  to  health.  The  summons  was  under 
section  3  of  the  Act,  which  provides  that  "  No  person  shall 
mix,  colour,  or  stain  any  article  of  food  with  any  ingredient 
or  material  so  as  to  render  the  article  injurious  to  health,  and 
no  person  shall  sell  any  su;h  article  so  mixed,  under  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  501."  Mr.  Bodmer,  the  analyst  to  the 
St.  Saviour's  Vestry,  and  Dr.  Paul  Fellows,  F.I  C,  both 
found,  within  a  fraction,  3  gr.  of  sulphate  of  copper  in  a 
pound  of  peas.  Mr.  Btnnister,  deouty  principal  of  the 
Government  laboratory  at  Somerset  House,  discovered  little 
more  than  half  that  quantity.  Dr.  Paul's  evidence  for 
the  appellant  nearly  agreed  with  that  of  Mr.  Bodmer. 
The  evidence  as  to  the  poisonous  nature  of  sulphate  of 
copper  was  conflicting.  It  appears  (said  Mr.  Somes)  that 
metallic  copper  of  itself  is  harmless.  It  is  only  when  it 
becomes  salt3  of  copper  that  it  takes  chemical  effect.  Of 
the  pea  the  inner  part  or  pulp  is  the  more  digestible,  the 
outer  skin  or  husk  generally  passing  into  the  intestines 


whole.  The  witnesses  for  the  respondent  contend  that  the 
copper  salt  not  only  acts  upon  the  husk,  but  permeates  in  a 
large  proportion  the  pulp  of  the  pea  ;  while,  on  the  other 
hand,  the  appellant's  contention  is  that  the  added  colouring- 
agent  remains  mainly  in  the  husk,  which,  being  compara- 
tively undigested,  passes  into  the  intestines,  carrying  with 
it  by  far  the  larger  proportion  of  the  colouring- matter. 
From  tests  and  comparisons  made  on  the  spot  we  (the 
Court)  are  led  to  adopt  the  view  of  the  witnesses  for  the 
respondent.  It  is  admitted  by  the  respondent's  witnesses 
that,  in  order  to  produce  injurious  effects,  the  food  thus 
treated  must  be  taken — for  a  period,  at  any  rate — habitually. 
Dr.  Stevenson  forbids  absolutely  any  addition  of  sulphate 
of  copper,  and,  if  added  in  the  proportion  in  question,  he 
considers  that  if  it  were  taken  three  times  a  week  for 
three  months  bad  symptoms  would  show  themselves.  Wit- 
nesses for  the  appellant,  on  the  other  hand,  maintained  that 
it  was  perfectly  innocuous  and  might  be  taken  for  any 
length  of  time  with  impunity.  Mr.  Somes  then  discussed 
and  contrasted  the  conflicting  opinions  on  the  sabject 
expressed  by  different  scientific  authorities,  and  went  on  to 
point  out  that  ia  most  continental  countries  a  definite 
restriction  was  placed  by  law  on  the  amount  of  copper 
allowed  to  be  used.  He  continued :  After  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  whole  of  the  evidence  we  are  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that,  where  the  opinions  of  eminent  authorities 
are  still  in  a  state  of  uncertainty,  it  would  be  mischievous 
to  countenance  the  addition  of  this  foreign  substance  to 
articles  of  food  in  a  larger  proportion  than  that  which  they 
suggest.  The  quantity  in  this  case  is  considerably  in  excess 
of  that  proportion.  We  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  con- 
viction should  be  upheld  and  the  appeal  dismissed  with  costs. 


COUNTY  COURT  CASES. 
A  Risk  in  Tooth-extraction. 

At  the  Birmingham  County  Court,  on  May  8,  Samuel  Darby, 
labourer,  sued  Josiah  Blackwell,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
Moseley  Road,  Birmingham,  for  damages  in  respect  to 
injuries  received  while  having  a  tooth  drawn  in  his  shop. 
From  the  statement  made  on  behalE  of  the  plaintiff  it 
appears  that  in  June  last  be  went  to  defendant's  shop  to 
get  a  lower  molar-tooth  extracted.  The  assistant,  after  a 
severe  struggle,  snapped  a  piece  off.  Plaintiff  complained 
vigorously,  and  declined  the  assistant's  invitation  to  let  him 
have  "another  go."  He  went  home,  consulted  Dr.  McKie, 
and  after  being  under  his  care  for  five  weeks,  acting  on  the 
doctor's  suggestion  became  an  out-patient  and  then  an  in- 
patient of  the  Queen's  Hospital,  where  a  large  number  of 
operations  were  performed  on  him.  It  was  not  until 
March  10  thai  the  doctor  pronounced  him  practically  cured, 
and  he  was  unable  to  obtain  work  until  April  15,  having 
been  in  enforced  idleness  for  4l|  weeks.  The  mere  loss  in 
wa^es  was  49Z.  16s. 

Evidence  was  given  which  showed  that  plaintiff's  jaw  was 
necrosed,  which  might  or  might  not  be  the  result  of  the 
accident. 

Mr.  E.  Bland  Place,  the  assistant  who  operated,  gave 
evidence  for  the  defence.  He  said  he  was  an  associate  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain.  That  did  not 
necessarily  include  a  training  in  dentistry,  and  he  had  not 
passed  any  examination  in  that  subject.  He  did  not  claim 
to  be  a  dentist ;  but  he  was  capable  o£  extracting  teeth.  He 
used  the  proper  forceps,  and  gripped  the  tooth  fairly,  but 
the  crown  came  away,  and  he  did  not  choose  to  try  and 
extract  the  stump,  but  advised  plaintiff  to  go  to  a  dentist, 
and  have  it  taken  out  with  gas.  His  experience  in  pulling 
teeth  was  of  fifteen  years'  standing,  and  he  drew  about  two 
hundred  a  year,  more  or  less,  and  did  not  break  more  than 
one  in  two  hundred. 

Mr.  Charles  Jevons  Fowler,  Newhall  Street,  dental  surgeon 
at  the  Dental  Hospital,  said  he  had  seen  Mr.  Plaoe  operate 
on  several  occasions,  and  had  no  fault  to  find.  Necrosis  of 
the  jaw  might  be  the  result  of  hereditary  taint  or  violence. 

Mr.  Young,  for  the  defence,  said  it  was  not  only  lawful, 
but  right,  that  a  chemist  should  draw  teeth,  and  he  could 
not  be  held  liable  for  an  accident,  provided  that  a  reason- 
able amount  of  skill  was  experienced.  This  necessary 
amount  of  care  had,  he  pleaded,  been  exercised. 

The  jury  found  for  the  defendant. 
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Dispute  Ovbb  the  Sale  of  a  Chemist's  Business. 

At  Hanley  County  Court,  on  May  12,  before  Judge  Jordan, 
Hugh  Ward  Hulme,  of  Market  Street,  Fenton,  sued  William 
Edwin  Ward,  of  High  Street,  Fenton,  for  25Z.,  the  amount  of 
a  promissory  tote,  dated  August  31,  1895,  which  defendant 
had  given  as  balance  of  purchase-money  for  a  chemist's 
business  sold  by  plaintiff  to  the  defendant.  Without 
admitting  liability,  defendant  set  up  a  counter-claim  for  50/. 
damages  for  breach  of  contract  and  fraudulent  misrepresen- 
tation in  the  sale  of  the  business.  The  action  had  been 
remitted  for  trial  from  the  High  Court  of  Justice.  The 
plaintiff  said  that  in  August  last  he  sold  to  the  defendant  a 
chemist's  business  in  High  Street,  Fenton,  for  2,751,  of  which 
250/.  was  paid  in  cash  and  25Z.  by  promissory  note,  the 
amount  of  which  was  now  sued  for.  Cross-examined,  he  said 
he  was  an  unqualified  and  unregistered  chemist.  He  admitted 
tbat  his  representations  that  he  was  the  only  tooth -extractor  in 
Fenton,  that  the  population  of  the  town  was  30.000,  and  that 
the  business  was  a  good,  prescribing  one  were  not  true,  though 
he  believed  them  to  be  correct  at  the  time.  All  recipes  were 
sold  with  the  business,  but  he  admitted  that  he  did  not  give 
up  to  the  defendant  a  recipe  for  an  extract  of  linseed  cough 
mixture.  The  representation  that  the  takings  of  the  business 
were  from  151.  to  20/.  a  week  was  correct,  in  support  of  which 
he  produced  a  book  of  his  takiDgs.  He  represented  the 
stock  to  be  good  and  real.  He,  however,  subsequently 
received  from  the  defendant,  without  replying  to  them, 
letters  compaining  that  part  of  the  stock  consisted  of 
dumm'e?,  and  was  not  genuine,  and  claiming  compensation 
for  misrepresentations  as  to  the  stock  and  the  amouDt  of 
takings.  He  denied  that  the  business  was  not  a  legitimate 
one,  or  that  he  had  made  up  and  sold  for  an  unlawful 
purpose  a  mixture  the  prescriptions  for  which  were  produced 
and  were  pasted  up  in  the  High  Street  shop  when  defendant 
took  to  it.  He  admitted  that  after  the  sale  to  the  defendant 
he  attempted  to  attract  customers  from  the  High  Street  shop 
to  his  own  Market  Street  shop ;  but  that  was  only  in 
retaliation. 

The  defendant  stated  that  he  found  the  population  of 
Fenton  was  only  about  19,000,  that  there  were  five  persons 
practising  dentistry  there,  that  plaintiff  was  not  giving  up 
the  retail  business,  that  the  takings  only  averaged  1?,/.  a 
week,  that  part  of  the  stock  had  been  removed,  and  that  a 
further  part  was  "dummy,'  and  that  the  whole  of  the 
recipes  were  not  given  up  to  him.  Witness  said  he  was  a 
duly-qualified  and  registered  chemist,  and  had  a  right  to 
make  up  prescriptions,  but  the  plaintiff  had  not. 

His  Honour  expressed  surprise  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  which  was  generally  very  sharp,  had  not  stopped 
this  action  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff.  He  did  not  know  of 
anything  more  dangerous  than  that  unqualified  men  should 
prescribe  aid  make  up  medicines. 

Continuing  his  evidence,  the  defendant  said  he  found  that 
part  of  the  business  was  an  illegal  one,  as  he  was  frequently 
applied  to  by  females  for  two-shilling  bottles  of  "  Hulme's 
Mixture.''  That  mixture  was  made  up  from  two  prescrip- 
tions of  different  strengths,  which  were  pasted  upon  a  fixture 
in  the  shop.  The  plaintiff  told  him  that  he  had  sold  a  great 
deal  of  that  mixture,  and  that  it  was  a  very  profitable 
business. 

His  Honour  :  What  is  the  nature  of  the  mixture  ? 

Witness  said  it  could  only  used  be  for  one  purpose — pro- 
curing abortion. 

In  reply  to  further  questions,  witness  said  it  was  a  mist 
dangerous  mixture,  and  that  no  qualified  medical  man  would 
prescribe  that  combination. 

His  Honour  :  If  you  supplied  it  you  might  be  committed 
for  murder  or  manslaughter. 

John  S.  Edwards,  an  apprentice  to  the  plaintiff,  was 
called  for  the  defence,  and  stated  that  while  plaintiff  had 
the  High  Street  shop  he  had  frequently  made  up  "  Hulme's 
Mixture." 

The  Judge  advised  this  witness  never  to  make  it  up  again, 
or  he  might  find  himself  in  the  dock. 

After  other  evidence  had  bean  given,  his  Honour  com- 
mented strongly  upon  the  character  of  the  business  as  dis- 
closed by  the  defendant's  evidence,  which  he  was  inclined 
to  believe ;  but  he  said  it  was  not  for  him  to  punish 
plaintiff  for  carrying  on  a  nefarious  business,  as  he  might 
be  punished  for  that  in  some  other  way,  but  what  he  had 


to  do  was  to  decide  what  damages  were  due  to  the  defen- 
dant under  the  circumstances  disclosed.  He  gave  judgment 
for  the  plaintiff  for  25/.  due  on  the  promissory  note,  and  fcr 
the  defendant  for  25/.  damages  for  fraudulent  misrepresenta- 
tion, neither  party  being  allowed  costs. 


BEECHAM  v   HICKMAN  &  SON  (LIMITED). 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court  on  Thursday 
before  Mr.  Justice  Chitty — who  was  hearing  motions  for  Mr- 
Justice  North — Mr.  Marzetti  applied,  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Beecham, 
of  St.  Plelens,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  Messrs.  Hickman 
&  Son  (Limited),  of  Eastover,  Bridgwater,  from  selling  or 
offering  for  sale  as  Beecham's  pills  any  pills  not  manufac- 
tured by  the  plaintiff.  He  said  the  defendants,  who  were 
represented  by  Mr.  Rowoon,  had  agreed  that,  this  hearing 
should  be  treated  as  the  trial  of  the  action,  and  would  submit 
to  a  perpetual  injunction  in  terms  of  the  motion,  and  to  pay 
a  sum,  which  had  been  agreed  between  them,  to  cover 
damages  and  costs. 

His  Lordship  made  the  consent  order  asked  for.

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Cijiimsts'  Compensation  Cast 

(WILCOX  &  CO.) 

ON  Friday,  May  8,  Mr.  Lae,  the  High  Bailiff  of  Westminster, 
and  a  jury  sat  at  the  Westminster  Town  Hall  to 
arbitrate  on  a  claim  for  compensation  made  by  the  Foreign 
Chemists  Company  (Limited),  of  239  Oxford  Street,  against 
the  Central  London  Railway  Company.  Mr.  Terrell,  Q  C, 
and  Mr.  Boydell  Houghton  represented  the  plaintiffs  ;  and 
Mr.  Freeman,  Q.C.,  and  Mr.  Roskill  appeared  for  the  Railway 
Company. 

The  jury  having  viewed  the  premises  in  a  body  returned 
to  the  Town  Hall,  and  Mr.  Terrell  then  opened  the  case 
to  them.    He  said  he  had  to  ask  them  to  assess  the  com- 
pensation which  a  company  called  the  Foreign  Chemists 
Company  (Limited)  were  entitled  to  in  respect  of  the  taking 
over  of  tb.8  premises  which  the  jury  had  just  viewed  in 
Oxford  Street  by  the  Central  London  Railway  Company. 
With  regard  to  the  Foreign  Chemists  Company,  by  far  the 
largest  shareholder  in  that  company  was  a  gentleman  named 
Mr.  Snook,  and  in  estimating  the  amount  of  compensation  due 
to  them  they  would  have  to  treat  Mr.  Snook  and  his 
evidence  as  practically  the   evidence  for  the  plaintiff. 
The  circumstances  under  which  this  claim  arose  were 
very  special,  and  he  thought  when  the  jury  had  heard  the 
evidence  he  should  bring  before  them  they  would  see  that  con- 
siderations arose  which  did  not  often  arise  in  compensation- 
cases.    Mr.  Snook  had  been  the  tenant  of  the  premises  in 
question  for  a  considerable  number  of  years,  and  at  that  place 
he  had  built  up  a  very  good  business,  particularly  in  specialities 
coming  from  abroad— a  business  which  had  ever  since  he 
bought  it  gone  on  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  always 
in  a  steady  proportion,  every  year  doing  a  larger  trade  and 
making  a  larger  profit.  In  July,  1894,  Mr.  Snook  was  desirous 
of  obtaining  a  farther  lease  of  his  premises  from  the  landlord, 
Major  Jackson,  though  he  had  still  four  years  to  run  at  a  i 
rental  of  2307.  a  year.    He  was  desirous  of  getting  a  fresh 
lease  in  good  time  so  that  the  business  should  not  be  inter- 
fered with,  and  he  applied  to  the  landlord  to  at  once  grant  him 
a  fresh  lease,  he  being  prepared  to  enter  into  certain  onerous 
covenants  and  to  pay  an  increased  rent  of  3307  a  year.  The 
negotiations  resulted  in  a  fresh  lease,  the  principal  condi- 
tions of  which  were  that  Mr.  Snook  was  to  have  a  twenty-one 
years'  lease  from  J une,  1894,  at  a  rental  of  3307.  a  year  ;  but  as 
he  was  afraid  of  the  wall  of  the  premises  (which  stood  at  a 
corner)  facing  Argyll  Street,  which  was  bulging  and  threatened 
to  get  worse,  he  entered  into  an  agreement  that  he  would 
during  the  twenty-one  years'  term — at  any  time  that  he  was 
compelled  to  do  so  by  reason  of  the  wall  bulging  or  because 
it  was  desirable  to  do  so  in  his  own  interests — rebuild  the 
premises,  and  spend  upon  so  doing  3,5007.,  and  if  he  did  that 
he  was  to  have  a  further  lease  of  sixty  one  years,  not  from  the 
date  of  the  lease  of  1894  but  from  the  time  when  he  executed 
the  rebuilding,  so  that  it  was  to  his  interest  to  postpone  the 
rebuilding  as  long  as  he  could,  because  by  so  doing  he  got 
as  much  as  possible  of  the  twenty- one  j ears'  lease,  and  then 
got  a  further  t8rm  of  sixty-one  years  at  the  same  rent  from 
the  time  he  executed  the  rebuilding.  As  a  fact  he  had  not 
yet  rebuilt  the  premise?,  but  the  jury  would  be  satisfied 
beyond  doubt  that  he  would  do  so  as  it  was  in  every 
way  to  his  advantage.     The  compensation  now  claimed 
was  divisible  into  several  heads.    In  the  first  place,  the 
lease  in  qnestion  was  a  very  valuable  one,  and  he  thought 
when  the  jury  had  heard  the  evidence  they  would  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  calculations  upon  which  the  value 
of  the  lease  hai  been  made  were  very  moderate.    Mr.  Snook 
claimed  in  respect  of  the  lease  8,0607.,  and  that  amount  could 
be  estimated  in  two  ways.    First,  by  estimating  the  annual 
value  of  the  property  when  rebuilt,  taking  into  consideration 
the  cost  of  rebuilding  and  deducting  from  that  the  interest 
of  the  landlord,  who  got  3307.  for  sixty-one  years  and 
got  the  reversion  of  the  property  at  the  end  of  that  term. 
It  was  estimated,  taking  into  consideration  the  character  of 
the  surrounding  district,  that  when  rebuilt,  the  property 
would  yield  a  rental  of  1,000/.  a  year.    He  was  going  to 
assume  against  Mr.  Snook  for  that  purpose  that  he  rebuilt 
at  once,  and,  therefore,  reduced  his  term  to  sixty-one  years 
from  the  present  moment.    They  had  an  annual  profit  to 


Mr.  Snook  of  6707.,  but  as  he  had  only  sixty-one  years  to 
run,  he  could  not  estimate  it  as  he  would  a  freehold  pro- 
perty, so  he  calculated  it  upon  a  6-per-cent.  basis,  and  that 
brought  the  total  value  of  his  profit  rental  to  10,8277.  From 
that  ihey  had  to  deduct  the  cost  of  rebuilding,  which  was 
stipulated  to  cost  3,5C07.    Witnesses  would  tell  the  jury  that 
the  place  could  be  built  for  less  than  that  in  first-class  style, 
but  he  would  take  the  figure  in  the  lease.    That  reduced  his 
profit  from  10,8277.  to  7,3277.,  and  adding  to  that  10  per  cent , 
equal  to  7337 ,  which  was  always  allowed  in  these  cases,  that 
brought  the  amount  to  8.0607.    Making  the  calculation  in 
another  way,  if  they  took  the  value  of  the  property  at  187. 
a  foot,  and  multiplied  it  by  945  feet,  the  size  of  the  premises, 
that  brought  the  price  of  the  freehold  to  17,0 '.  07.  assuming 
that  187.  a  foot  was  a  reasonable  price,  as  his  witnesses 
would  say  it  was.  That  value  vested  in  two  persons,  part 
in  the  freeholder  and  part  in  the  leaseholder.    The  free- 
holder had   3c  07.    a   year   from    the  property,  and  a 
reversion   at  the    end  of    sixtj-one   years,  and   if  he 
gave  the  freeholder  thirty  years'  purchase,  which  was 
making   his   interest   as   large   as   nossible,  that  gave 
9,0007.    Deducting  that  from  the  17,0007.,  that  gave  the 
leaseholder  8  0007.  roughly  for  his  interest  in  the  property. 
Tnat  was  one  of  the  heads  of  damage  which  they  had  to 
C3tnpensate  Mr.  Snook  for.    Next  came  the  valuation  of  the 
goodwill  of  Mr.  Snook's  business.    Witnesses,  expert  in  the 
valuation  of  chemists'  businesses,  would  be  called,  and  would 
say  that  this  bu-iness  of  Mr.  Snook's  was  unique  in  two 
special  senses.    First,  it  was  a  business  which  was  rapidly 
increasing,  and,  being  founded  a  good  many  years  ago, 
it  was  a    business  where  store  prices   had   not  been 
adopted,  and  consequently  good  profits  were  made.  There 
was  another  reason  why  this  particular  business  was  a 
specially  valuable  one.    Mr.  Snook  did  not  appear  in  the 
business  personally,  and  therefore  it  was  not  a  case  where 
a  business  had  been  built  up  by  the  personal  influence  of  the 
chemist  himself,  who  became  known  to  his  customers 
personally,  and  prescribed  and  sympathised  with  them  in  all 
their  little  ailments.    If  people  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
consulting  the  chemist  personally,  that  was  a  business 
which  would  have  much  less  value  than  a  general  business, 
because  if  the  chemist  sold  his  business  the  people  who  had 
known  him  personally  might  go  elsewhere.    Taking  into 
account  all  these  considerations,  the  witnesses  that  he 
would  call  would  tell  them  that  about  five  years'  pur- 
chase of  this  particular  business  was  a  reasonable  price  that 
a  man  would  pay  for  it.    When  they  had  an  increasing 
business,  a  purchaser  might  well  give  more  years'  purchase 
than  in  the  case  of  an  ordinary  steady-going  business. 
There  was  another  thing.    This  was  a  business  which  was 
divided  into  two  branches— one  wholesale  and  one  retail. 
In  the  wholesale  business  there  were  certain  specialities,  in 
respect  of  which  Mr.  Snook  had  acquired  special  agencies 
from  abroad.    The  retail  business  included  the  usual  articles, 
and,  in  addition,  the  retailing  of  the  specialities  before  men- 
tioned.   The  retail  business  returned  nearly  100  per  cent, 
profit,  but  the  wholesale  business  returned  very  much 
smaller  profits — only  about  10  or  12  per  cent.    Mr.  Snook 
would  tell  them  that,  by  reason  of  his  carrying  on  the 
wholesale  business,  it  created  for  him  a  retail  business  out 
of  which  large  profits  were  made.    Taking  the  past  three 
years,  up  to  June,  1895,  the  jury  might  strike  an  average. 
The  gross  trading  of  the  year  July,  1892,  to  June,  1893,  was 
23,6047.,  and  the  gross  profit  was  5,1057. 15s.    From  that  they 
had  to  deduct  first  the  rent  of  the  premises,  2247.  5s.  He 
should  mention  that  the  jury  were  not  entitled,  in  estimating 
the  profits  which  a  man  had  made,  to  take  into  account 
the  benefit  which  he  had  got  by  having  a  cheap  lease. 
Other  deductions  were  rates  and  taxes,  897. ;  house  expenses, 
3387.  odd ;  private  expenses,  1577. ;  rent  of  premises  in 
Argyll  Street,  507. ;  1 ,25 17.  odd  spent  in  advertising!;  wages  and 
salaries,  7197.  6s.  6d. ;  repairs,  467.  14s.  lid. ;  sundry  trade 
expenses,  2397.    Then  came  an  item  which  was  disputed — 
namely,  interest  on  capital,  5  per  cent,  on  10,6357.  The 
plaintiff's  contention  was  that  in  estimating  that  the  capital 
had  been  overstated,  and  that  the  capital  ought  to  be 
reduced  to  9,8357.     He  also  contended  that  the  rate  of 
interest  was  too  high,  and  instead  of  being  5  per  cent,  it 
ought  to  be  4  per  cent.,  making  the  interest  to  be  included 
in  deductions,  3937.    That  reduced  the  profit  to  1,7427.  net, 
according  to  the  figures  on  the  other  side.   The  plaintiff, 
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however,  said  that  the  proper  figure  was  1,9 10Z.  18s.  lOd.  It 
would  be  important  to  consider  how  much  of  the  business 
was  wholesale  and  how  much  retail.  The  retail  business  was 
purely  local  to  the  shop,  but  the  wholesale  business  could 
he  carried  on  almost  as  well  elsewhere.  The  railway  com- 
pany, in  their  accounts,  had  estimated  the  wholesale  business 
at  18  9342.,  and  the  retail  at  4,6702.,  for  the  year  1892-93, 
but  that  was  a  mistake  ;  the  retail  business  was  somewhere 
about  5,0002.  He  did  not  intend  to  go  through  the  whole 
of  the  figures  for  each  cf  the  last  three  years;  but  the 
■general  result  was  that  the  first  year's  business  yielded 
1,9102.  18s.  lOd ,  the  next  year  2,8412.,  and  the  third  year 
2,9072.  That  made  an  average  profit  of  2,1362.  a  year,  and 
he  was  going  to  ask  the  jury  to  give  Mr.  Snook  five  years' 
purchase,  10,6302.  When  they  had  heard  the  evidence 
they  would  have  very  little  doubt  that  nearly  the  whole  of 
the  profit  was  derived  from  the  retail,  and  he  did  not 
'think  the  other  side  could  suggest  where  the  business  could 
be  moved  to,  without  destroying  the  retail  business.  An- 
other element  of  damage  was  the  fixtures,  which  had  bsen 
agreed  at  3902.  There  was  a  small  item  for  stationery 
rendered  useless  (2502),  and  then  came  5,0002.  worth  of 
stock,  which  would  have  to  be  sold,  and  he  did  not  thirrk  it 
was  unreasonable  in  a  forced  sale  of  chemist's  stock  to  an- 
ticipate a  less  of  25  per  cent.  Mr.  Snook  had  also  spent 
■something  l'ke 4,0002.  a  year  in  advertising  these  specialities, 
and  he  contended  he  was  m'illed  to  something  for  these 
advertismeots,  because  their  value  was  not  exhuusted.  That 
appeared  reasonable  where  a  man  had  been  constantly  ad- 
vertising trade  articles  to  be  had  at  a  particular  address. 
For  that  loss  he  claimed  1,0002.  His  total  claim  was,  therefore, 
33  0602  for  the  value  of  his  lease,  10  6802.  for  the  value  of  his 
goodwill,  1,2502.  for  his  loss  on  forced  sale  of  stock,  3302. 
agreed  for  his  fixtures,  2502.  for  stationery  rendered  useless, 
and  such  amount  as  the  jury  thought  fit  for  the  unexhausted 
value  of  the  advertisements,  the  benefit  of  which  he  had 
been  deprived.  He  hoped  the  jury  would  agree  that  this 
was  a  reasonable  claim. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Snook  was  then  examined.  He  said  he  was 
the  managing  director  of  the  Foreign  Chemists  (Limited), 
and  practically  he  himself  constituted  the  company.  Previous 
to  1874  he  had  been  with  Messri-.  Corbyn  &  Co  ,  and  with 
Messrs.  Rob  arts,  of  Paris.  In  1874  he  purchased  the  busi- 
ness of  Mr.  Wilcox  in  Oxford  street,  and  had  carried 
it  on  ever  since.  He  invested  3,5002.  in  the  business  at  that 
time,  and  the  business  had  increased  steadily  up  to  the 
present  time.  Of  late  years  the  increase  had  been  fairly 
rapid.  Mr.  Snook  gave  particulars  of  the  conditions  of  bis 
past  and  present  leases  which  his  counsel  had  given.  His 
financial  condition  was  good,  and  he  was  perfectly  ablef  to 
expend  the  3,5002.  in  the  proposed  rebuilding.  There  were 
large  cellars  under  the  shop,  and  if  the  place  was  rebuilt  he 
could  sublet  the  upper  floor?.  The  profit-earning  part  of  his 
business  was  the  retail  part.  The  gross  profit  on  the  whole- 
sale part  was  about  10  per  cent,  only,  but  it  was  necessary 
for  him  to  do  it,  because  hi  was  the  agent  for  many  French 
houses,  and  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  know  how 
much  of  their  goods  were  sold.  Selling  these  goods 
wholesale  also  nelped  the  retail  trade.  Witness  also 
carried  on  a  branch  of  this  business  in  the  Haymarket, 
and  supplied  goods  to  it  which  were  booked  at  cost- 
price.  That  would  increase  the  turnover,  but  of  course  it 
would  not  help  the  prolts.  He  had  expended  large  sums  in 
advertising  every  year,  and  the  effect  of  it  lasted  for  some 
years  after — in  fact,  one  never  koew  when  the  results  ceased. 
He  thought  a  fair  sum  for  compensation  would  be  half  the 
amount  spsnt  in  the  previous  3  ear's  advertising.  The 
position  of  the  shop  was  very  valuable,  because  if  he  had  to 
leave  it  altogether,  or  could  not  get  so  good  a  place,  his 
manufacturers  would  withdraw  the  agencies.  He  had  tried 
in  many  directions,  but  had  not  succeeded  in  finding  a 
suitable  place  near  at  a  reasonable  rate.  The  company's 
capital  was  50,0002.  and  had  always  paid  10  per  cent. 

Cross  examined  by  Mr.  Freeman,  Q  C,  he  said  he  gave  the 
accountants  for  the  railway  company  every  assistance  when 
they  examined  his  books.  He  believed  they  only  went  into 
six  months'  business,  and  found  the  profit  on  the  retail 
business  to  be  at  the  rate  of  5  0002.  a  year.  The  total 
trading  from  July,  1891,  to  June,  1895,  was  26,1132.  Asked 
whether  notices  were  served  on  him  in  1890  that  the  railway 
was  coming  over  his  premises,  he  caused  some  laughter  by 


frankly  admitting  that  he  had  put  every  difficulty  in  the 
way  of  the  company,  and  would  not  let  them  look  over  his 
premises.  He  believed  they  would  never  raise  the  money, 
and  did  not  know  that  it  was  all  raised  by  1894 — in  fact,  he 
offered  the  company  1  0002.  only  the  previous  day  to  let  him 
alone.  (Laughter.)  Cross-examined  as  to  the  character  of 
his  business,  he  said  a  large  proportion  of  it  consisted  of 
French  and  German  specialities,  especially  the  "  Mariani " 
wine.  In  1894-95  the  sales  of  that  amounted  to  6,?  00/. 
For  many  of  these  specialities  he  was  the  sole  adver- 
tised agent  in  this  country.  Questioned  as  to  his  un- 
successful search  for  premises,  he  said  the  side  he  was 
on  was  the  best  for  his  business,  but  it  was  net  the 
best  for  bonnet-shops,  &o.  (Laughter.)  The  reason  he 
thought  his  side  was  the  best  was  because  all  the  chemists 
on  the  other  side  had  failed.  (Laughter.)  All  the  invalids 
seemed  to  come  his  side.  He  did  not  know  why.  (Laughter.) 
He  still  maintained  that  removal  would  destroy  his  business, 
even  though  he  removed  to  another  address  in  Oxford  Street 
and  advertised  it.  The  retail  customers  would  come  to  his 
old  shop,  and,  finding  it  closed,  would  think  he  had  "  gone 
up  the  spout,"  or  something  of  the  kind.  (Laughter.)  He 
knew  when  he  took  the  fresh  lease  in  1391  that  notices  had 
bsen  served  on  him  by  the  company,  bat  notices  were 
always  being  served  on  him  by  various  companies.  He  took 
no  serious  notice  of  it,  as  he  thought  it  was  some  "  jumped- 
up"  cjmpany,  and  did  not  believe  anythiog  would  come  of 
it.  He  denied  that  his  stock  had  been  "sweated"  down  in 
any  way. 

William  Eve,  a  surveyor,  of  Old  Broad  Street,  said  he  had 
been  in  prac-tice  for  thirty- seven  years,  and  was  one  of  the 
City  of  London  valuers  under  the  Finance  Act.  He  had 
valued  properties  for  public  authorities  in  many  parts  of 
London.  He  examined  these  premises  in  Oxford  Street 
several  times.  They  consisted  of  two  houses — one  in  Oxford 
Street  aud  one  in  Argyll  Street — which  had  been  joined 
together ;  consequently,  there  was  considerable  loss  of 
space,  which  would  be  obviated  if  the  premises  were 
rebuilt ;  and  he  produced  plans  showing  how  the  premises 
would  appear  when  rebuilt.  The  rebuilding  would  add 
37  per  cent,  more  space,  and  would  cost  considerably  under 
3  0002.  The  position  was  a  capital  one,  at  the  corner  of  two 
streets,  and  near  Oxford  Circus  The  property  was  almost 
unique  with  respect  to  the  vault  accommodation,  which  was 
very  valuable.  The  value  of  the  property,  estimating  it  as 
freehold,  in  his  opinion  was  182.  a  foot,  resulting  in  a  sum  of 
8  5472. 

Cro?s-examined  by  Mr.  Freeman,  he  said  his  plans  for  the 
rebuilding  included  the  addition  of  a  storey,  which  he  denied 
was  impracticable.  The  rent  of  the  premises,  he  calculated, 
would  then  be  1,0002 ,  judging  from  his  experience  of  recent 
transactions  in  the  immediate  locality.  The  premises  would 
not  be  too  high  for  the  street,  nor  would  they  interfere  with 
the  neighbours. 

Mr.  Edward  Tewson,  of  the  firm  of  Debenham,  Tewson, 
Farmer  &  Brid^ewater,  surveyors,  said  he  had  been  in 
practice  thirty-five  years,  and  had  enormous  experience. 
He  was  well  acquainted  with  property  in  Oxford  Street,  and 
had  absolute  confidence  in  his  opinion  on  property  in  that 
neighbourhoid.  He  had  carefully  examined  Mr.  K?e's  plans 
for  the  rebuilding,  and  thought  it  would  vastly  improve  ths 
value.  The  vaults  ware  of  immense  value.  It  was  not 
absolutely  necessary  to  expend  3,5002.  on  the  rebuilding, 
but,  as  it  wis  in  the  agreement,  he  thought  the  full  amount 
ought  to  ba  deducted  from  the  compensation.  It  was 
generally  admitted  by  London  surveyors  that  a  corner  site 
was  worth. quite  50  per  ceot.  more  than  an  ordinary  frontage 
site.  The  property  when  rebuilt  ought  to  be  worth  quite 
1,0002  a  year  net  rental.  He  quoted  calculations  showing 
how  he  arrived  at  that  conclusion.  The  fair  rental  value  of 
the  premises  as  they  were  now  was  7002  a  year. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Roskill.  he  explained  the  making 
of  the  fresh  lease  in  1894  at  3302.  a  year  by  the  fact  that 
that  lease  was  granted  in  consideration  of  the  surrender  of 
another  lease  at  a  still  lower  rental.  The  owner,  Major 
Jackson,  probably  did  not  know  the  real  value  of  the  pro- 
perty, and  did  not  employ  an  expert  because  he  wanted  to 
save  the  fees.  (Laughter.)  That  had  often  been  his  ex- 
perience, and  he  could  quote  many  cases  where,  when  he  had 
been  called  in,  he  had  doubled  the  rent  to  bring  it  up  to 
the  fair  value. 
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Mr.  James  Boyton,  of  Elliott,  Son  &  Boyton,  of  Vere 
Street,  estate  and  house  agents,  said  he  had  considerable 
knowledge  of  West-end  property,  especially  in  Oxford 
Street— probably  more  than  any  other  person.  The  premises 
in  question  occupied,  in  his  opinion,  a  particularly  good 
position  from  every  point  of  view,  and  he  agreed  with  the 
previous  witnesses  in  their  estimates.  If  the  premises  were 
rebuilt  in  the  manner  proposed,  he  thought  they  were 
worth  1,0002.  a  year  rental.  The  value  of  the  freehold  he 
considered  was  at  least  2,01.  a  foot ;  he  thought  the  previous 
estimate  of  182.  a  foot  very  moderate.  The  London  and 
North-Western  Kailway  had  given  232.  a  foot  for  premises 
just  opposite.  They  might  have  wanted  to  go  one  better 
than  somebody  else,  perhaps,  but  he  did  not  think  they 
would  have  paid  the  price  unless  it  was  worth  it,  though, 
of  course,  there  was  just  a  possibility  the  price  was  run  up. 

Cross-examined,  he  admitted  he  had  not  been  in  many 
compensation-cases,  and  he  had  never  been  in  one  where  he 
had  valued  ths  lease  at  less  than  the  actual  amount  paid. 
(Laughter  ) 

Mr.  Frank  Brown,  a  house  and  estate  agent,  of  Hanover 
Square,  said  he  had  had  twenty-two  years  of  letting  property  in 
Oxford  Street.  He  agreed  with  the  previous  witnesses  that 
the  proposed  new  building  would  be  worth  1,0002.  a  year. 

Cross-examined,  he  said  he  made  his  valuation  quite 
independently  of  the  other  experts. 

Mr.  Arthur  Eondman,  another  estate  agent,  corroborated, 
and  the  case  was  adjourned  to  the  following  day  for  the 
convenience  of  counsel. 

When  the  proceedings  were  resumed  on  Saturday,  Mr. 
James  Sulley,  an  accountant,  was  examined  by  Mr.  Terrell. 
He  produced  an  analysis  of  the  accounts  of  Wilcox  &  Co.  for 
the  last  three  years.  The  year  ending  June,  1893,  showed  a 
net  profit  of  1,9102. ;  the  year  ending'  June,  1894.  2  841?.  ; 
and  the  year  ending  June,  1895,  3,2572.  19s.  6d.,  including 
book-debts  due.  That  made  the  average  profit  for  each  year 
2,5632.,  deducting  interest  on  capital. 

Cross-examined,  he  said  he  only  disagreed  with  the  rail- 
way company's  accountant  in  two  matters — namely,  the 
amount  of  book-debts  and  the  interest  on  capital — which  he 
only  put  at  4  per  cent,  instead  of  5  per  cent.  He  had  no 
means  of  dividing  the  wholesale  from  the  retail  profits. 

Mr.  Gaorge  Whiffia,  another  accountant,  and  the  nominal 
secretary  of  the  plaintiff  company,  then  gave  evidence  as  to 
the  accounts,  and  explained  certain  items  wherein  he  had 
differed  from  Mr.  Dalgleish,  the  railway  company's  account- 
ant. He  had  been  through  Mr.  Sulley's  figures,  and  agreed 
with  them. 

Cross-examined,  he  said  he  could  not  distinguish  between 
wholesale  and  retail  profits.  The  business  was  entirely  in  Mr. 
Snook's  control,  as  the  articles  of  association  intended  it 
should  be,  and  witness's  position  was  purely  a  nominal  one. 

Alfred  Manners,  of  Judd  &  Manners,  valuers  for  the  sale 
of  chemists'  businesses,  said  his  firm  had  been  established 
thirty  years.  He  had  been  connected  with  it  for  ten  years. 
There  were  several  features  in  Mr.  Snook's  business  which 
made  it  peculiarly  valuable  First,  it  was  an  increasing 
business,  whereas  most  chemists  who  entered  into  competi- 
tion with  stores  found  their  business  decreasing.  Another 
element  was  the  absence  of  personality,  so  that  a  successor 
need  not  fear  any  falling  off.  In  most  chemists'  businesses 
the  connection  depended  mainly  on  the  personality  of  the 
chemist.  Mr.  Snook  did  not  appear  either  in  person  or  in 
name  in  connection  with  the  business,  and  in  his  opinion  the 
minimum  value  of  the  business  was  five  years'  purchase. 
He  estimated  the  loss  on  a  forced  sale  of  stock  to.be  25  per 
cent.,  because  many  of  Mr  Snook's  articles  were  specialities, 
which  would  be  of  no  use  to  other  chemists. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Freeman,  he  said,  generally  speak- 
ing, chemists'  businesses  had  been  going  down  because  of 
competition  with  the  stores.  He  had  been  able  to  divide 
approximately  the  wholesale  and  retail  business,  and  estim- 
ated the  retail  business  at  5,0002  a  year.  The  net  profit  on 
the  wholesale  business  he  estimated  to  be  nil.  He  had  not 
worked  out  the  gross  profit  on  any  particular  article,  and 
could  not  say  that  there  was  a  profit  of  15  per  cent,  on  the 
sale  of  the  "  Mariani "  wine.  The  profit  on  the  retail  business 
was  very  large,  in  many  instances  over  75  per  cent,  gross  on 
certain  proprietary  articles.  On  patent  medicines  the  profit 
Was  abDut  10  per  cent. — for  instance,  on  such  articles  as 


Beecham's  pills.  He  did  not  think,  however,  they  could  b© 
got  at  Mr.  Snook's  shop. 

Mr.  Freeman  :  Oh,  I  see  I  must  be  careful.  I  am  dealing 
with  a  delicate  subject.  (Laughter.) 

Witness,  continuing,  said  the  profit  on  dispensing  was 
about  70  per  cent.  His  estimate  of  loss  on  a  forced  sale 
was  based  on  the  assumption  that  Mr.  Snook  had  nowhere 
to  take  his  goods  to.  He  had  no  idea  that  he  had  some 
storage  places  which  would  not  be  touched,  and  would 
accommodate  the  whole  of  his  stock.  He  could  not  give  an 
instance  where  he  had  sold  such  a  business  for  five  years' 
purchase ;  but,  then,  such  good  businesses  did  not  often 
come  into  the  market.  The  best  price  he  could  quote  for  a 
business  he  had  sold  was  three  years'  purchase. 

Is  it  not  the  rule  that  chemists'  businesses  are  generally 
sold  at  one  year's  purchase? 

Yes ;  small  businesses.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  in  most  of 
the  businesses  coming  into  my  hands  the  annual  net  profit  is 
only  about  400Z.  A  business  which  made  1,0002.  per  annum 
would  be  worth  much  more. 

Further  cross-examined,  he  could  not  say  that  the  whole- 
sale business  of  Mr.  Snook  showed  a  gross  profit  of  12§  per 
cent,  all  round. 

Re  examined,  he  said  the  real  profit  of  the  business  was 
the  retail  profit,  but  the  business  would  not  have  reached 
its  present  prosperity  had  it  not  had  the  wholesale  business 
behind  it. 

Mr.  Thomas  Hawkins,  of  Orridge  &  Co.,  medical  transfer 
agents,  said  he  had  had  twenty-five  years'  business  experience. 
He  agreed  with  the  last  witness  as  to  the  unique  character 
of  Mr.  Snook's  business,  and  thought  there  was  not  another 
property  like  it  in  London.  The  wholesale  business  was 
mainly  valuable  because  it  supported  the  retail  business,  but 
by  itself  it  was  practically  valueless.  He  had  carefully 
considered  the  question  of  purchase,  and  thought  he  could 
sell  it  for  four  and-a-half  years'  purchase  if  it  was  in  the 
market. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Freeman,  he  could  not  give  an 
ordinary  period  of  years'  purchase,  because  in  many  instances 
the  businesses  were  sold  for  a  lump  sum.  He  admitted 
that  in  a  previous  compensation-case  he  had  expressed  the 
opinion  that  one  year's  purchase  was  sufficient,  but  that  was 
for  an  ordinary  business.  This  was  an  extraordinary  busi- 
ness, and  he  thought  Mr.  Snook  would  have  to  begin  all 
over  again,  comparatively  speaking,  in  his  retail  trade;, 
because  it  would  be  practically  destroyed.  Re-examined, 
he  said  he  was  doubtful  whether  Mr.  Snook  could  again 
build  up  a  similar  business,  and  he  would  be  very  courageous 
to  attempt  it.  Witness,  like  the  previous  witness,  had  been 
approached  by  the  railway  company  with  a  view  to  giving 
evidence  on  their  behalf. 

This  concluded  the  evidence  for  the  claimant. 

Mr.  Freeman  then  called  Mr.  Dalgleish,  an  accountant, 
who  had  investigated  the  accounts  of  the  claimant's  busi- 
ness. He  agreed  with  most  of  the  figures  already  quoted, 
but  he  put  the  interest  on  capital  at  5  per  cent,  as  a  result 
of  long  experience.  The  retail  business  he  put  at  4.000Z. 
instead  of  5,0002.,  and  be  disagreed  with  the  claimant's 
system  of  dealing  with  the  book-debts. 

Cross  examined,  he  agreed  that  the  retail  part  of  the 
business  was  the  profit-making  part. 

Mr.  Wm  Samuel  Fish,  of  Jewry  Street,  Aldgate  (trading 
as  Berdoe  &  Co.),  said  he  had  had  nineteen  years'  experience. 
He  had  examined  Mr.  Snook's  business.  The  bulk  of  the 
stock  consisted  of  foreign  patent  medicines,  chiefly  in  cases 
as  imported  from  abroad.  He  valued  the  stock  in  the  shop 
at  5502.,  and  in  cases  1,8502  ;  in  warehouses  at  Argyll  Street, 
8002  The  retail  stock  was  worth  9942.,  and  the  wholesale 
stock  2,2072. 

Cross-examined,  he  said  he  spent  only  four  hours  over  his- 
valuation.  In  his  opinion  the  lull  value  of  the  goodwill  was 
one  year's  net  profit.  Tte  loss  of  the  goodwill  would  fall  on 
the  retail  and  not  on  the  wholesale  trade,  which  could  be 
removed  without  any  loss  whatever.  He  had  never  known  a 
single  case  where  a  purchaser  had  knowingly  given  more 
than  one  year's  purchase  even  for  the  very  best  business. 

Mr.  Watney,  President  of  the  Surveyors'  Institute,  said 
he  put  the.  rental  value  of  the  property  when  rebuilt  at  7802. 
per  annum,  or  a  total  value  of  4,5812.,  and  he  produced 
figures  showing  how  he  worked  that  out.  He  made  those 
calculations. on  a  basis  of  122.  a  foot.  -  - 
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Mr.  Rushworth,  another  surveyor,  estimated  the  rent  at 
7502  when  the  new  building  was  up,  and  the  total  value  of 
the  lease- 3,6152. 

Mr.  Garrarr),  a  surveyor  of  forty  years'  experience,  said,  in 
his  opinion,  the  new  building  would  be  worth  7502.  a  3  ear 
rent. 

Mr.  Snook  (recalled  by  Mr.  Terre'l)  said  the  profit  on 
"  Mariani  "  wine  was  barely  10  per  cent. 

Counsel  then  addressed  the  jury  for  their  respective 
clients. 

The  jury  retired,  and,  after  about  talf-an-hour's  delibera- 
tion, assessed  the  damages  at  a  total  of  11,8002.,  divided  into 
items  of  3902.  agreed  amount  for  fixtures,  8,0602.  for  the 
lease,  3,0002.  for  the  goodwill,  1002.  for  useless  stationery, 
and  2502.  for  loss  on  forced  sale  of  stcck. 

The  business  of  Wilcox  &  Co.  has  been  very  well  known 
as  a  French  and  German  pharmacy  in  London  for  fifty 
years.  Mr.  Wilcox,  who  established  it  in  that  character,  had 
been  the  proprietor  of  the  historical  Pharmacy  Roberts 
Place  Vendome,  Paris.  He  was  related  in  some  degree  to 
the  original  Roberts,  and  succeeded  to  the  proprietorship  of 
the  business  when  Roberts  died.  Oat  of  the  Paris  business 
Mr.  Wilcox  had  made  something  more  than  a  respectable 
living.  In  1845  he  soli  out  to  a  Mr.  Hartshorne,  and  came 
to  England  with  13,0002.  in  his  pocket.  Possibly  the  money, 
in  some  form  or  another,  was  literally  in  his  pocket,  for 
throughout  his  business  career  Mr.  Wilcox  never  had  a 
banking- account.    His  great  desire  was  to  get  a  snug  little 


farm  in  the  country,  as  a  set-off  to  the  toils  of  pharmacy 
which  had  occupied  the  earlier  portion  of  his  life.  While  he 
was  looking  out  for  a  farm,  Hudson  (the  railway  king)  and 
the  wild  boom  in  railway  shares  came  along.  Wilcox  took 
the  fever,  and  emerged  from  it  a  few  months  later  more  than 
10,0002.  lighter.  This  caused  him  to  abandon  the  farming 
idea,  and  he  looked  about  him  for  a  new  start  in  pharmacy. 
He  bought  the  business*,  which  is  now  the  subject  of  arbitra- 
tion, from  a  Mr.  Wright,  who  had  carried  it  on,  we  believe, 
not  very  successfully,  as  a  veterinary  druggist's.  When  he  had 
paid  for  the  stock  and  fixtures,  Mr.  Wilcox  had  5002.  in  cash 
left,  and  this,  we  are  told,  dwindled  down  to  502.  before  he 
turned  the  corner  and  began  to  make  a  profit. 

It  was  a  rather  bold  venture,  for  the  rent  of  the  premises 
at  that  time  was  2302.  a  year,  though  a  considerable  portion 
of  them  was  sublet.  AVe  have  stated  that  he  never  had  a 
banking- account.  For  a  long  time,  we  have  heard,  he  paid 
ready  money  for  every  article  he  bought  to  replenish  his 
stock,  but  ultimately  he  had  one  or  two  accounts  open.  For 
some  years  he  kept  an  exact  daily  record  of  his  takings  in 


the  shop.  We  transcribe  the  story  of  the  first  day's  busi- 
ness : —

It  is  recorded  that  the  9s.  9\d.  included  three  bad  half- 
crowns— a  severe  rtfUction  on  the  morals  of  Oxford  Street ; 
for  it  will  be  remembered  that  old  John  Bell  had  a  some- 
what similar  experience  on  his  first  day,  a  few  doors  east. 
The  takings  on  the  second  day  in  Mr.  Wilcox's  shop  amounted 
to  15s.  Id  ,  including  4s.  8d.  for  amtaoD.  carb.  On  Friday 
they  amounted  to  12.  0s.  6|a!.,  and  that  day,  for  the  first 
time,  a  number  of  the  smaller  items  are  grouped  as  "  sun- 
dries." On  Saturday  things  go  back  to  14s.  4£t2.  The  first 
Sunday's  takings  were  8s.  9d ,  and  the  second  12.  3s.  l$d. 
The  history  of  the  business  since  Mr.  Wilcox's  retirement  is 
indicated  in  the  foregoing  report.  After  selling  out  to  Mr. 
Snook,  Mr.  Wilcox  went  to  live  at  Besley,  where  he  died 
some  eight  or  nine  years  ago. 


%n  ^mpuritg  in  jpubrobromic  §>atr. 

By  R.  C.  Cowley,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 

A FEW  days  ago  a  sample  of  bydrobromic  acid  was 
handed  to  me  for  examination,  with  the  information 
that  it  did  not  form  a  clear  solution  on  dissolving  sulphate 
of  quinine  in  it. 

The  examination  soon  showed  ths  presence  of  a  barium 
salt,  which  obviously  explained  the  formation  of  the  pre- 
cipitate with  the  sulphate  of  quinine.  On  precipitating  out 
the  barium  as  sulphate,  the  amount  of  the  impurity  was 
found  to  equal  4  698  gr.  of  Ba  in  the  pint. 

Although  nob  present  in  any  large  proportion,  the  presence 
of  such  a  dangerous  substance  as  barium  should  be  guarded 
against.

THE    LAW    PROCEEDINGS    OF  THE 
PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on  which 
we  commented  last  week,  is  likely  to  occupy  a  large  share 
of  the  attention  of  members  at  the  annual  meeting  nest 
week ;  but  perhaps  the  paragraph  in  the  report  which  the 
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Council  may  legitimately  desire  to  emphasise  is  that  headed 
"  Legal."  This  most  effectively  illustrates  the  change  in  the 
character,  or,  perhaps,  we  should  say,  the  development,  of 
the  work  now  assumed  by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  During  the  last  three  or  four  years  they  have 
enforced  the  Pharmacy  Act  with  a  vigour  which  contrasts 
most  satisfactorily  with  the  supineness  which  characterised 
their  administration  of  the  statute  for  the  first  quarter  of  a 
century  of  its  existence.  "  During  the  year  1895,"  we  are 
told,  "  upwards  of  350  cases  of  alleged  infringement  of  the 
Pharmacy  Acts  were  reported  to  the  Registrar  and  investi- 
gated. In  the  majority  of  cases  in  which  proceedings  were 
taken  the  penalties  were  paid  without  contest."  This  is  a  very 
good  record,  though  we  may  mention  that  in  the  year  1892  it 
was  stated  that  about  600  cases  had  been  reported  and  in- 
vestigated. We  make  out  that  in  1895  some  thirty  or  forty  cases 
in  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  the  plaintiff  were 
actually  tried  in  the  Courts,  and  nearly  all  were  won.  In 
most  of  these  instances,  especially  in  those  tried  in  Scotland, 
where  contemptuous  fines  were  imposed,  the  actions  must 
have  involved  a  serious  expense  to  the  Society  ;  but  consider- 
ing that  in  the  majority  of  cases  penalties  were  paid  without 
contest,  and  that  in  those  instances  the  litigation  must  have 
been  profitable,  the  balance  of  7711.  for  law  costs  seems 
heavy.  In  1894  it  was  a  few  pounds  more  ;  but  in  1893 
there  was  a  balance  of  281.  on  the  other  side,  and  it  was 
then  explained  by  the  President  that  the  bill  for  that  year 
had  then  to  be  paid.  In  the  half-dozen  previous  years  the 
balance  of  costs  for  law  expenses  varied  from  100Z.  to  300Z. 
Lumping  1893  and  1894  together,  the  cost  for  each  year 
comes  out  at  nnder  400Z.,  so  that  the  Bill  for  1895  appears 
to  be  exceptional. 

We  hope,  however,  that  the  obviomly  narrowing  resources 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  will  not  have  the  effect  of 
limiting  its  activity  in  this  direction.  By  this  work  more 
has  been  accomplished  for  the  advancement  of  certificated 
nhemists  than  was  possible  by  any  other  efforts.  The 
conduct  of  the  law  business  of  the  Society  has  been  almost 
invariably  discreet,  and  at  the  same  time  sufficiently  bold- 
An  occasional  failure  in  evidence  cannot  be  entirely 
awarded,  and  now  and  then  an  error  injjudgment  may  be 
made.  We  can  hardly  think,  for  instance,  that  tush  an 
enterprise  as  the  Society's  attack  on  a  limited  company 
at  Bristol  a  fortnight  ago  on  a  technical  point 
which  had  no  relation  to  the  Pharmacy  Act  was  well  ad- 
vised—certainly it  was  not  profitable.  But,  on  the  whole 
the  Society  has  steered  its  way  successfully  among  the 
prejudices  which  are  likely  to  be  aroused  when  any  appear- 
ance of  trade  monopoly  is  detected.  Generally  it  has  com- 
manded the  sympathy  of  the  Courts,  and  its  most  vigorous 
opponents — the  grocers— have  with  a  fair  grace  abandoned 
their  pretensions.  It  would  be  a  serious  injury  to  the  future 
of  the  drug-trade  if  the  legal  vigilance  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  to  be  relaxed,  and  it  would  be  a  grave  derelic- 
tion of  duty  if  for  the  sake  of  other  speculations  this  charge 
were  abandoned.  For  it  must  always  be  remembered  that 
the  Act  which  imposes  this  duty  on  the  Society  also  gives  it 
in  return  the  benefit  of  a  splendid  income  in  the  way  of  gate- 
money  from  all  who  enter  the  trade. 


"  MADE  IN  GERMANY." 
Undeb  the  title  *'  Made  in  Germany,"  a  series  of  highly- 
sensational  but  interesting  essays  is  now  appearing  in  the 
pages  of  the  New  Review.  After  having  laboured  through 
the  first  four  articles  to  demonstrate,  to  his  own  entire  satis- 
faction, that  our  iron,  textile,  and  machinery  industries,  as 
well  as  most  of  our  smaller  branches  of  manufacture,  have 


already  been  blighted  by  German  competition  beyond 
reasonable  hope  of  resurrection,  our  alarmist  crier  of  evil 
tidings  has  turned  his  attention  to  the  chemical  and  drug: 
trades,  which  he  finds  in  as  bad  a  plight  as  the  ruins  on 
which  he  mourned  in  previous  issues  of  the  journal.  We 
understand  that  a  concluding  article  will  appear  in  the  June 
number  of  the  Nero  Preview,  and  that  the  whole  series  will 
thereupon  be  issued  in  book-form  by  Mr.  Heinemann.  For 
that  reason  we  will  refrain  from  criticising  the  general 
drift  and  tone  of  the  articles  at  present,  and  will  limit  our- 
selves to  a  few  comments  upon  the  anonymous  writer's  (the 
series  appears  over  the  signature  "  *  *  *  ")  view  of  "  the 
weatherglass  of  commerce." 

It  will  create  no  surprise  that  onr  sensational  critic  leads 
off  with  the  well-worn  quotation  from  Lord  Beaconsfield 
(who  himself,  by  the  way,  only  echoed  the  view  of  someone 
who  knew  much  more  of  chemicals  than  he  did),  that 
the  condition  of  the  chemical-trade  is  the  barometer  of  a 
nation's  prosperity.  Like  most  aphorisms,  Lord  Beacons- 
field's  phrase  is  neither  wholly  true  nor  wholly  false;  but 
relates  to  a  subject  far  too  vast  and  complicated  to  be  sum- 
marised in  this  cavalier  fashion.  It  is  all  very  well  for  a 
reviewer  who  wants  to  score  a  point  before  a  lay  audience  to 
lead  off  by  contrasting  the  huge  factories  at  Elberfeld, 
Frankfort,  &c  ,  "  paying  dividends  up  to  28  per  cent.,"  with 
the  bottomless  pit  for  capital  into  which,  in  the  writer's 
opinion,  the  chemical-industry  of  Britain  has  degenerated  ; 
but  chemical  readers  will  at  once  see  the  unfairness  of  con- 
trasting the  most  struggling  branch  of  British  chemical- 
industry  (for  the  writer  evidently  has  the  Leblanc  alkali- 
manufacture  in  his  mind)  with  the  most  flourishing  one  in 
the  whole  field  of  German  chemical- manufacture — that  of 
the  new  patented  remedies  and  special  aniline  dyes  which 
enable  the  Koshst  Dyeworks  to  pay  a  28-per-cent.  dividend 
to  its  shareholders. 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  writer  has  allowed  the  special  pleader 
to  supersede  the  unbiassed  truthseeker,  for  his  bright  and 
pithy  articles  abound  with  striking  facts,  and  the  admitted 
gravity  of  the  life-and-death  struggle  for  commercial  supre- 
macy upon  which  Britain  and  Germany  are  entering  requires 
no  sensational  setting.  The  writer,  who  has  evidently  had 
access  to  much  special  information  (it  is  in  his  deductions 
rather  than  his  facts  that  he  errs),  divides  his  subject  into 
five  heads  :— (1)  Crude  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations, 
(2)  heavy  chemicals,  (3)  fine  chemicals,  (4)  anilines  and 
their  derivatives,  and  (5)  essential  oils.  The  burden  of  his 
latest,  as  of  his  previous,  articles  is  tha$,  whatever  the  merits 
of  a  general  protectionist  policy,  Germany  should  be  specially 
singled  out  as  a  country  against  which  we  should  unhesitat- 
ingly raise  a  prohibitory  tariff,  though  how  this  is  to  be  done 
without  a  flagrant  breach  of  existing  treaties  the  writer 
fails  to  explain. 

In  treating  of  crude  drugs  and  medicinal  preparations, 
our  author  makes  a  great  point  of  the  decay  in  our  cinchona- 
bark  trade,  and  its  transfer  to  Amsterdam — a  fact  regrettable 
enough  in  itself,  but  which  seems  somewhat  out  of  place  in  a 
"  Made  in  Germany  "  series,  for,  whoever  may  have  profited 
by  the  transfer,  Germany  certainly  has  not.  Another  state- 
ment— that  Hamburg  has  become  the  chief  seat-  of  the 
camphor-refining  trade — would  be  very  difficult  to  prove,  we- 
fancy.  The  cochineal  and  madder  businesses,  too,  are 
scarcely  instances  of  direct  trade-transference;  we  have 
lost  them,  it  is  true,  but  simply  because  they  have  be- 
come obsolete.  The  writer  is  quite  alive  to  the  urgent 
necessity  of  lowering  the  dock  charges  in  London,  if  our 
drug-trade  is  to  be  saved,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when 
he  has  done  with  exalting  the  German  at  our  expense,  he 
will  specially  turn  his  search-light  upon  the  shortcomings  of 
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tha  doddering  dock  concern  that  is  responsible  for  the  loss 
of  so  much  London  trade. 

The  New  Reviewer's  comments  on  our  alkali-trade  are 
summarised  in  his  final  statement  that  "  our  trade  has  gone  to 
the  devil  while  the  Germans  are  piling  up  fortunes  "  ;  while 
his  view  on  the  manure-business  is  expressed  equally  con- 
cisely and  forcibly  by  the  words  "  they  have  utterly  gobbled 
up  the  industry."  Such  sensational  summarising  bears  its 
condemnation  upon  its  own  face.  That  our  alkali-trade,  far 
from  having  "  gone  to  the  devil,"  is  more  flourishing  than 
that  of  any  other  country,  Brunner,  Mond  k,  Co.'s  dividends 
prove.  The  New  Reviewer  evidently  feels  this  himself ;  but 
he  gets  over  the  difficulty  by  coolly  eliminating  Brunner, 
Mond  &Co.  from  his  purview  altogether  as  an  "international 
concern."  The  fact  is  that  our  alkali-trade  is  very  much 
larger  than  that  of  any  other  country,  and  that  there  is  not 
the  least  prospect  of  its  decay  as  an  industry. 

A  fine  example  o£  the  special  pleading  to  which  we  alluded, 
and  of  the  writer's  habit  of  seizing  every  opportunity  of 
disparaging  the  quality  of  German  products,  while  exagge- 
rating the  intensity  of  German  competition,  is  found  in  the 
following  paragraph : — 

Analysts'  Chemicals. 
Room  may  here  be  made  for  the  bitter  cry  of  them  that  work  in  labora- 
tories and  places  where  they  analyse.  "With  the  exception  of  one  or  two 
specialities,  no  manufactory  of  pure  chemicals  of  any  account  exists  in 
this  country.  The  analysts  have  to  get  them  from  Germany— to  their  deep 
disgust.  For  (excepting  in  the  case  of  one  or  two  high-class  firms)  the 
only  thing  pure  about  these  wares  is  their  price,  which  is  up  to  the  very 
highest  level.  'With  the  growth  of  technical  education  in  England  the  use 
of  pure  chemicals  is  increasing.  Is  technical  education  also  destined  to  be 
an  arable  field  for  the  German  ?  Again,  the  mechanical  and  phy si  ?al 
apparatus  used  in  laboratories  and  schools  in  England  come  in  vast  quan- 
tities from  Germany.  Experts  characterise  these  tools  as  of  "very  poor 
workmanship — liker  toys  than  anything  else  "  ;  but  the  prices  are  exorbit- 
ant. They  are  bought  apparently  by  teachers  out  of  sheer  ignorance  ;  for 
the  simple  reason  that  the  German  manufacturers  get  English  publishing 
and  school-providing  firms  to  become  their  agents. 

Now,  everyone  know3  that  cheapness  has  all  along  been 
the  cornerstone  of  the  success  of  German  competition.  If 
German  goods  were  both  bad  and  exorbitant  in  price  they 
could  not  have  made  headway.  And  to  suggest  that  there 
are  practically  no  pure  chemicals  manufactured  in  this 
country  is  to  cast  an  entirely  untrue  and  undeserved  slur 
upon  British  industry. 

As  we  have  stated,  the  writer's  conclusions  appear  to 
us  unduly  exaggerated  and  partly  altogether  unjustified ; 
'  as  for  his  facts,  a  few  inaccuracies  may  well  be  overlooked 
in  a  series  of  articles  dealing  with  the  whole  of  our  staple 
industries,  with  which  one  man  cannot  obviously  be  inti- 
mately acquainted.  With  these  reservations  the  articles 
can  be  recommended  as  bright  and  interesting  reading, 
revealing  a  vast  amount  of  painstaking  labour.  Those  who 
are  disposed  to  take  a  despondent  view  should  remember 
that  for  centuries  industries  have  risen  and  gone  down  in 
this  country,  and  that  in  spite  of  all  vicissitudes  Britain  has 
always  grown  in  riches  and  power.  Even  now,  after  a 
generation  of  intense  foreign  industrial  competition,  our 
foreign  trade  is  still  vastly  larger  than  that  of  any  other 
country,  our  wealth  is  still  increasing,  and,  to  mention  only 
one  instance  of  our  rate  of  progress,  the  absolute  increase 
in  value  of  British  foreign  trade  in  1895  over  1894  was 
20,697,000Z.,  while  German  foreign  trade,  in  the  same  year, 
only  increased  by  13,785,000Z. 


A  CONTRIBUTION  TO  OUR  KNOW- 
LEDGE OF  THE  ACTIVE  PRIN- 
CIPLES   OF    THE    GENUS  HOMO. 

A  magnificent  field  of  work  has  been  opened  up  for  the 
chemist  and — may  we  hope  ? — the  pharmacist  by  an  American 


called  Gates.  We  ought  to  say  Dr.  Gates,  for  so  the 
Philadelphia  correspondent  of  the  Lancet  calls  him,  but  they 
use  the  "  Dr."  in  such  an  easy-going  manner  out  there  that 
one  could  not  be  sure  whether  the  gentleman  (if  Gates  is  of 
that  sex)  is  a  drug-store  clerk  or  the  chief  of  a  clinic. 
Whatever  he  may  be,  he  says  that  "  the  various  human 
emotions  and  passions,  good  and  bad,  result  in  the  formation 
of  definite  secretions.  These,  circulating  in  the  blood,  act 
upon  the  brain,  and  thus  cause  vice  or  virtue.  He  believes 
that  they  are  excreted  with  the  perspiration,  in  which  they 
can  be  shown  by  chemical  tests.  He  has  isolated  forty 
'  emotion  products.'  Vice  and  virtue  give  rise  respectively 
to  poisonous  or  beneficial  products,  '  but  the  worst  of  all 
these  secretions  is  that  of  guilt.'  Dr.  Gates  states  that  if 
some  of  tha  perspiration  of  a  person '  suffering  from  conscious 
guilt '  be  mixed  in  a  test-tube  with  a  few  drops  of  selenic 
acid,  a  pink  colour  will  result."  We  are,  fortunately,  able  to 
supplement  this  information  with  some  of  an  entirely  original 
character,  which  we  cordially  commend  to  the  attention  of 
those  interested.  P3rhaps  the  most  important  emotional  test 
is  one  for  indicating  the  feelings  of  examination  candidates, 
and  it  should  be  valuable  in  the  Pharmaceutical  examination 
laboratories,  where,  we  understand,  the  examiners  have  con- 
siderable difficulty  in  discriminating  between  candidates  who 
are  crammed  and  those  who  have  a  genuine  knowledge  of  the 
subjects.  The  doubt  can  quickly  be  removed  by  taking  some 
of  the  perspiration  of  the  right  cheek,  which  is  available  in 
quantity  while  the  examination  is  proceeding,  and  placing  it 
on  a  white  porcelain  plate  alongside  a  single  drop  of  an 
alcoholic  solution  of  the  ethyl  ester  of  para-methoxyphenyl- 
amidocrotonic  acid— a  somewhat  rare  substance  which  the 
examiners  know  all  about.  At  the  point  of  contact  between 
the  perspiration  and  the  ester  a  beautiful  crimson  streak 
appears  if  the  candidate  feels  that  he  is  making  a  mess  of  it 
and  will  be  ploughed.  Such  a  man  would  in  ordinary 
circumstances  be  passed,  and  probably  deserves  to  be,  but  it 
is  satisfactory  for  an  examiner  to  know  when  he  does  a  kind 
or  unanticipated  action.  With  the  sweat  of  a  pure-crammed 
man  the  coloration  is  pink  fading  into  a  mere  tinge  in 
accordance  with  the  attenuation  of  knowledge.  The  great 
value  of  th3  test,  however,  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  does  not 
react  at  all  with  those  who  know  all  about  the  scheduled 
subjects,  because  they  are  persons  devoid  of  emotion,  and  can 
usually  be  rejected  in  the  same  spirit.  The  sweatof  thoroughly 
genuine  candidates  imparts  a  lemon  colour  to  the  reagent. 
There  is  another  test  which  may  prove  of  value  for  candidates 
who  want  to  know  the  mood  an  examiner  is  in — viz.,  a  1-per- 
mille  solution  of  picolinic  acid  in  proof  spirit.  This  is  to  be 
applied  to  any  prominent  part  of  the  examiner's  person  with 
the  forefinger,  when  a  pale  blue  colour  is  produced  if  the 
examiner  is  in  a  plucking  mood.  The  same  solution  will 
impart  a  green  colour  to  the  skin  of  a  pharmaceutical  coun- 
cillor who  feels  strongly  that  a  new  president  is  a  necessity. 
We  give  the  latter  statement  with  some  reserve,  for  we 
cannot  see  what  possible  use  it  would  be  to  anybody.  We 
can  appreciate  the  probable  usefulness  of  the  selenic-acid 
test,  when  occasions  arise,  but  the  picolinic  acid  does  not 
appear  to  commend  itself  as  a  test  for  pharmaceutical 
councillors.  However,  this  is  a  matter  which  the  Research 
Laboratory  should  look  into  in  view  of  the  election  of  a 
president  next  month. 


A  SUBJECT  FOR  THE  CONFERENCE. 
The  Medical  Press  in  referring  to  Dr.  G.  W.  Balfour's 
condemnation  of  strophanthus  says  that  the  different  pre- 
parations of  the  drug  in  the  market  vary  very  much  in 
strength  and  purity.  This  is  a  statement  which  is  worth 
looking  into  by  some  willing  chemist. 
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A  PROMISING  BOY. 
Mr.  Leopold  HudsoD,  F.R.C.S.,  has  discovered  a  clever  boy, 
not  yet  in  his  teens,  who  is  a  warning  to  urinologists.  He 
had  been  sent  home  from  a  boarding  school  on  account  of 
hematuria.  He  remained  at  home  for  seven  weeks,  passing 
normal  urine,  but  for  the  week  previous  to  examination  he 
was  said  to  have  passed  blood  in  his  urine  three  times 
daily.  Examination  of  the  urine  showed  absence  of  blood 
and  albumen ;  it  was  acid  and  of  normal  specific  gravity. 
Spectroscopic  examination  revealed  absence  of  hemoglobin. 
Urine  drawn  off  by  catheter  presented  normil  properties. 
Upon  being  pressed,  the  boy  confessed  that  he  had  added 
red  sweets  (jargonelle  pear-drops)  to  his  urine  in  order  to  be 
sent  home  from  school.  Afterwards  his  aunt  took  to  the 
Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  where  Mr.  Hudson  came  in  contact 
with  the  boy,  a  piece  of  rag  dyed  with  Turkey  red  which  had 
evidently  been  used  to  produce  the  coloration.  They  should 
make  that  boy  a  doctor.  His  precocious  knowledge  of 
symptoms  is  too  good  to  be  lost  to  the  world. 

THE  LATEST  DEPILATORY. 
An  important  discovery  has  been  made  which  may  pro- 
bably compel  barium  sulphide,  orpiment,  and  other  sub- 
stances used  as  depilatories,  to  retire  into  private  life.  A 
victim  of  a  Rontgenographer,  who  had  allowed  the  latter  to 
photograph  his  skull,  discovered  a  few  weeks  later  that  the 
hair  of  his  head  had  begun  to  fall  out,  and  this  is  now  put 
down  as  another  effect  of  Roatgen  rays.  There  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  it.  One  notable  effect  of  the  rays  is  to  set  up 
electrolysis  in  the  medium  through  which  they  pass  ;  and  as 
electrolysis  is  now  an  accepted  means  for  the  removal  of 
hair,  the  Rontgen  rays  may  just  be  another  and  painless 
method  of  applying  the  rays.  The  most  serious  considera- 
tion supervenes.  If  Rontgen  rays  affects  the  bair  of  the  head 
in  that  way,  what  will  be  the  eSect  of  them  upon  what  is 
inside  ? 

NAVAL  HOSPITAL  DISPENSERSHIPS. 
We  noted  several  weeks  ago  the  change  which  the 
Admiralty  had  made  in  the  regulations  for  Naval  Hospital 
dispenserships  whereby  "  minor  "  as  well  as  "  major  "  men  are 
made  eligible  as  storekeepers.  The'revised  regulations  have 
now  been  printed,  and  they  show  that  those  holding  "  the 
certificate  of  competency  granted  by  the  Pha'maceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  " — by  which  we  understand  the  licence — 
are  also  eligible,  as  mentioned  in  the  C.  #  B.  of  September?, 
1895,  p.  399.  The  only  other  alteration  which  we  observe 
is  in  the  conditions  of  entry.  Formerly,  the  Admiralty  made 
the  selection,  the  examination,  if  any,  being  somewhat 
formal.    Now  the  following  condition  is  in  force  : — 

Entry  into  the  Service  will  be  by  open  competition,  con- 
ducted by  the  Civil  Service  Commissioners,  to  whom 
application  should  be  made  by  intending  candidates. 

The  age  clause  remains  the  same — viz ,  that  on  entry  dis- 
pensers shall  not  be  less  than  20  or  more  than  25  years." 
The  terms  of  superannuation  are  no  longer  stated  in  the 
regulations,  but  presumably  these  remain  as  before — viz.,  the 
usual  terms  of  Civil  Service. 

F.R.S. 

The  fellowship  of  the  Royal  Society  is  so  much  looked  up 
to,  and  is  bestowed  so  quietly,  the  Council  of  the  Society 
always  making  the  selection,  that  few  ever  imagine  how 
long  some  men  hive  to  wait  before  they  get  the  coveted 
title.  Many  of  course  never  get  it  at  all.  The  certificates 
of  this  year's  lucky  15  let  in  a  side  light  upon  the  selection, 
as  no  fewer  than  eight  of  them  have  supplements  attached 
to  them.  These  appear  to  indicate  that  the  candidates  were 
first  put  up  in  1886,  1885,  1891,  1883,  1891,  1894,  1889,  and 
1893,  or  immediately  thereafter.  It  is  understood  that 
candidates  do  nothing  to  promote  their  own  election,  the 


modus  operandi  being  to  get  a  friendly  Fellow  to  assist  in 
drawing  up  the  certificate,  and  securing  the  signatures  of 
Fellows  thereto.  The  commonest  form  of  certificate  gives 
the  titles  of  the  applicants'  publications,  and  is  generally  a 
lengthy  thing,  but  sometimes  the  qualifications  are  put  more 
pithily.  For  example,  Dr.  Norman  Collie's  certificate  states 
that  he  is  "distinguished  as  a  worker  in  organic  chemistry  " ; 
and  Dr.  W.  P.  Wynne's,  that  he  is  "  distinguished  for  his 
zeal  and  ability  as  an  organic  chemist,"  with  some  general 
details  about  their  respective  work.  There  is  at  least  one 
notable  scientist  now  living  (Prof.  P.  J.  Tait)  who  has 
refused  to  be  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Society,  although  he  has 
been  asked  many  times  during  the  past  quarter  of  a  century. 
He  has  no  ill-feeling  against  the  society  either. 


THERE  was  a  small  attendance  of  members,  considering 
that  a  ballot  was  to  be  taken,  when  the  Society  met  on 
Thursday  last  week.  The  first  paper  on  the  list,  by  Dr.  W. 
H.  Symons,  the  newly-appointed  medical  officer  for  Bath, 
and  Mr.  Stephens  (Idris  &  Co.),  was  on 

Caebon  Dioxide,  its  Volumetric  Determination. 

The  paper  described  the  method  used  by  the  authors  of 
estimating  carbon  dioxide  in  air.  A  flask  is  rendered 
vacuous  by  boiling  water  in  it  till  all  air  is  expelled,  and 
weighed  ;  air  is  then  admitted,  and  the  flask  again  weighed. 
A  solution  of  sodium  hydroxide  and  barium  chloride  is  used 
to  absorb  the  carbon  dioxide.  The  pressure  of  the  sample 
of  air  in  the  flask  is  equalised  to  that  of  the  laboratory  by 
admitting  a  measured  volume  of  air  free  from  carbon 
dioxide,  and  the  true  volume  found  by  calculation,  so  avoid- 
ing observation  of  the  tension,  pressure,  and  temperature  at 
the  time  of  taking  the  sample.  The  residual  hydroxide  is 
then  titrated,  without  being  removed  from  the  flask,  with 
dilute '  acetic  acid  and  phenolphthale'io.  The  authors 
described  a  number  of  check  experiments.  Professor  Ramsay 
expressed  some  surprise  that  the  authors  could  keep  so  good 
a  vacuum  with  indiarubber  corks. 

Professor  Dunstan  gave  a  short  account  of  the  next  three 
papers.  The  first — "  On  Certain  Views  concerning  the  Con- 
dition of  the  Dissolved  Substance  in  Solutions  of  Sodium 
Sulphate,"  by  R.  F.  D'Arcy,  M.A. — described  experiments 
undertaken  with  the  view  of  finding  whether  the  salt  dis- 
solves as  hydrate  or  no.  The  author  finds  that  the  condition 
of  the  dissolved  substance  is  the  same  in  all  cases. 

The  second  was  on  "  Luteolin,"  Part  II.,  by  A.  G.  Perkin, 
a  continuation  of  a  paper  read  earlier  this  session.  The 
presence  of  pbloroglucin  in  the  product  of  the  action  of 
fused  alkalies  on  luteolin  is  confirmed,  and  its  close  resem- 
blance to  quoscetin  and  fisetin  is  traced. 

The  third  was  on  "Morin,"  Part  I ,  by  Hermann  Bablich, 
Ph.D  ,  and  A.  G.  Perkin,  An  account;  of  the  action  of  fused 
alkalies  and  bromine  on  morin,  a  dye  stuff  from  old  fustic 
{Moras  tinctoria)  and  jackwood  (Artooarpus  integrifolia).

Lothar  Meyer  Memorial  Lecture. 

The  Lothar  Meyer  Memorial  Lecture  will  be  delivered  by 
Professor  P.  Phillips  Bedson,  D.Sc  ,  at  an  extra  meeting  of 
the  Society  on  Thursday,  Miy  23,  at  8  P  M. 
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Re  John  Bebby,  18  Westbourne  Road,  Barnsbury, 
Patent-medicine  Vendor,  &c. 

At  the  London  Bankruptcy  Court,  on  May  7,  this  bankrupt 
applied  for  an  order  of  discharge.  Among  other  businesses 
carried  on  by  him  was  that  of  selling  "  Berry's  Lung-healer  " 
and  "  Berry's  Embrocation,"  which  he  manufactured.  He 
was  financed  by  his  father-in-law,  and  as  the  result  of  family 
differences  a  sudden  demand  was  made  for  repayment  of  the 
advances.  This  led  to  the  failure.  A  first  and  final  dividend 
of  12*.  Hd.  had  been  notified.  No  offences  were  reported, 
and  Mr.  Registrar  Giffard  granted  an  immediate  order  of 
discharge.  He  asked  how  it  was  the  bankrupt  came  to  carry 
on  so  many  businesses. 

Mr.  Mote  (bankrupt's  representative)  :  He  is  a  busy  "man, 
your  Honour.  (Laughter.) 

His  Honour:  It  puts  me  in  mind  of  the  old  ihyme, 
"  Tinker,  tailor,  soldier,  sailor,  butcher-boy,  plough-boy  " 

Mr.  Mote  (interrupting) :  Not  the  last,  your  Honour. 

The  learned  Registrar :  No,  Mr.  Mote.  I  was  only  going 
to  add  "  bankrupt."  (Laughter.) 


Re  Geoege  Handel  Openshaw,  Blackburn,  Chemist 
and  Druggist. 

This  debtor's  public  examination  was  appointed,  at  the 
Blackburn  Bankruptcy  Court,  for  May  13,  but  he  did  not 
appear.  Mr.  T.  Edelston,  Official  Receiver,  said  the  receiving 
order  was  made  on  the  petition  of  a  creditor,  the  act  of 
bankruptcy  being  that  he  absented  himself  from  his  house 
last  March  with  intent  to  defeat  and  delay  his  creditors. 
He  appeared  to  have  been  a  partner  in  a  cherrijt  and 
druggist's  business  in  Blackburn,  and  it  was  said  that  the 
partnership  had  been  dissolved,  but  he  had  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  on  what  terms.  He  (the  Official  Receiver)  had  been 
told  that  a  receiver  of  the  debtor's  interest  in  the  partnership 
business  had  been  appointed,  at  the  instance  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries under  a  will  of  which  the  debtor  was  one  of  the 
■executors',  and  that,  in  the  course  of  Chancery  proceedings 
commenced  on  behalf  of  those  beneficiaries,  an  order  had 
been  made  for  payment  into  court  by  the  debtor  of  a  sum 
of  1,1052.,  and  that  that  order  not  having  been  obeyed,  an 
execution,  under  which  the  debtor's  furniture  was  sold  by 
the  Sheriff,  was  issued.  He  had  received  from  the  Sheriff 
the  sum  of  2492.  14s.  6d.  Creditors  had  been  advertised  for 
to  send  in  their  claims,  and  he  had  received  eleven  claims. 
In  addition  to  the  1,1052.  mentioned,  the  list  included  616Z. 
alleged  to  be  owing  to  the  estate  of  another  testator  for 
advances.  If  these  and  other  claims  were  sustainable  the 
liabilities  would  not  be  less  than  2,200Z.,  mortgage  debts 
excluded.  The  debtor  was  the  apparent  owner,  subject  to 
mortgages,  of  numerous  houses  in  Blackburn  and  of  others 
an  Darwen.    The  examination  was  adjourned  until  June  17. 


Re  W.  J.  Shabwood,  83  Lower  Thames  Street,  E.C , 
Wholesale  Druggist. 

This  failure  occurred  in  1864,  the  proceedings  being 
instituted  upon  the  petition  of  Messrp.  Tomlin,  Rendell 
&  Co.,  of  Eastcheap.  Trie  bankrupt  failed  to  surrender 
under  the  proceedings,  and  he  died  in  1894.  The  case 
came  before  Mr.  Registrar  Linklater  last  Tuesday,  when  Mr. 
Muir  Mackenzie,  appearing  on  behalf  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Sharwood, 
Carter  Lane,  E.G.,  the  only  son  of  the  deceased,  asked  for 
the  annulment  of  his  father's  bankruptcy  on  the  ground 
that  he  had  paid  or  satisfied  all  the  debts  with  one  exception. 
In  that  case  the  representative  of  the  creditor,  whose  debt 
was  102.  14s.  2d.,  declined  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the 
matter,  apparently  considering  that  it  had  all  been  forgotten 
and  done  with. 

His  Honour  said  the  proceedings  appeared  to  be  in  order, 
but  he  thought  payment  of  the  excepted  claim  should  be 
provided  for,  and  subject  to  that  condition  he  made  an  order 
annulling  the  bankruptcy. 

Mr.  Muir  Mackenzie  said  he  had  a  further  application  to 
make  in  the  same  matter.  It  appeared  that  prior  to  his 
bankruptcy  Mr.  Sharwood,  senior,  had  also  been  insolvent, 


and  the  applicant,  being  very  anxious  to  clear  the  family- 
name,  desired  also  to  get  rid  of  the  old  insolvency.  He  there- 
fore asked  for  a  re- vesting  order  in  those  proceedings  on  the 
ground  that  all  the  debts  had  been  satisfied. 

His  Honour  granted  the  application,  and  directed  that  the 
order  should  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette  and  in  a 
local  paper.

Men  of  business 
would  understand  what  that  meant,  and  what  great  expense 
was  saved  thereby.  In  reference  to  advertising,  they  would 
all  recollect  that  it  was  stated  in  the  prospectus  that  during 
the  first  two  years  a  considerable  amount  of  their  capital  would 
have  to  be  expended  in  that  way.  It  was  impossible  to  sell 
any  article,  no  matter  what  might  be  its  value,  unless  they 
let  the  public  know  that  it  was  for  sale  ;  therefore,  though 
the  expenditure  in  regard  to  advertising  for  the  first  two 
years  was  considerable,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  share- 
holders would  agree  with  him  that  it  was  a  necessary  one. 
(Hear,  hear.)  The  question  would  naturally  arise  as  to 
whether  their  expenditure  in  that  direction  had  bson  reason- 
able. Wei!,  the  directors  had  done  their  best,  and  bad 
founded  a  remunerative  business,  and  he  believed  that  the 
result  would  justify  their  action  in  that  respect.  (Hear, 
hear.)  An  American  Johannis  Company  had  been  formed, 
in  which  the  Johannis  Company  of  England  held  one-third 
of  the  interest.  The  American  shareholders  were  influential 
men,  including  Mr.  Chauncey  Depew,  Mr.  Bolt  of  the 
Waldorf,  Mr.  Astor,  and  Mr.  Delmonico.  The  chairman 
believed  that  the  American  shares  would  be  more  valuable 
thin  those  in  the  English  company,  for  America  was,  of  all 
countries,  the  best  field  for  good  natural  mineral  waters.

If,  instead  of 
pushing  the  harsh  and  uncertain  seidlitz-powder,  "chemists 
were  to  sell  the  natural  aperient  on  draught,  it  would  be 
very  much  to  their  own  advantage  and  to  that  of  business- 
men.  It  would  be  most  convenient  if  a  man  could  just  pop 
into  a  druggist's  and  have  his  draught  without  having  to 
buy  a  bottle.  Besides,  a  gentleman  going  into  a  shop  like 
this  would  frequently  buy  something  else,  if  only  a  cake  of 
soap  or  a  box  of  cigarettes."  It  seems  to  us  that  the  sixpenny 
bottle  of  "  Apenta "  will  interfere  with  the  cultivation  of 
this  trade ;  besides,  the  saline  draught  is  needed  before 
breakfast,  not  after. 

Maggi's  Consomme.— Messrs.  Cosenza  &  Co.,  95  and  97 
Wigmore  Street,  W.,  are  the  sole  agents  for  the  United 
Kingdom  and  British  Colonies  for  the  various  concentrated 
beef  products  manufactured  by  the  Swiss  firm— Maggi.  One 
of  the  latest  of  these  products  is  a  consomme  put  up  in 
gelatine  tubes,  each  of  which  is  enclosed  in  a  gelatine 
cap3ule  which  can  be  opened.  The  tube  and  its  contents 
weigh  about  100  grains,  and  when  a  rich  soup  is  required  all 
that  has  to  be  done  is  to  put  the  tube  in  three-quarters  of  a 
pint  of  boiling  water,  and  stir  until  dissolved.  The  consomme 
as  put  up  in  this  fashion  is  a  quite  superior  article,  being  rich 
in  solids,  especially  those  of  a  nitrogenous  character,  and  it 
affords  a  more  acceptable  and  nourishing  dish  than  plain 
extract  of  meat.  We  should  think  there  is  a  good  future 
for  the  preparation  if  reckoned  only  upon  its  merits  as  a 
food,  and  beyond  that  there  are  the  two  exceptional  points 
to  be  considered,  viz.  the  aseptic  form  in  which  it  is  presented, 
and  its  portability— a  2-cz.  tin  holding  10  of  the  tubes.  It 
is  a  speciality  which  chemists  should  be  able  to  do  good 
business  in.  The  tiris  retail  at  Is.  8d.  each.  The  consomme 
has  received  a  diploma  of  honour  at  the  Cookery  and  Food 
Exhibition. 
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Messes.  Stephen  Smith  &  Co.,  of  Bow,  E ,  present  to 
retailers  of  Hall's  coca  wine  handsome  show  cards.  One  of 
these  is  a  yellow  girl,  designed  by  Mr.  Dudley  Hardy,  the 
buxom  figure  being  thrown  out  well  by  a  crimson  background. 
The  wording  is  as  effective  as  the  figure — viz.,  "  Hall's  Coca 
Wine — the  Elixir  of  Life."  This  card  is  neatly  framed  in 
black  and  gold.

For  those  who  like  show- 
cards  in  quieter  style  there  is  an  artistic  one  in  white  frame, 
the  card  showing  a  facsimile  of  the  carton  in  which  the 
wine  is  put  up,  and  effective  lettering.  The  firm  also  present 
an  oblong  mirror  card,  with  crystalline  cut  letters.  All  these 
cards  are  excellent  productions,  which  are  effective  in  calling 
attention  to  the  article,  and,  as  the  prices  are  protected,  many 
chemists  will  doubtless  desire  to  add  one  or  other  to  their 
shop  picture-gallery. 

Messes.  Lynch  &  Co.  (Limited),  Aldersgate 
Street,  E.C.,  are  now  offering  a  remarkably  cheap 
line  of  maximum  and  minimum  thermometers,  a 
sample  of  which  we  have  had  the  opportunity 
of  testing  and  comparing  with  a  thermometer 
of  known  accuracy.  The  thermometer  is  mounted 
upon  a  boxwood  scale,  enclosed  in  a  japanned- 
metal  case,  as  shown  in  the  figure.  The  scale  is 
graduated  in  2°  marks,  but  a  fraction  of  a 
degree  can  be  noted,  and  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses— as,  for  example,  recording  the  tempera- 
ture of  greenhouses  —  the  thermometer  is  a 
reliable  instrument.

The  Evening  News  interviewer  has  called  on  Mr.  G.  Mellin 
to  have  a  talk  about  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  infants' 
food.  He  opened  the  conversation  by  asking  Mr.  Mellin  to 
tell  him  the  component  parts  of  his  food  and  how  to  put 
them  together;  but  he  found  him  singularly  reticent  on 
these  points.  Mr.  Mellin,  he  remarks,  has  evidently  no 
journalistic  instinct.  Thirty  years  ago  Mr.  Mellin  was  a 
chemist,  a  partner  with  Dr.  Marshall,  the  then  proprietor  of 
a  shop  at  16  Tichborne  Street.  "  At  that  time,"  said  Mr. 
Mellin,  "it  was  suggested  by  certain  West-end  medical  men 
that  a  food  should  be  prepared  for  infants  similar  to  Liebig's 
liquid  food — which  went  bad  in  a  day — but  in  the  form  of  a 
powder."  This  was  what  was  produced.  When  first  sold 
one  bottle  a  day  was  the  turn-out ;  now  the  firm  make 
nearly  15,000  bottles  a  day,  their  annual  sale  all  over  the 
world  being  5,000,000.  The  American  sale  is  a  little  larger 
than  here.  Including  what  is  spent  abroad,  the  firm  spend 
lOO.OOOZ.  a  year  in  advertising.

Cubtman — The  death  occurred  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  on 
April  20,  of  Dr.  Chas.  O.  Curtman,  a  well-known  chemist  of 
that  city,  who  had  contributed  largely  to  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  and  was  an  active  member  of  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association.  Dr.  Curtman  was  in  his  67th  year. 
He  was  a  German  M  D.  and  Pb.D.,  and  studied  under  Liebig 
at  Giessen.  Going  to  the  Lnited  States  in  1851,  he  settled 
some  years  later  as  a  druggist  in  Memphis,  and  after  the 
war,  in  which  he  took  part  as  a  Confederate,  he  took  up 
residence  in  St.  Louis,  where  ha  practised  both  as  a  lecturer 
in  chemistry  and  as  a  medical  man.  He  was  a  reviser  of 
the  U.S.  Pharmacopoeia,  professor  of  chemistry  in  Missouri 
Medical  College  and  also  at  St.  Louis  College  of  Pharmacy 
until  two  years  ago,  and  a  voluminous  writer.

For  many  years  he  was  associated  with  the  York 
Glass  Company,  but  in  the  year  1885  he  became  a  partner  in 
the  firm  of  Idris  &  Co.,  and  was  a  director  of  the  company 


trading  under  that  came  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His 
co-directors  and  many  of  the  company's  employes  attended 
the  funeral  on  Tuesday  at  New  Soutbgate  Cemetery.  Mr. 
Hughes  was  a  Welshman,  a  native  of  Mold,  Flintshire,  and 
always  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Principality. 
He  took  an  active  part,  too,  in  temperance  work,  and  for 
many  years  had  been  treasurer  of  the  Temperance  Hospital 
in  London.  He  was  generous  in  his  sympathies,  and  always 
ready  to  assist  those  who  had  broken  down  to  raise  them- 
selves from  their  difficulties.

He  served  his  apprenticeship  to  the  trade  in 
Gardner  &  Ainslie's  old  pharmacy,  George  Street,  Edinburgh, 
and  there  was  thoroughly  initiated  into  manufacturing- 
methods,  so  that  when,  in  1874,  he  bought  Scott  &  Orr's 
pharmacy,  in  Dundas  Street,  he  commenced  to  experiment 
in  the  production  of  essence  of  coffee,  and  was  soon  able  to 
make  a  distinct  trade-venture  of  it.  Six  years  later  he  took 
Mr.  J.  I.  Fraser  into  partnership,  he  taking  charge  of  the 
retail  while  Mr.  Symington  concentrated  his  efforts  upon 
the  manufacturing  department.  This  growing  rapidly,  he 
finally  severed  his  connection  with  the  retail  in  1888,  and,  in 
spite  of  somewhat  feeble  health,  he  developed  his  business 
enormously.  Mr.  Symington  was  a  genial  man,  seldom  of 
late  years  mixing  in  pharmaceutical  matters  ;  but  those  who 
knew  him  well  knew  how  genuine  a  man  he  was,  and  how 
much  he  deserved  his  success.

WE  have  to  report  a  very  quiet  week  so  far  as  actual 
business  done  in  the  drug  and  chemical  markets 
is  concerned.  Heavy  chemicals  are  mostly  uncharged,  but 
arsenic  is  tendiDg  slightly  easier.  Cream  of  tartar  is  also 
lower  again,  while  citric  and  tartaric  acids  are  firmly  held. 
Borax  is  rather  firmer.  Carbolic  acid  unchanged  at  last 
week's  quotations.  Glycerine  firm.  In  fine  chemicals  we 
have  to  report  a  more  active  market  in  quinine 
at  slightly  easier  rates.  Atropine  has  been  ad- 
vanced both  for  sulphate  and  pure  alkaloid ;  while 
camphor  has  received  another  severe  shock  by  the  re- 
duction of  the  refiners'  quotation  by  Hd.  per  lb.  Salicin  has 
been  advanced.  In  drugs,  of  which  the  fortnightly  sales 
were  held  to-day,  there  are  comparatively  few  alterations. 
Cape  aloes  is  very  firm  and  tending  higher ;  fine  Siam 
benzoin  sold  at  extreme  rates.  Balsams  quiet,  but  copaiba 
firmly  held.  Buchu  unaltered.  Ciude  camphor  very  much 
lower.  Cascarilla  slightly  easier.  Fine  qualities  of  carda- 
moms are  easier ;  ordinary  grades  slightly  firmer.

Elemi  and  Kussian 
ergot  easier.  In  gum  acacia  the  market  has  been  very  flat, 
and  prices  are  nominal.  Gimboge  is  neglected.  Honey  may 
be  had  at  very  low  rates.  Brazilian  ipecacuanha  Id.  to  2d. 
lower.  Carthagena  steady.  Insect-flowers  held  for  high 
rates.  Kola  steady.  Menthol  still  tending  easier.  In  musk 
a  fair  business  is  reported  at  steady  rates.  Peppermint 
oil  neglected ;  American  obtainable  at  low  prices. 
Sassafras  oil  tending  higher.  Cassia  oil  considerably  lower. 
Citronella  oil  weak.  Opium  firm,  but  quiet.  Orris-root 
unchanged.  Cod-liver  oil  still  tending  easier.  Rhubarb  is 
flat.  Tinnevelly  senna  slightly  firmer,  while  the  price  of 
Alexandrian  senna  is  well  maintained.  Sassafras  is  rising 
rapidly.  Liquid  storax  is  also  dearer,  and  sarsaparilla  Id. 
higher  all  round.  Tamarinds  remain  low  in  price. 
Vanilla  sold  with  good  demand  at  about  2s.  advance. 
Beeswax  is  steady.  The  continued  reports  of  drought  in 
various  parts  of  Europe  are  likely  to  affect  the  price  of  French 
essential  oils,  Belgian  products,  such  as  chamomiles,  valerian- 
root,  and  certain  other  articles.  The  preparation  of  EDglish 
extracts  will  also  probably  have  to  be  postponed  bayond 
the  usual  time,  while  the  outlook  for  lavender  and 
peppermint  oils  in  this  country  is  rather  poor.  The 
cinchona- sales  went  off  with  good  spirit  at  steady  rates.

1895,"  writes  the  British  Consul  at  Leghorn,  "  there  has 
been  a  marked  increase  in  the  export  of  boracic  acid 
from  this  port  (including  1  292  tons  for  Liverpool),  1,985 
tons  having  left,  against  1,274  tons  in  1894,  while  the 
export  of  borax  declined  to  433  tons,  the  average  for  the 
last  five  years  having  been  583  tons.  In  1894  the  high 
prices  asked  for  boracic  acid  in  Ed  gland  did  not  admit  of 
its  being  used  in  the  manufacture  of  borax,  hence  the  con- 
version of  boracic  acid  into  borax  by  Italians  (an  industry 
which  in  recent  jears  had  considerably  increased),  main- 
tained its  average  volume  durirjg  1894.  But  in  1895  the 
low  figure  at  which  Tuscan  boracic  acid  was  offered  on  the 
Liverpool  market — namely,  15 1  per  ton — seems  to  have 
induced  English  manufacturers  to  turn  their  attention  once 
more  to  the  article,  to  the  corresponding  exclusion  of  the 
borax  manufactured  in  Italy.

mountains,  but  none  came,  and  since  the  beginning  of  Miy 
the  weather  has  been  most  propitious.  Warm  rains  have 
fallen  throughout  the  district,  and  still  continue.  The 
harvest  is  expected  to  begin  this  year  about  the  end  of  May, 
and  it  looks  as  if  the  crop  will  be  above  the  average  and 
considerably  larger  than  last  year's."

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  stock  in  Turkey  is  com- 
paratively heavy,  but  per  contra  both  London  and  U.S.  hold 
very  little.    For  the  time  being  I  maintain  my  estimate  of 

1896  crop — v,'z  ,  4.000  to  4,500  cases  maximum— but  if  no 
rain  falls  during  the  next  three  weeks  this  estimate  will  have 
to  be  considerably  lowered.  Salonica  is  in  a  bad  way,  and  a 
yield  of  over  300  cases  from  that  district  is  highly  improbable. 
With  regard  to  the  "  soft "  districts,  the  condition  and  quan- 
tity of  sowings  are  better  than  was  expected,  so  that  if  the 
elements  prove  favourable,  and  no  political  disturbances  inter- 
vene, we  maj  get  700  to  800  cases  from  those  ports.  The 
stock  of  this  grade  here  is  light — only  46  cases,  and  these 
mostly  secondary  quality.

Sib  Joseph  Listeb  is  Natures  last  "  Scientific  Worthy."' 
Proiejsor  H.  Tillmanns  contributes  the  appreciation,  and  the 
editor  the  biographic  notes  and  photogravure  portrait.  Sir 
Joseph  was  born  at  Upton,  in  Essex,  his  father  being  Joseph 
Jackson  Lister,  FR.S.,  a  microscopist  of  note  sixty  years 
ago.  Young  Lister  was  educated  at  &  Quaker  school  in 
Tottenham,  afterwards  studied  at  London  University  College,, 
took  his  B  A.  London  in  1847,  and  in  1852  the  M.S.  and 
F  R  C  S.  Going  to  Edinburgh  to  see  the  surgical  practice 
there,  he  studied  under  Syme,  and  married  his  daughter. 
He  was  appointed  on  the  Edinburgh  Infirmary  staff,  and 
initiated  himself  into  lecturing  by  starting  as  an  extra-mural 
teacher  of  surgery.  In  1860  he  was  appointed  Regius  Pro- 
fessor of  Surgery  at  Glasgow,  and  there  he  conceived  the 
idea  of  antisepsis,  which  was  further  developed  when  he 
went  to  Edinburgh  in  1869  to  succeed  his  father-in-law  in 
the  chair  of  clinical  surgery.  He  returned  to  London  ins 
1877  to  take  a  similar  position  in  King's  College.  He  was 
so  long  resident  in  Scotland  that  most  people  think  he  is  a 
Scotchman,  in  which  deception  his  speech  assists.  Physi- 
cally, as  well  as  intellectually,  Sir  Joseph  Lister  is  one  of 
the  giants  of  the  medical  profession;  and,  as  we  remarked 
some  time  ago,  he  is  the  first  medical  man  to  fill  concurrently 
the  presidential  chairs  of  the  Royal  Society  and  British 
Association.

Anti-cutting. 

Correspondence  on  this  subject  continues  to  leach  us,  but 
we  can  only  give  the  remarks  made  in  an  abbreviated  fornj. 

Consensus  (73/47)  says:  "  It  is  gratifying  that  able  and 
representative  gentlemen  should  be  willing  to  come  forward 
on  behalf  of  the  intei e ;ts  of  the  trade."  He  wonder? ,  however, 
where  Mr.  Albert  Cooper  can  have  been  living  the  last  ten  or 
fifteen  years  to  bave  discovered  only  lately  "  how  bad  things 
were  with  a  great  many  chemists  in  his  locality." 


Mr.  E.  G.  Alexander,  A.  P.S.,  writes  from  77  Carlisle  Road 
Bradford,  after  the  meeting  in  that  town,  to  ask:  "If 
the  co-operation  of  the  retail  drug  trade  is  accorded 
this  Association,  what  length  of  time  will  the  Association 
guarantee  to  support  us  ?  Till  we  create  new  and  better 
markets  for  their  wares  2  And  will  they  then,  having  got 
another  fast  hold,  turn  round  and  allow  us  to  be  in  the  same 
position,  if  nob  in  a  worse,  than  we  are  in  now  1  For  my  part," 
Mr.  Alexander  adds,  "  I  eye  the  movement  as  above,  and  shall 
not  support  it,  but  (instead  of  like  one  gentleman  mentioned 
withdrawing  his  subscription  from  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  giving  it  to  the  Association)  I  shall  strengthen 
it  by  5s.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  (which  has  been  forwarded)." 
Mr.  Alexander  proceeds  to  argue  that  chemists  made  the 
market  for  these  wares  instead  of  exercising  their  skill  as 
pharmacists  in  preparing  their  own  specialities. 


V.  H.  W.  M.  (75/67)  adds  to  the  instances  given  by  Mr, 
James  Reid  of  profits  in  other  trades  on  made-up  articles, 
the  rate  made  in  banking.  A  banker  (sajs  '  V.  H.  W.  M."> 
buys  and  sells  what  Mr.  Reid  terms  a  made-up  article  only, 
and  he  sells  his  made-up  article — money — at  quite  double 
the  price  which  he  gives  for  it ;  for  I  think  I  am  correct  when 
I  say  that  the  average  price  a  banker  of  to-day  will  give  for 
his  made-up  article  does  not  exceed  2|  per  cent.,  and  that 
his  average  selling-price  is  not  less  than  5  per  cent.,  and" 
often  jrtus  commissions;  and  I  do  not  know  any  business  in 
which  the  returns  are  so  large  in  proportion  tj  the  trade 
expenses. 


Mr.  J.  T.  Griffin,  Kidderminster,  writes  in  reference  to  the 
proposal  made  by  Clarke's  Night  Light  Company  (*ee  last 
week's  C.  D.)  The  company,  he  says,  atk  rctriiers  to 
sign  an  agreement  not  to  retail  their  9-hour  pyramid 
night-lights  at  less  than  l\d.  per  box,  or  six  boxes  for 
3s.  l\d ,  and  on  condition  ot  their  signing  this  agreement 
they  will  allow  a  bonus  of  Gd.  per  dozen  boxes  on  July  1, 
1897,  providing  the  prices  have  been  adhered  to.  They 
further  say  they  are  doing  this  "with  a  view  to  assure 
the  retailer  a  reasonable  profit "  !  Mr.  Griffin  finds  in  the 
new  price-lists  of  Newberj'd,  Sanger's,  and  other  wholesale 
houses  that  the  above  nignt-lights  are  quoted  at  7s.  6d.  oi 
7s.  5fd.  per  dozen  net,  and  carriage  forward.  Thus  they 
would  cost  retailers  outside  London  at  least  7s.  9d.  per  dozen 
net  when  carriage  was  paid ;  or,  if  the  retailer  signs  this 
agreement  and  gets  6d  per  dozen  bonus,  it  reduces  the  cost 
to  7s.  3d.  per  dozen  net.  By  retailing  them  at  not  less  than 
l\d.  he  would  get  the  "reasonable  profit  "of  \d.  for  his- 
trouble.  I  consider,  adds  Mr.  Griffin,  that  this  remarkable 
agreement  is  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  cutter,  as  he  only 
can  afford  to  sell  at  the  price,  because  he  would  be  the  only 
person  who  could  buy  direct,  and  so  get  a  li'.tle  extra  profit. 


Perplexed  (77/13)  objects  to  cur  comments  on  his  last 
letter.  Leaving  Bcots'  Drug  Company  out  of  the  question, 
he  says,  there  are  many  co-operative  stores  which  pay  3s.  <\d. 
and  3s.  6d.  in  the  pound  dividend,  which  is  equal  to  Zd.  in 
the  shilling,  so  that  a  person  bujing  a  bottle  of  Ellimanrd 
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embrocation  at  Is.  gets  it  for  10^.  This  is  what  you  are 
pleased  to  term  "  an  infinitesimal  share  of  the  profit."  Is 
not  this  breaking  the  agreement  ?  And  is  it  not  a  good  reason 
why  so  many  persons  go  to  the  co-operative  stores  in  prefer- 
ence to  the  chemist  1 


The  Eiviera  Season. 

Referring  to  our  Paris  correspondent's  remarks  on  the 
Riviera  season,  Mr.  H.  S.  Naftel,  the  manager  of  Mr.  J.  L. 
Cruzel's  pharmacy  at  Monte  Carlo,  writes  intimating  that 
they  have  not  had  much  to  complain  of  at  Monte  Carlo. 
During  the  months  of  February  and  March,  Mr.  Naftel  says, 
they  copied  forty  new  prescriptions  daily  in  the  English  de- 
partment, and  sixty  to  seventy  per  day  in  the  French 
department.  He  believes  that  chemists  in  Mentone  are  also 
satisfied  with  the  season. 


The  Shops'  Early- closing  Bill. 

We  have  received  from  the  Voluntary  Early-closing  Asso- 
ciation, of  64  Cheapside,  a  long  printed  protest  against  the 
Shops'  Early-closing  Bill,  signed  by  about  fifty  of  the  largest 
firms  in  the  drapery  trade.  The  arguments  are  much  the 
same  as  those  used  in  the  document  which  we  recently 
printed  over  the  signature  of  Sir  J.  B.  Maple.  The  signa- 
tories state  that  they  point  out  what  appear  to  them  to  be 
serious  flaws  in  the  Bill,  not  so  much  out  of  hostility  to  the 
particular  Bill  as  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  it  is  prac- 
tically impossible  to  promote  early-closing  by  coercive  legis- 
lation. 


LEGAL  QUERIES. 


Immediate  information  on  pharmaco-legal  matters  is  available  in  "Pharmacy 
and  Poison  Laws  of  the  United  Kingdom"  Alpe's  "Handy-book  of 
Medicine-stamp  Duty"  and  The  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary. 


71  /30.  Mynan. — We  cannot  assure  you  that  it  is  quite  safe 
for  you  to  describe  your  shop  as  the  "  West- end  Pharmacy  " 
unless  you  are  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  At  one  time  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council  considered  the  description  was  one 
which  implied  that  the  owner  was  a  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
and  was  therefore  an  infringement  of  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1852;  but  they  never  took  their  contention  into  court,  and 
we  do  not  think  they  would  establish  it  if  they  did. 

71/25.  Chemist  and  M.-  W.  Mater.— The  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  do  not  care  what  strength  of  quinine  wine  is  sold, 
but  to  sell  such  under  B  P.  strength  requires  a  sweets- 
licence  or  a  regular  wine-licence.  It  is  possible  that  the 
sale  of  a  quinine  wine  not  of  B.P.  strength  or  character 
might  be  held  to  be  an  infringement  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  unless  by  label  or  verbally  the  variation  was 
indicated. 


71/19.  Sussex. — It  is  expressly  provided  by  35  and  36  Vic, 
c.  94,  b.  62,  that  to  prove  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  it  is 
not  necessary  to  show  that  any  money  passed  or  that  any 
liquor  was  actually  consumed  if  the  Court  be  satisfied  that 
a  transaction  of  the  nature  of  a  sale  actually  took  place.  The 
transaction  you  indicate  is  clearly  of  that  nature. 


71/7.  Johnson,  referring  to  our  reply  a  fortnight  ago 
about  sticking  labels  on  coins,  says  he  thinks  "the  scheme 
is  an  old  and  illegal  one.  Some  few  years  ago,"  he  says,  "  a 
hairdresser  in  N.E.  London  used  to  label  every  copper  he 
sent  out  until  he  was  stopped  by  the  authorities."  [The 
information  is  rather  vague ;  we  should  like  to  know  what 
statute  the  authorities  quoted.  The  offence  mentioned  in 
the  Coinage  Act,  1861,  which  we  referred  to,  was  that  of 
defacing  coins  by  stamping  them.] 

70/34.  Ignorance. — It  is  not  legal  either  in  England  or 
Ireland  for  unqualified  persons  to  sell  poisons  in  the  form 
of  ho  nceopathic  medicines. 


68/22.  Non  Nemo. — For  purposes  of  labelling  the  name 
that  should  appear  on  the  poison-labels  is  that  of  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  business ;  in  the  case  you  quote  it  should  be 
the  name  of  the  company. 


69/38.  Label.— An  unqualified  person  is  not  entitled  to 
use  the  descriptions  "  wholesale  druggist "  or  "  manufacturing 
chemist,"  but  he  is  not  interfered  with  so  long  as  his  business 
is  bond  fide  of  a  wholesale  or  manufacturing  character. 


67/8.  R  J.  T.  puts  this  case: — ■"  An  apprentice  is  articled 
to  serve  a  4  J  years'  term,  and  has  served  three  years.  His 
master  is  now  suffering  from  softening  of  the  brain,  and  is 
therefore  unable  to  attend  to  his  business.  Is  the  apprentice 
bound  to  serve  the  remaining  eighteen  months  ? "  [We  can- 
not find  any  case  where  the  permanent  incapacity  of  the 
master  has  been  put  forward  as  a  ground  for  having  inden- 
tures cancelled.  There  was  a  case,  however  (Boast  v.  Firth, 
L.  R.  4,  cp.  1),  where  the  permanent  illness  of  the  apprentice 
was  held  to  put  an  end  to  the  apprenticeship,  and  we  do 
not  see  why  this  should  not  also  apply  to  the  master,  as  it 
is  an  essential  part  of  his  contract  to  teach  the  apprentice. 
It  is  possible  the  deed  may  provide  for  the  matter.  We  do 
not,  however,  think  the  apprentice  could  recover  back  any 
part  of  the  premium  unless  there  is  an  express  stipulation 
to  that  effect.] 


70/42.  Phenoid  — Your  right  to  compete  with  the  person 
to  whom  you  sold  your  business  depends  on  the  conditions 
of  the  sale.  For  an  article  on  the  law  affecting  goodwill 
generally,  see  the  C.  %  D.,  December  14, 1895,  page  864. 


69/65.  Bxirnlis. — We  do  not  think  that  any  Court  would 
regard  the  title  "  pink  tonic-pills  for  the  blood  "  as  an 
infringement  of  the  title  "pink  pills  for  pale  people,"  unless 
there  was  very  special  evidence  of  an  attempt  to  use  the 
title  unfairly.  Does  anyone  say  the  title  is  an  infringe- 
ment 1 


70/46.  L.  A.  M. — You  can  sell  your  tonic  under  the  name 
of  a  fictitious  maker,  but  you  must  take  care  not  to  use  the 
name  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  unfair  to  other  persons,  who 
might  get  an  injunction  against  you.  (2)  There  is  no  legal 
protection  of  the  title  "farrier  " 


69/21.  Phenoid.  —  Capsules  containing  phenacetin  or 
quinine  simply  would  not  be  liable  to  medicine-  stamp  duty 
however  you  might  label  or  advertise  them.  You  will  find 
the  views  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  on  this  subject 
clearly  stated  on  pages  63  and  64  of  Alps's  "  Handy-book." 


72/9.  Fiat  Lux. — We  are  told  there  is  arsenic  in  the 
soap  you  name.  If  so,  it  is  a  preparation  of  arsenic  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  should  be  treated  as 
a  poison  in  the  first  part  of  the  schedule. 


73/3.  Cambria. — You  would  not  be  justified  in  returning 
the  asthma-cigarettes  if,  as  we  understand,  you  bought  them 
without  making  any  condition  for  sale  or  return.  You  may, 
however,  if  you  think  it  gocd  enough,  intimate  to  the  maker 
your  refusal  to  pay,  on  the  ground  that  he  has  not  carried 
out  his  part  of  the  contract,  and  take  your  chance  of  satisfy- 
ing a  judge  that  there  was  an  express  condition  that  the 
manufacturer  would  provide  the  customers. 


75/74.  Hotspur. — The  habitual  sale  of  lemon  -flavoured 
saline  in  a  shop  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  5  p.m. 
would  necessitate  a  refreshment -house  licence. 


72/2.  Country.— No  change  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Pre- 
liminary Examination  can  be  made  this  year,  assuming 
that  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  finds  that  the  provisions 
of  clause  6  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  apply  to  the  Preliminary 
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examination,  and  that  an  amendment  o£  the  Pharmacy  Act 
is  not  required.  The  Council  have  the  matter  under  con- 
sideration at  present.  If  they  decide  to  proceed  with  the 
alteration  of  the  examination  by  by-law  (as  we  understand 
they  may)  they  will  refer  the  matter  to  the  Boards  of 
Examiners  and  a  representative  of  the  College  of  Preceptors, 
to  advise  as  to  the  alterations  which  they  may  consider 
necessary.  This  report  (if  the  matter  is  dealt  with  urgently) 
is  not  likely  to  be  received  by  the  Council  before  the  Augusc 
meeting,  after  which  the  alterations  of  the  by-laws  must  be 
approved  at  three  meetings  of  the  Council  and  a  special 
general  meeting  of  the  Society,  and  be  confirmed  and 
approved  by  the  Privy  CDuncil.  Although  all  this  might 
happen  in  1896,  it  is  unlikely  that  the  amended  by-laws 
would  come  into  force  before  1898,  the  rights  of  those  now 
in  the  trade  having  to  be  respected  to  some  extent.

54/65.    Rexy. — Your  Starch-gloss  is  similar  to  severa 
that  we  have  reported  upon  lately — viz.,  a  mixture  o 
powdered  curd  soap  1  part  and  French  chalk  2  parts.  So 
many  samples  of  this  kind  come  to  us  that  we  suggest  to 
subscribers  generally  the  desirability  of  saving  their  own 
time  and  ours  by  a  little  experimenting.    Most  starch-glazes 
which  we  have  examined  consht  of  (1)  borax  chiefly  or  (2) 
soap  and  French  chalk — the  latter  being  a  recent  innova- 
tion.   The  first  kind  is  for  mixing  with  the  starch ;  the 
second  for  rubbing  on  the  linen.    They  are  very  easily  dis- 
tinguished.   The  first,  when  heated  in  a  gas  or  spirit-lamp 
flame,  swells  up  (intumesces),  and  if  a  drop  or  two  of  spirit 
of  salt  is  put  on  it,  and  the  mass  again  put  in  the  flame, 
there  is  a  characteristic  green  coloration,  which,  following 
the  yellow  sodium  flame  in  the  first  instance,  is  conclu- 
sive of  the  presence  of  borax.    Sometimes  there  is  a 
little  starch-powder  in  such  glazes,  which  is  shown  by 
blackening  of  the  powder  in  the  flame,  and  incomplete 
solubility  in  water.    If  this  should  be  so,  boil  a  grain  or 
two  in  a  drachm  of  water,  dilute  with  an  ounce  of  cold 
water,  and  add  a  drop  of  tr.  iodi :  a  blue  colour  indicates 
starch.    The  soap  and  French  chalk  glazes  are  quickly  re- 
cognised by  "  the  feel,"  and  by  lathering  when  shaken  with 
a  little  water.    To  find  out  quickly  how  much  chalk  there 
is  in  it,  heat  four  or  five  grains  on  platinum-foil  (or,  a  la 
Proctor,  in  the  lid  of  a  small  ointment-tin),  breaking  down 
the  charred  mass  with  the  point  of  a  knife.    When  the  ash 
is  grey,  weigh  it :  the  difference  between  that  and  the  weight 
of  powder  taken  is  soap.    We  give  these  tests  roughly,  so 
that  there  need  be  no  hesitation  in  performing  them,  and 
they  are  conclusive  enough  when  joined  to  pharmaceutical 
common-sense.     It  happens  that  we  receive  as  many 
samples  from  Major  and  Minor  men  as  from  those  who 
cannot  say  they  are  "  chemists  by  examination,"  so  the 
former  class  will  not,  we  trust,  feel  themselves  superior  to 
trying  little  experiments  like  these,  and  "Rexy"  must  not 
imagine  that  this  long  reply  is  a  lecture  for  his  special 
benefit. 


(55/68)  F.  H.  W.  and  (65/9)  Calcutta  ask  for  further 
information  in  respect  to  Henna  Hair  dye.  The  former 
writes  : — "  I  have  recently  obtained  this  drug  for  a  Spanish- 
American  customer,  who  wishes  to  change  dark-brown  hair 
to  golden-brown.  He  has  prepared  a  decoction,  as  you  de- 
scribe, but  finds  it  does  not  '  take.'  I  suggested  alum  as  a 
mordant,  but  this  discharges  the  colour  altogether.  My 
customer  tells  me  that  a  liquid  preparation  of  henna  is 
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largely  sold  in  France  and  other  countries.  Can  you  kindly 
give  me  an  idea  how  such  an  article  might  be  prepared  ?  My 
customer  is  acquainted  with  the  '  Patti '  hair- dye  to  which 
you  allude,  but  says  that  is  not  made  from  henna,  as  it  gives 
a  different  colour."  There  is  little  precise  information 
available  regarding  henna — i.e.,  thele&veBotLarvsoniainermis. 
The  colouring-principle  is  an  orange-red  dye,  allied  to  tannic 
acid,  and  it  is  for  that  peculiar  colour  that  it  is  used  in 
Egypt  and  elsewhere,  but  the  colour  is  darkened  by  alkalies 
and  becomes  black  with  ferric  salts.  The  way  it  is  used  in 
the  Eist  is  to  macerate  the  bruised  leaves  in  warm  water 
for  a  day  or  two  ;  then  the  mixture  is  boiled,  and  the  decoction 
used  as  a  dye.  Mr.  C.  J.  S.  Thompson  has  suggested  that 
the  decoction  should  be  repeated  twice,  and  the  strained 
liquors  evaporated  and  preserved  by  the  addition  of  spirit. 
The  addition  of  ammonia  in  small  proportion  will  darken  the 
dye.  The  objection  to  hair-dyes  not  "taking  on  "  is  generally 
due  to  the  hair  being  greasy — naturally  or  otherwise.  The 
head  should  be  shampooed,  and  before  the  hair  is  quite  dry 
the  dye  applied.    After  that  use  a  little  brilliantine. 


58/48.  Zap. — (1)  Ordinary  Insect-powder  is  not  a 
scheduled  poison.  Why  not  use  it  1  (2)  Linen  Gloss. — 
The  sample  which  you  send  consists  of  about  equal  parts  of 
powdered  soap  and  Fiench  chalk.  As  your  directions  differ 
from  those  previously  mentioned,  we  quote  them: — 

Linen  Gloss. 

Mix  powder  into  paste  with  cold  water  ;  rub  it  on  the  right  side  of  the 
starched  article  with  a  cloth  ;  iron  the  inside  first,  finish  on  the  outside.

63/35.  Alpha  sends  a  sample  of  a  Powder  for  Cleaning 
Fox  Terriers.  It  is  simply  rubbed  over  the  dogs  to  save 
washing.  We  can  find  nothing  in  it  except  starch.  The 
following  formula  will  give  a  similar  preparation,  which  has 
a  slightly  bluish  colour  and  an  odour  of  creosote  : —

Triturate  the  black  and  creosote  for  five  or  ten  miuutes  with  an  ounce  of 
farina,  add  the  rest  of  the  latter,  and  sift. 


68/12.  Q.  J — Determination  of  Alkalinity  of  Soap. 
— Where  you  have  gone  wrong  is  in  using  weak  spirit 
to  dissolve  the  so*»p,  for  perfectly  neutral  soaps  undergo 
hydrolysis  on  treatment  with  aqueous  solvents,  whereby 
alkali  is  liberated,  and  the  amount  so  freed  is  proportionate  to 
the  length  of  time  that  you  bring  the  soap  under  the  water's 
influence  and  the  temperature  at  which  you  work.  The 
plan  to  follow  is  this  :— In  a  drachm  of  strong  spirit 
(60  o.p.)  place  a  few  shreds  (5  to  10  gr.)  of  the  soap,  and 
shake  until  a  portion  of  it  is  dissolved,  using  only  the  heat 
of  the  hand  to  facilitate  solution ;  then  add  a  single  drop  of 
phenolphthalein  solution,  B.P.  A  good  neutral  soap,  such  as 
Vinolia,  Gibbs's  cold-cream,  or  Cook's  Riviera,  remains  prac- 
tically unaffected  on  the  addition  of  the  phenolphthalein, 
a  faint  pink  appearing  in  some  cases.  If  you  wish  to  esti- 
mate the  amount  of  free  alkali  in  any  soap,  you  must  dissolve 
away  a  portion — say,  20  gr. — in  about  £  oz  of  spirit  by  heating. 
Add  a  drop  or  two  of  phenolphthalein,  then  decinormal  sul- 
phuric acid  to  discharge  the  colour.  Alcoholic  decinormal 
acid  should  preferably  be  used ;  but  for  comparative  tests 
aqueous  acid  is  good  enough.  If  you  wish  to  renew  your 
tests  of  the  thirteen  varieties  of  soap  which  you  have 
examined,  you  should  begin  by  drying  carefully  a  sample  of 
each— say,  \  dr. ;  reduce  to  powder,  and  shake  10  gr.  of  each 
sample  with  a  drachm  of  rectified  spirit.  Then  to  each  of 
the  solutions  add  a  single  drop  of  phenolphthalein,  and  you 
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will  find  to  what  extent  they  vary  in  respect  to  free  alkali  by 
the  lightness  and  darkness  of  the  colours  produced. 


65/57.  Jack— A  weak  solution  of  pyrogallic  acid-  say 
5  gr.  of  pyrogallol  and  2  gr.  of  citric  acid  in  1  oz.  of  water — 
is  the  safest  thing  we  can  suggest  as  a  Sandy  Dye  for 
Whiskers.  Should  it  become  too  dark  brush  with  a  dilute 
bulphurous  acid.

67/48.  Nemo  (Glasgow). — There  is  no  recent  work  covering 
the  whole  ground  of  manufacture  of  aerated  waters.

This  qualification  requires 
several  years'  residence  in  France,  a  degree  equivalent  to 
our  B.A.  to  start  with,  and  subsequent  training  in  a  school 
of  pharmacy,  as  well  as  experience  in  a  pharmacy.

67/23.  Wallace. — The  patches  on  the  pony's  skin  ar* 
evidently  ringworm.  Try  iodine  ointment  1  to  8,  or  1  to  20 
solution  of  any  soluble  cresol  dabbed  on  every  day,  after 
having  once  well  scrubbed  the  parts  with  soap  and  soda 
.  i  hot  water,  to  remove  the  crusts  and  scales. 


66/41.  Bace.  Juniperi. — In  regard  to  the  treatment  of 
rirjgworm  in  cattle,  see  reply  to  "  Wallace  "  ;  also  "  Veterinary 
Counter- practice." 


f37/68.  Kimia. — (1)  Perhaps  it  is  Pavy's  "  Treatise  on 
Foods  and  Dietetics  "  which  you  are  thinking  of.  It  is  a 
book  published  twenty  years  ago,  which  contains  just  such  in- 
formation as  you  require.  (2)  A  number  of  synthetic  bodies  are 
now  available,  which  are  excellent  for  making  sachet  powders. 
Mqsc  Baur,  heliotropin  (piperonal),  cumarin,  and  violet  are 
amongst  these.  Concrete  essences  are  also  used  now  in  making 
fine  sachet  perfames.  These  are  expensive  ottos  (25s.  to 
40s.  per  oz.),  but  they  give  very  fine  powders  when  well 
blended  and  triturated. 


67/69.  N.  S  C  (Hayti,  W.I  ).— (1)  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  does  not  grant  duplicates  of  the 
Minor  and  Major  certificates  unless  in  very  exceptional 
cases.  If  you,  being  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  can  give 
proof  that  your  Major  diploma  and  certificate  of  membership 
are  destroyed,  duplicates  of  these  will  be  furnished.  (2)  If 
you  aie  a  British  subject,  and  otherwise  accord  to  the  regu- 
lations, you  are  eligible  for  naval  hospital  appointments, 
font  these  are  not  in  the  Navy.  See  note  in  this  issue.

you  wish  to  make  a  carnation-perfume  you  must  get  the 
pomade  or  triple  extract  made  from  pomade.  (2)  When  a 
few  drops  of  chloroform  are  agitated  with  infus.  caryophyll. 
the  waxy  matter  which  is  deposited  i3  most  probably  a 
mixture  of  the  chloroform  with  essential  oil,  caryopnyllin, 
and  colouring-matter.  (3)  Excellent  treatment  for  the  hair 
falling  off  is  described  in  the  C.  $  D.,  April  27, 1895,  page  610, 
which  please  consult.  (4)  The  best  way  to  make  Culinary 
Essences  is  to  dissolve  the  oils  in  spirit — generally  1  in  10 
or  20 — and  colour  with  turmeric  or  burnt  sugar.  Vanilla  is 
made  by  infusiDg  1  cz  of  the  bean,  lgr.  of  musk,  and  10  gr. 
of  pot.  carb.  in  4  cz.  of  hot  water  until  cold  ;  then  add  16  cz. 
of  rectified  spirit,  and  in  fourteen  days  filter.  (5)  Neuralgic- 
powders. — Instead  of  the  formula  given  in  the  Diahy,  you 
may  use  the  following  : —
